Eddystone Lighthouse. 

The famous Eddystone lighthouse 
stands fourteen miles off the coast of 
Land's End and is perhaps the most 
celebrated in the world, It has often 
been used as an illustration by pocts 
and preachers, for no_pther lighthouse 
Is in such a lonesome or dangerous 
place, and none costs se much money 
and trouble. There are three keepers, 
who livo there with their familles, and 
two of them are always on duty, while 
the third 1s on the main coast enjoying 
& vacation. They relieve one another 
each month, so that none of the keep- 
ers remain on duty more than two 
months at a time. The change and 
rest aro sald to be absolutely necessary 
to preserve the nerves of the keepers. 
The Ughthouse ia 135 feet high, was 
erected in 1882 at a cost of $400,000 
and rises from a submerged rock. The 
first Ilghthouse was erected on this 
rock as long ago as 1697, but was 
washed away six years after and was 
not replaced for a long time. The sec- 
ond was burned down in 1775; the 
third stood from 1767 to 1852 and was 
famous in history.

LUCID LECTURE ON 
THE TRENT CANAL 


Mr. R. B. Rogers, of Peterboro, 
Gives Excelleat Reasons for 
its Completion. 
Almost a Natural Waterway--The 
‘Canal’s Early History—lIts- 
Estimated Cost.’ 









Some Important Advantages 
Which its Completion Would 
Ensure to Belleville 





(The public mesting held in the 
‘I city Hall last evening, for the pur- 
yow of bearing the Trent Valley 
Canal scheme discussed, was, consid- 
ering the storm which raged, well 
attended. A goodly number of the 
city’s prominent business and profes- 
sonal men were present, and all who 
attended were amply repaid. Much 
valuable information. in reference to 
the routo of the proposed canal and 
tho pecuniary advantazes to be de- 
rived throuzh its construction, was 
given, especlally by Mr. Richard B. 
Rozers, of Peterboro, who is the 
chief engineer. The tithe of his ad- 
dress was “ Water Transportation In 
Canada with Spectal Reference tothe 
Trent Cangl.”) The lecture, for such 
it was, was profusely illustrated with 
beautiful views, showing the route of 
tho propesed canal from the Geors- 
fan Bay lo ffrenion. In his opening 
remarks the speaker dealt at some 
length with the transportation ques- 
tloa in its varlous phases. He said

The rate of the pulse in males at dif- 
ferent ages is as follows: At birth, 136 
beats per minute; at 5 years, 83 beats 
per minute; between 10-15 years, 73 
beats per minute; between 15-20 years, 
60.5 beats per minute; between 20-25 
years, 60.7 beats per minute; between 
25-30 years, 71 beats per minute; be- 
tween 3050 years, 70 beats per min- 
ute. 

In females the rate Is from 1 to 4.5 
beats faster per minute. «¢ 

Slow walking raises the pulse from 
10 to 20 beats, while rapid running 
may ‘raise it to 140. This rise may 
last from half an hour to an hour, 

Eating raises the pulse from 8 to 20 
beats; without wine, 13.1; with wine, 
17.5. In the morning the pulse fs 10 
beats higher than at night. When the 
barometer rises 5 inches the pulse in- 
creases 1.3 per minute. If the pulse 
be 66.6 while lying down [t will be 70 
when sitting and 78.0 when standing.

@ Successful Nurse Must Be Uentie, 
Patient and Tact{al, 
The proper mental atmosphere creat- 
ed in a sickroom is often as important 
ag the remedies given. A nurse should 
De in touch with her patlent—that is, 
she should be sympathetic and not al- 
Jow Irritability and whims to upset her 
equanimity. The nurse who can create 
an atmosphere of repose, who can hu- 
or without indviging her patient in 
‘the’ {dlosyncrasies of sick people, 
Sas won half the battle. An unsympa- 
thetic, impatient nurse will do more to 
hinder recovery than the lack of rem- 
edies, It is not acts and words alone 
that help or hinder; her very thoughts 
are as potent as her geuveral conduct, 
and the sensitive patient will be influ- 
enced for good or ill if the nurse were 
dumb. She should at all times main- 
taln a positive uplifting mental atti- 
tude and remember that the patient's 
Irritability or melancholia {s justified 
by her pbysical condition and is not 
perverseness, 
* Gentleness, patience and, above all, 
tact are the requisites for good and in- 
telligent nursing, and the nurse who 
lacks these qualities has Indeed missed 
her calling. Patients have often falled 
to improre simply because they did not 
fancy their nurse. <A nurse must be 
Ukable and make herself Hked, and it 
takes only plain tact and a little cir- 
cumspection to ingratiate herself with 
the most uninteresting of patients. 





THE GYPSIES. 
— 


Their Tribes Existed In Europe 
From Immemorial Times, 
“Gypsies were found In England about 
1514, according to “A Dyalogue of Sir 
Thomas More” (1520), but the exact 
year of thelr arrival is unknown. They 
Were present In Scotland in 1505, and 
possibly they ‘were the “Saracens” 
whose depredations in that country 

prior to 1400 are on record. 4 

Bataillard and other authors believe 
that gypsies existed in Europe.from 
d4mmemorial times, for they find no ac- 
count of their crossing: the Bosporus, 
and no record is known to exist of their 
Passage to England or Scotland. 

They were better recelred in these 
countries than in any other, but s0 
early as 1531 an act was passed re- 
quiring the Egyptians to quit the 
realm under pain of death, a similar 
edict being issued in Scotland in 1541 
and at varying periods in most of the 
European states, 

Transportation across the seas was 
among the milder means adopted and 
probably was the cause of much fur- 
ther dispersion of the tribes, Under 
Henry VIII. gypsies were shipped from 
England to Norway or France, and 

_ from France, so recently as 1802, they 
‘were deported to Africa.

ARCHITECTS EPPERIMENTS. 
Church Ballt by One Man—Sealskine and 


Suew, With Provision Boxes for 
Yews, Served Msquime. 


At Stivichall, near Coventry, may 
be seen 4 church that—among Eng- 
lish Churches at all events—possesses 
the unique distinction of having been 
built by the unaided efforts of one 
maa alone. The, name of this persis- 
tent’ and ‘assiduous workman. was 
John Green, a stonemason of Coven: 
try, who laid the first stone in 1Sivu, 
and finished ‘his self-imposed task 
seven ‘years later. 

When the Rev. C. H. Scliwood 
Goouwin came into the living of St. 
Aldan’s, near ‘ Middlesbrough, — he 
found his flock without a place of 
worship. For a time bo was at his 
wita’ end and knew not what to do, 
for the cost of even a temporary 
wooden structure was far beyond’ the 
Very limited moans of the poor nejga- 
borhood. But, tenacious to his pur- 
pose and a man of resource, he did 
not remain long idle, and having 
been fortunate enough to secure a 
suitable site, sect to work himsclf to 
dig the foundations, 

Such energy and enthusiasm proved 
contagious, and every Saturday al- 
ternoon, and often, too, on other 
evenings after working hours, a 
crowd of willing assistants might be 
seen aiding their pastor in his laud- 
able design. Gifts of timber, bricks, 
glass, slates, etc., were not wanting, 
and after several weeks of hard but 
pleasant toil these zealous workers 
were rewarded by the possession of a 
church of which any parish would 
have been proud. 

A worthy missionary, the Rev. E. 
J. Peck, rose to the occasion when, 
having no church for his Eskimo 
congregation, he constructéa one out 
of snow-dlocks—a rude but elficient 
structure, that served its purpose of 
protecting its occupants from the 
biting winds that ortan raged around. 
The seats, the“altar, and all clse 
within were likewise made of snow. 

On Blackledd Island, Cumberland 
Sound, this/same missionary dis- 
played his Tiirther ingenuity by utili- 
zing in the erection of a placo of 
worship sume forty sealshins, which 
were sewn together and stretched 
over a frame-work of whale’s ribs. 
For seats old provision boxes and 
boards did duty. The pastor, how- 
ever, reckoned without his parishion- 
ers’ dogs, which, pressed by hunger, 
partially devoured the church, and 
were only driven off with great dilli- 
culty. ‘Tho rents that their vorocity 


‘had made in the sealskins were sub- 


soquently mended with pieces of can- 
vas and old sacks. 

The Chapel of ‘Transfiguration, 
which belongs to Conanicut Island, 
Narragansett Bay, is built wheels 
So that it can be transferred {rom 
place to place us necd requires. Dur- 
ing the summer it is stationed at 
Conanicut Park, near Jamcstowan, 
but when approaching winter drives 
People from the hotel and adjoining 
houses, the church moves likewise, 
and jollows its cengregaticn into 
winter quarters. Its removal neces- 
sitates the employment of a team of 
twenty oxen. 

Along the nine miles of navigable 
canal that lie within the boundarics 
of the parish of Holme, Hunts, is 
towed q structure somewhat similar 
in appearance to a house-boat. This 
is the floating church of St. With- 
burga, to which mock such of the in- 
habitants of the neighboring fens 
whom distance, or other reascn, pre- 
cludes from -attending the parish 
church. 

This unique place of worship, which 
is built upon oa flat-bottomed lighter, 
‘is 30 feet in length by 7 feet in 
height, and cost $250 to erect. It 
contains, in addition to benches for 
the choir, thirty-six chairs for the 
use of the congregation, o small or- 
gan, and a reading desk, Om the 
whole it answers most satisfactorily, 
though certain of the worshipers 
have, through the gentle rocking of 
the boat, experienced at times the 
qualms of sea sickness. 





Sculptared by Nature. 
Nature through the active agency of 
the rains, winds and even the dust 
sometimes performs wonderful things 
in the strange fashioning of the ob- 
durate stone into forms resembling the 
human face, On the very summit of 
Mount Tamalpais, a lofty peak that 
stands about twelve miles from the 
city of Ban Francisco, is a most re- 
markable profile wrought in the solid 
stone. 

Just a few minutes’ walk from the 
end of the rallroad that leads up to the 
mountain’s summit, on the trail that 
circles the crest of the peak, brings 
one to the Old Lady herself, This 
huge natural sphinx seems to guard 
the path where it narrows on a rocky 
ledge. 

The profile is perfect. The seams 
and creases made by the centuries of 
weather are like lines of care and age 
worn in the human face. No one, how- 
ever aged in our worldly years, can re- 
member when the Old Lady was 
young. However, when one passes for- 
ther along the path and looks back- 
ward the outline of the wrinkled visage 
is lost, and instead the eye can dimly 
trace the features of a woman young 
and as beautiful os an Egyptian 
princess.

PHYSICAL ACTIVITY. 


Nething Else Can Scpplant It as @ 
Presertver of Youth, 

Next to alr and food in the human 
economy comes exercise. We may have 
plenty of fresh air and a proper allows 
ance of the right kind of food, and yet 
without helpful daily exercise these 
will not avail to keep the body in good 
condition. In answer to the question, 
“Why do we grow old?” a French 
writer gives these three reasons: “We. 
@o not get enough physical exercise in 
the open air, we are poisoned by mi- 
crobes which the phagocytes have not 
succeeded in destroying, and we are 
depressed by fear of death.” Of the 
three reasons {t will be noted that he 
gives the place of first importance to 
lack of exercise. There, is nothing else 
which can take the place of physical 
activity as a preserver of youth and 
energy. “Grow younger as you grow 
older by cultivating a moderate love of 
good, healthful, honest sport,” is sound 
advice. Walking, running, jumping, 
rowing, playing golf, tennis or croquet 
or any other milder form of exercise 
in the open air keeps the muscles sup- 
ple and prevents the joints from stiff- 
ening, fills the Jungs with life giving 
oxygen and keeps the blood from be- 
coming sluggish or the liver torpid. In 
short, it is exercise that keeps the body 
in tune and “up to concer? pitch,” just 
as exercise keeps the voice of a music 
instrument in perfect tone. 








EYES INCREASE IN SIZE. 


Chauge Often Results In the Im- 
provement of the Sight. 

A conversation with a prominent hat- 
ter developed the fact thant among men 
of large affairs where decided execu 
tive ability and strong mental equip- 
ment were requisite it was common to 
find an increase In the crania} derelop- 
ment. A more detailed Investigation 
among some of the large metropolitan 
hatters revealed the fact that many 
of them had for years by means of an 
automatic measuring device kept rec 
ords of pecullarities of the cranial out- 
line of many of our prominent men, 
which had Ited to the discovery (to 
which, however, little importance bad 
been attached) tbat the skull often 
shows a decided increase In size after 
middle age. 

Thus, if it is a fact that the human 
eye depends largely upon the surround- 
ing bony structure for Its size and pro 
portion, it can readily be scen that in 
the case of an eye which presents ab- 
normal visual conditions due to an In- 
adequate development the Increase in 
the size of the skull referred to, ac 
companied, as It usually Is, by general- 
ly improved physical conditions, would 
naturally tend to a corresponding In- 
crease In the size of the eyeball, there 
by contributing to a possible neutral- 
ization of the visual defect.

LOCKS AND KEYS, i ‘ 


Their Use Can De Traced Rack te 
the Ancient Egyptinas, 

According to Denon, locks and keys 
can be fraced back to the ancient Exyp- 
Uans, more than 4,000 years. ngo, This 
{is Inferred from the sculptures on the 
Great temple of Karnak, which closely 
resemble locks: still in use there— 
clumsy, massive wooden locks, In which 
three pins drop Into three holes In the 
bolt, when it is pushed fn, and are 
raised by corresponding fixed pins on 
the big key. Similar lecks and keys 
are found at Mosul, near Nineveh, the 
key being more than a foot long, quite 
clublike and often carricd on the shoul- 
der. 

Keys are also mentioned at the slege 
of Troy, 1193 B.C. The Phoenicians 
are sald to have exchanged locks for 

in from Cornwall. OccaSional notices 
of them occur In many Greek and Ro- 
man writers, Pliny ascribing their In- 
vention to Theodorus of Samos. Bronze 
and iron keys have been found In the 
rulns of Pompei. 

Possibly far more ancient than these 
are Chinese locks, with springs and 
tumblers, some of them musical, almost 
exact counterparts of the famous 
Bramab locks of England in the elght- 
eenth century. 





Why Little Folka Are Big Eaters. 

It has been lald down as a physlolog- 
fecal rule that the requirements of adult 
diet depend not on the welght of the 
eater, but on the extent of his bodily 
surface. In the case of children this 
Tule is further modified. An infant 
may welgh oneeightcenth as much as 
® grown man, but Its surface js more 
than one-seventh as great. As the first 
requirement of the infant's food Is to 
replace the heat that fs continually be- 
ing lost by radiation from all parts of 
the body, the latter fraction determines 
the necded proportion of nourlshinent 
rather than the former, Wut In the 
case of a growing child food fs also 
needed to supply the Increase of bodily 
weight. In all, an Infant's ration may 
be five times as much as would be esti- 
mated from its actual welght alone.—

HOODEO COBRA OF INDIA, 


Moet Deadly ef All Xhakes and Ite In 
teresting Mistery, 





Re One of the inost Interesting as well 


as the most deadly of all snakes is 
tho hooded’ cobra of India. In that 
country hundreds of people dic overy 
year from the yenonious bite of these 
reptiles, Ag. it Hes coilod up in a 
heap in its cage. it looks inoffensive 
enough, and not nearly so unpleasant 
as tho stut-tallod’ ebony moccasins. 
But when excited the cobra reara up 
ita“head and about one-third of its 
body, and,wo now, scp the reason for 
the namo “‘hoodcd."’ Tho ribs just 
back of tho fiead’ aro very long and 
slénder, and’ when they are exten 


straight out from tho body the skin | 


stretched between them forms a cur 
ved shield ‘or hood around the head. 
On tho back of this hood, in the 


adult snake, is a moat remarkablo: 


ornament, looking like two cyes or a 
Pair of spectacier, noseplece and ali. 
In no two snakes is this ornament 
exactly alike, and some individuals 
Inck it altogether. 

When the snako sways back and 
forth all ready to strike, its ton- 
guo playing liko lightning, one may 
indeed be glad that a‘thick sheet of 
glass is between him and this ter- 
riblq threat of death. But ‘one must 
remember that this tonjgue tas noth- 
ing to do with the venom or bite, 
the poison fluid being stored up in 
liétle sacs, and when the snake strike 
es it is forced down and out through 
the hollow teeth. 

This is the snake which tho snake 
charmers of tho East use in their 
performances, The music of the flut- 
es evidently excites them to spread 
their hoods, as docs the presence of 
food. 

When the hood is not in use it 
closes back upon the neck and folds 
Bo neatly between tho ribs that it 
disappears, and the neck of the snake 
shows no sign of being different ia 
structure from that of ordinary 
spocics, 

Tho cobra sometimes grows to a 
length of six fect, and often finds its 
way into tho walls and roofs of 
houses, being fond gf the rats which 
abound im such places in India, 
These snakes go nbout in pairs, and 
they nover stray far from each oth- 
tr. The femalo lays about twelve 
tcgs, Which are hearly as large as 
those of a pigeon, white, and very 
soft shelled. 

Tho natives -of Indian have what 
they call ‘‘snake stones,’ which are 
very porous and absorbing substan- 
ces, and when these are applicd to 
the wound they draw up a consider- 
ablo quantity of blood, How such 
crude treatment can ever effect a cure 
seems incredible, but many instances 
have becn reported by Englishmen 
where decepition was out of the ques 
tion, The wild jungle fowl are said 
to feed on the young snakes, and 
that curious little furry, creature, the 
inongoose, is the cobra‘’s worst 
enemy, showing great skill and cun- 
ning in attacking and avolding the 
fangs of the reptile. Tho snake is 
invariably killed in theso encounters, 





JAPAN'S FIGHTING FORCE; 


Malfe Milllon Men aad 108,000 Horses 
the Present Fregramme. 





In a paper in the Journal of the 
United Service of India on the 
growth of the military power of 
Japan, Capt. H, W. R. Senior trac- 
es tho origin of the present Japan- 
ese army to the action of the Mik- 
ado, when a ‘‘wousnission was sent 
out from Japan to all forcign coun- 
tries in 1869 to enquire into the best 
system of national defence, tho best 
system of education, and the best re- 
ligion, On its return the commis- 
sion reported the French military 
system, the Dritieh naval system, 
and the Amorivan system of educa- 
tion to be the best. They stated, 
however, that they found no civilized 
religion to be worth adopting.” 

In 1887 the Mikado undertook the 
reorganization of his lund forces on 
Prussian lines with tho assistance of 
oa German military mission, The is- 
suo was ecen in the triumph of Japan 
in.the war with Chinu in 1894, ao 
brief account of which is given by 
Capt. Senior. ‘The principal results 
were ‘‘the complete unification of 
the various clans into tho Japancso 
nation with a strong national feel- 
ing, and the receipt of the indemnity, 
of £34,500,000."" 

This sun was_pirt applicd to 
the further redrganization of tho 
army, and reforms were instituted 
which were {'to be completed in 
April, 1903, and to be in full work- 
ing ordor by 1905, when the Japan- 
ese army will have a peace strength 
of 150,000 n and 40,000 horses, 
tapable of expansion by trained men 
to an army of 500,000 men with 
100,000 horses for war, with a sup- 
ermumerary reserve of about another 
600,000, men.’ 

The cavalry are armed with sword 
and carbine, those of the Imporial 
Guard alono carrying a lance for es- 
cort duties. Tho cavalry is tho 
weakest portion of their army, tho 
Japanceso boing Indifferent riders. The 
artillery and engineers are well or- 
ganized and equipped. Their medi- 
cal orrangements are excellent, and 
a foreign surgeon wrote in 1900: 

“It was the gencral impression 
among modical men with the expedi- 
tion that the Japancse medical ser- 
vico was most officient and complete, 
removing their wounded promptly to 
tho base. This was not due to sup- 
criority of equipment, but to a bet- 
ter organization of porsonnel for field 
service,’ and to tha numbers they 
havo at their disposal.’’

That mice do occasionally, “sing” 1s 
undeniable, Some observers say that 
their “song” is softer, sweeter and 
more delicate than that of the canary, 
which one can believe quite casily. 
Others go so far as to compare it to 
that of a warbler or even a piping bull- 
finch. But the question as to why they 
iift up their voices in this tuneful man- 
ner still remains to be answered. 

Three explanations have been sug- 
gested: 

First.—That all mice are potential vo- 
calists and can learn to sing, by imita- 
tion, from singing birds, 

Second.—That many mice possess an 
exceptional talent for mimicry, together 
with a keen sense of the ludicrous. 

Third.—That some mice are subject 
to bronchitis and that the so called 
“song” js only the wheezing of rodents 
! which suffer from the distressing com- 

plaint. 

A certain amount of color fs given to 
the last theory by the fact that a mouse 
which was caught by the neck In a 
Wire trap not sufficiently strong to kill 
it “sang” while its throat was under 
compression, but never again during 
its kubsequent Mfe as a captive.—Lon- 
dua Mall.

It is also considered to 
be of a molst nature, and we read of 
an imperial favorite of the eighth cen: 
tury who was cured of excessive thirst 
by holding a fish shaped Jade in her 
mouth. And ‘so when the tomb of the 
great commander, Ts’ao Ts'ao, third 
century, 4. D., was opened 200 years 
after bis death, among the usual ob- 
Jeccs found in such circumstances was 
a large silver bow! full of water.

JAPAN DENIES CHARGES. 


Gaye She Did Not Vielate Law ef Nations 
in Making War VFrier in Making 
® Declaration. 





Washington, March 2.—The Japan- 
es Minister last night gave out his 
Government's — reply to Russia’s 
charge that Japan had treachero ly 
obtained a victory by a suddent- 
tack, and by not issuing a declaora- 
tion of war had been guilty of a 
Uagrant breach of international law, 
The reply says: 

“The answer to these charges may 
bo found in the action of Russia. 
That her Government never — enters 
tained any sincere desire for peace 
can be clearly seen from its own 
conduct, which is then reviewed at 
great length. ‘The reply continues: 

“On Feb, 6, Japan announced to 
Russia. her determination to termi- 
hate the pending negotiations, and 
to take sich independent action us 
she might deem best to defend her 
positions menaced by Russia, and to 
t her established rights and 
imato interests. 

“The term ‘independent action’ na- 
turally included the opening of hos- 







tilities, ‘The fnct that Russia was 
unable to unde?stand it’ in that 
light is, of course, no reason why 


Japan should be held responsible for 
tho misinterpretation made by Rus- 
sia. It is the almost unanimous 
opinion of international jurists that 
a declaration of war is not an indis- 
pensible perrequisite to the opening 
of hostilities. Indeed, it has been 
the common practice In recent years 
to declaro war after hostilitios have 
been begun. Japan's action, there- 
fore, is not open to the least criti- 
cism in this regard. From the stand- 
point of international law, it must 
be acknowledged that the charge 
made against her docs not come with: 
good grace from Russian, fnasmuch 
as there are not only many histori- 
cal instances of Itussia herself re- 
sorting to hostilities without declare.

He even 
quoted a recent speech of the Rus- 
sian Finance Minister, in which the 
fact was -adinltted. Taking the abors 
facts Into consideration, 1€ docs not 
appear that Russia is ina position 
to carry on a Jong war. Her present 
debt Is quite Jarge, being given pf- 
ficlally for 1901 us 0,384,000,000 roub- 
Jes,- the roubles belng worth about 
77 cents of. our money. Since then 
her debt has kept on growing, and 
according to Mr. Kennan her people 
aro actually becoming ‘poorer. So 
her prospects of borrowing any large 
amount would not seem to be par- 
tleularly bright. 

Yrople who have given deep study 
lo the question think that if Japan 
can hold her own with Russia for one 
year, the financial necessities of the 
Czar's empire will compel a close of 
the war. And that the Japanese fan 
do-that, and more Wf necessary, 
Yhere is now every reason to think. 
They have a navy superior to any 
that Russia can send to the Pacific, 
and they have an army said to te 
400,000 strong; well armed and com- 
manded by trained officers. They are 
also near thelr base and have abund- 
ance of transporis. Under those cir- 
cumstances nothing but a tremen- 
dous disaster should make It impos- 
sible for them to hold out mot only 
for cne sear, but for several. They 
may cven be able to put Russia on 
the defensive @n Munehuria and 
Siberia, in which case they would no > 
doubt be joined by thousands of na- 
tives and Chinese.

Anatead of a Ring. 


In many parts of India Hindoo 
girls are wedded, not with a ring, 
but with a nockict or thall. At the 
wedding of the daughter of’a leading 
native at Moulmein there were pre- 
sent among the numerous quests a 
Hindoo. maiden and her lover, whose 
suit had not so far progressed to 
his satisfaction, says The London 
Daily Telegraph. While the wedding 
ceremony was in progress, the young 
man suddenly went up to her, and, 
before any one suspected what his 
object was, pulled out a thali from 

‘his pocket, and quictly tied it round 
her neck. Of courso there Was & 
hubbub and parental lamentations 
over this episode, but so great is 
the veneration for the thall among 
Hindoos that no one dared to re 
move it from tho neck of the aston- 
fished maiden. All concerned, thero- 
fore, repaired to the Marriamme 
Temple, where the act was ratified, 
and the maid who went to the wed- 
ding of her friend fancy free left 
the scene as tho lecal wife of a bold 
and successful husband. A corrcs- 
pondent writing to Pioneer on 
the general use of the { says: 

“T was the est of a Christian 
family of positién in South India 
which had so far departed from the 
ordinary ruléywhich prevents women 
from appearing before strangers that 
the mistress of:the house had deput- 
ed her young daughter-in-law to ro- 
present her as hostess. The young 
lady was profusely decked with jow- 
elry some of which was unique in its 
aature, and sho had not tho’ slight- 
est objection to its being admired. 
At dinner I was suddenly struck 
with the absence of the wedding ring 
from her finger, and on my asking 
her the reason she shyly pointed to 
her neck. This seemed somewhat 
strange, but I thought that probab- 
lv for some reason she had attached 
the ring to the chnin she was wear~- 
ing round her neck. I could, “how- 
ever, sce no trace of it, and felt 
somewhat puzzied till her husband 
explained that no wedding ring ia 
used on tho occasion of a marriage, 
but for it is substituted the thali, 
to which my hostess had drawn my 
attention.”* 

Among the Dravidians of South 
India the thali plays the same part 
ss the wedding ring among the 
“Shristians in other parts of the 
torld. No marriage can be solemn- 
zed without it. It is a small piece 
f gold leaf in the shape of a cucum- 
er seed which {s attached to a neck- 
et of worsted thread or silk. The 
trahmins, who celebrate their mare 
riage according to Vedic rites, have 
adopted its use, and after the sacred 
fire is prepared and worshiped with 
oblations of ghee, the blessings of 
the gods are invoked. and the thali 
is ticd round the neck of the bride 
by tho bridegroom, and then the 
couple go round tho sacred fire. The 
Mohammetan converts, like the 
Christians, find it hard to give up 
this little Jewel, with its happy asso- 
ciations, and it may be seen adorn- 
ing the necks of their womankind, 
But, though the thali is an indica- 
tion that a girl is marricd, I found, 
much to my surprise, that in some 
instances It did not necessarily {m- 
ply that she was the wifo of any 
particular individual. Within tho 
precincts of the temple I once met 
an attractive-looking woman, dress- 
cd very gracefully and decently, and 
amid the rich jewelry with which 
she was adorned the thali was dis- 
played somewhat obtrusively. I took 
her to be the member of some high- 
ly respectable family, but was sur 
prised to learn that she was a deva- 
dass! (handmaiden of the god), and 
was, tn fact, 2 dancing girl attached 
to the temple. Thero is a special 
caste of these women, whp. as soon 
as they grow out of girlhood, are 
taken to the temple, and, with 
much ceremonial, formally married 
to a sword or a god, the thali being 
tled round their necks by. some man 
of tho caste. This class. is  some- 
times recruited from girls belonging 
to the Boyas, Bedaurus, and certain 
other castos, who, in the absence of 
male nee: Aedicate a daughter to

The Famous Laptixtery at Pisa Ont- 
done by the Soldiers’ Shaft on Riv- 
erside Drive, Where Sound Rolls 
About Like a Ball. 


A big French motor car occupied by 
two men and two very pretty women 
whirred up Riverside drive late Sun- 
day evening and at Nineticth street 
drew up and stopped at the approach 
to the Soldiers and Sailors’ monument. 
It was long past the hour when the 
crowd of fashionable promenaders 
Jeaves the drive as the party of four 
stepped out of the big,. vibrating ma- 
chine and climbed the steps to the 
monument, 

One of the meq was a mililonalre 
well known In the financial district. 
The other was a great tenor, With 
them were the millionaire's wife and a 
woman known in half a dozen Euro- 
pean capltals as one of the greatest 
operatic coaches lving—a woman who 
is a constant attendant upon operatic 
stars and a sharer in no small degree 
in thelr musical triumphs, 

If 1t had been made during a Sinday 
or a weekday afternoon, 2 crowd of 
fashionable folk would undoubtedly 
have had their curiosity piqued by the 
peculiar visit of four such well known 
people.

HISTORY OF THE COACH. 





The First of These Vehicles Was 
Ballt In 1457. 

As popular as coaching Is in some 
parts of the country, but ttle reliable 
Information has ever appeared in the 
public press respecting Its history and 
development. At the town of Kotze. in 
Hungary, in 1457, the frst coach was 
constructed. This was soon afterward 
presented to Charles VII. at Paris, The 
first authentic record of a stagecoach 
in England shows that six of such 


popular did they become in that coun- 
try that a few years later they were in 
fencral use on all the principal roads 
of the kingdom. 

Steam railways have to a large ex- 
tent done away with the use of the 
coach ava link in the commercial chain, 
but as a means of furnishing the bigh- 
est type of recreation the coach and 
four is as popular today In the British 
empire and in France as it was when 
this was practically the only means of 
locomotion, in those countrics. 

Stagécoaching in Anierica was al- 
most coextensive with the settlement 
of the colonies, and in the early history 
of the country there were few if any 
places of any {tnportance that did not 
welcome the sound of the coachman's 
horn os one of the fascinating incidents 
of pioneer life. As civilization pushed 
itsel€ westward the stagecoach was 
ever In the lead of those agencies which 
blazed Its pathway. These vebiclea, as 
well as their equipments, were com- 
paratively crude in thelr construction 
and unpretentious fn thelr appolnt- 
ments, but they ndmirably served the 
purpose for which they were Intended 
ond Iald the foundation for the popu- 
larity of coaching aa a pleasurable pas- 
time developed in later years. 

Coaching parties had been popular fn 
England and France for several gener- 
fftlons before they were introduced In 
this country, yet the sport {s so whole 
some and enjoyable that it cannot be 
doubted that in time It will become as 
popular here as it is across the Atlan- 
tle.

Destruction of Orchards, 


Mr. Lee moved for a return show! 
ing all payments under the,San Jose 
Scale Act. He referred to the act 
Passed in 1898 for the destruction 
of the scale, saying quite a number’ 
of farmers Jost all their orchards, 
whilo other orchards, whero the 
scalo was jyst as bad, were saved 
through 4 change in the act. Tho 
Government had no right to destroy. 
these orchards without giving rea- 
Sonable compensation. It was a 
high-handed piece of businesa on the- 
part of the Government, and it was 
in duty bound to pay farmers for 
the loss sustained. If not, it should’ 
be willing to be sued to show what 
the loss was, “ 

The Minister of Agriculture was 
{ree to admit that the action af tho 
Government was drastic, but it was 
based on the idea that the scale 
existed in only a few localities and 
that severe measures should be taken 
to drive it out. But it was. afters 
wards discovered that the infesta- 
tion covered such a large area that 
it would be impossible to get rid 
of it in that way. Tho San Jose 
Scale Inspector, Mr. Fisher, after, 
two or three years, was able to find: 
a mixture that would succeed in de 
stroying the scale. It had been‘ 
found that whale oil, lime and sul- 
phur and several other mixtures were! 
efficacious, The destruction of trees 
had cost.a lot of money, but it had: 
succeeded in stamping out the scale 
in 100 different spots where infected 
trees had been recently planted, 
Under the present law infected nur- 
sery trees were destroyed without 
any compensation,

Structure Was Swarming With 
Workers When Frame Fell,

New York, March 3.—Fourtcen 
persons were killed, about a score 
injured, and cight or ten, all of. 


whom are believed _to be dead, are 
missing, through the collapse y¢ster- 
day afternoon of the steel skeleton 
of the Hotel Darlington, a thirtcen 
Storey apartment in course of erec- 
tion at S57 West Forty-Sixth street. 

The steel framework had been 
erected as far as the cleventh floor, 
and the structure was sworming with 
jron workers, masons and taborers, 
when, without an instant’s warning, 
the upper floor sagged and collapsed 
and the whole structure fell with a 
crash that was heard for blocks, and 
which shook all the buildings in the 
vicinity. 

A portion of steel frame fell upon 
the rear of the Hotel Patterson, on 
West Forty-Seventh street, crashing 
in the wall of the dining-room, and 
killing Mrs. Ella Lacey Storrs, the 
wife of Frank Storrs, a wealthy re- 
sident of Rye, West Chester County, 
as she was sitting at luncheon with 
the wife of Rev. Dr. Minot Savage. 
Mrs. Savage escaped injury. 

The cause of the disaster was the 
overloading of the floors. 

Foreman Janws Halpin, in charge 
of the iron workers, stated that 
there was a large quantity of 
cement and other building material 
on the fifth floor, and that on the 
ninth floor were vighty-three beams, 
which were to have been used in 
constructing the remaining floors of 
the building. 

Apparently criminal carelessness is 
chargeable to ynebody, as the 
building department had placed = re 
peated ‘*‘violations’’ against the 
building, the last one being filled 
yesterday, because ‘‘the side walls 
were more than two storeys in ad- 
Vance of the front walls, and the 
Noor beans were not properly bolt- 
ed and tied.”

COST OF NAVY DEFENCE. 


Ceolentes Shirk Their Fart According te 
British Statesmen—Devlin Aske What 
Mas Navy Dene For Canada?" 


London, March 3.—(C.A.1’.)\—The 
debate in the House of Commons on 
the navy estimates brought out an 
interesting discussion on the matter 
of colonial contributions to the 
Navy. Sir John C. Colcomb, M. P., 
for Yarmouth, (Conservative), rais-, 
ed the question of he absence of 
any substantial contribution by the 
colonies to the cost of naval de 
fence. He pointed out that the re- 
Venue of Australia actually exceeded 
the revenue of Japan, yet Japan 
was able to maintain a tavy com- 
petent to dispose of the navy of 
Russia, whereas Australia paid only 
a stnall: fro om oof the cost of the 
Iritish Navy, which guaranteed Aus- 
tralian defence, ‘There was also 
danger that this country, and cer- 
tainly a part of the colonies, should 
imaging that the Empire of the sea 
demanded any Very great excess of 
personnel, Iteserve men were of 
supreme importance to the army, but 
the navy reserve was less important 
because naval warfare itself created 
a@ reserve. ‘ 

T. Gibson Bowles, M.P., (Conser- 
vative), thought it: would be a long 
time before England got any sub- 
stantial contribution from the colon- 
ies toward the navy. ‘The whole of 
the colonies at present subscribed 
only £300,000 out of £42,000,000, 
and Wo could not expect anything 
from them, as in the case of India, 

Charles Devlin (Nationalist), M, 
P. for Galway, said Canada had 
been attacked for not contributing 
to the maintenance of the navy. 
What had the navy done for Canada 
that ‘she should be obliged to) con- 
tribute? ‘The object of the navy was

HOW POOR-TOM SCOTT. 
-WAS BRUTALLY MURDERED. 


Fire Tet Ne 
STARTLING (STORY TOLD BY AN 

. EYEWITNESS —BODY SHAME- 
FULLY USED. 

Wa are-requested to publish the 
following article, which | was con- 
tributed to the Kingston Whig by 
Mr. J. N. Dingman a short ‘time 
ago: = * i 

Sir,—Id Tuesday's issue of the 
Whig appeared an ,article © under 
tho heading of "Secret Out,” rela- 
tivo to the disposal of. the remains 
of poor Tom Scott, so brutally mur- 
dered by tho fanatic.Rlel, at Fort’ 
Gurry In 1870. The sccret, if such, 
may be news to tho majority ~ of 
the present gencration and so far 
as it goes, ls mainly true, but it 
has been no secret to me for the 
past thirty-three years and over. 

I was paymaster-sergeant of the 
Ist Ontario Rifics that went out 
in 1870 under Col., now Lord: Wol- 
seley. Capt. J. F. B. Morléc was 
paymaster, On our arrival at Fort 
Garry’ a room was allotted to us 
for an offico In the matin Sullding 
‘of the fort, which Ricl had occupied 
and so reeently vacated In fact, 
the room was the éne which Ric! 
used as a bedroom. After getting 
settled, and Owing to so many con- 
Slicting rumors, It was decided to 
eet permission to dig up ‘the box 
In which Scott was supposed to 
have been buried within the fort. 
This permission was po casy thing | 
to get, the yequest belng met with 
inuch opposition by the Hudson Bay

officials, especially dy the then 
acting governor of the company, 
John McTavish, of. and Licut.- 


Gov. Archibald. This opposition to 
so reasonsble a request, simply 
“tired” the men of the battalion to 
a determination to know the truth, 
with or without permission, and, if 
the remalos were found ‘in the box, 
to give them a decent Christlao 
burial. 

The tlme was mt, and the work 
would bave been carricd out, when 
permission was reluctantly granted 
on the understanding that Gov. 
Archibald should have a, guard of 
two companies of the’ Brttallon 
placed In and about his boyser 
case of an uprising. 

Rev. Geo. Young, Methodist min- 
ster, was heart-and-hand with the 
boys, beeause he fealized that quiet- 
news would never be obtained, and 
possibly disturbance of a very sere 
fous character enacted, jf the men 
were not allowed to proceed in the 
way they wanted to. Accordingly 
the day was sct, the two compan- 
jes were detailed to guard the gov. 
ernor’s house. Pick-axes, ¢ crow- 
bars, sledges and shovela wore pro- 
cursd, when Mr. Young stepp:d out 
and with his gane marked out a 
spot under which he sald “he had 
no doubt we would find underneath 
the box In which Scott's body was 
placed, but he was afrald we would 
not find the body in It now.” 

The reverend gentleman made a 
short. Impassloned address to the 
men, exhorting them to calmncas 
and moderation no matter what 
the result of thelr search might be, 
and then sald “soys, dig.” You may 
well imagine the Intens: exe'tement 
that existed, as the digging went 
on, The sentries loft their post. 
The two companies supposed to be 
guarding the Llieutenant-Governor's 
house, left {t to take care of itself 
and the Governor. Every man in 
and around the fort was as near 
to the spot where the boys were 
digging as they could possibly get, 
many & man was perched on the 
shoulders of comrades, and all were 
eager to have a hand fn throwing 
out the dirt. I will venture -to say 
that never was a hole of such di- 
mensions, In such hard carth, made 
by man, ever tug so quickly, At 
Jast about elx feet from the sur- 
face the top of the box was cxpos- 
ed with about one-quarter of the 
cover off. : 

The silence was most painful. For 
a full minute we all stood un-ov- 
cred, whem Rev. Mr. Young sald, 
“Boys off with that cover and end 
onee for all this horrible suspense.” 

No quicker sald than done, only 
to find the bex full of earth and 
shawngs of some kind. It was 
carefully lifted out and proved to 
be a frult tree box about five feet 
elght Inches long. Blood could 
plainly be scen on tho sides of one. 
end of it, lally at the head, 
and the bullet hole made by the 
shooting by Sergeant Goulet, at 
the request of Scott, when he lay 
crammed In the bor in the south- 
cast tower of tho fort. 

It wlll bo remembered that Ssott 
was not killed by the flring party 
outside the fort, but was -carrled In 
allvo, chucked In this box, and, on 
coming to his senses, observed 
standing by Goulet, whom he ask- 
ed ‘for God's sake to blow my 
brains out, and ¢nd my suffering.” 
Goulet placed his revolver to Scott's 
right temple and fired, but the 
bul’et merely glanced . around the 
skull and went Into the bottom of 
tho box, thus adding to Instead of 
losaoning Scott's pain. + 

This information—with morc to 
follow—I and Capt. Morrlce got 
from a ilttle half-breed , servant 
girt In the ecrvloe of John McTav- 
Ish, the night before the box was 
dug up. She told us she had seen 
the whole tragedy {rom start to 
Linish: belng a ilttle small walt, I 
Buppose no notice’ was taken of 
her. The affalr mado her sick and 
when sho t ht she was going to 
die, told Mr. McTavish what sho 
had seen. He told her she muat 
not breathe ft to a soul, or Riel 
would use her as he had Scott; 
now, that Riel had run away and 
tho soldiers were there, she was 
not so afrald, but begged us ~ to 
never tell Mr. MoTavish. + /

Those of Modern Make Not Compare 
able With the Ancient Ones, 

Toledo blades are still made in the 
government weapon factory. but those 
of modern’ production do not compare 
with the ancient work. It seczns to be 
a lost art. The genuine Toledo blades, 
made by the Moors, were so elastic and 
tough that they could be curled up like 
a watch spring. You can see them io 
the armory at Madrid, but only ordl- 
nary swords and bayonets “for the 
army are made there today. The secret 
seems to have been forgotten. The 
steel came from England. It is the 
same as is used for ordinary purposes, 





and, as in Japan, where the art reach- |. 


ed an equal degree of-superiority, the 
difference in the product lay in the 


“skill of the armorer and the process be 
used. > 


In the secondhand shops of Toledo 
and of the bric-a-brac dealers you can 
buy old swords for'reasonable prices, 
but genuine ones, made before the six- 
teenth century, when the best were 
produced and the art began to decline, 
are very rare and are promptly plick- 
ed up by connolsscurs, whenever they 
are offered. The names of the old mak- 
ers are as well known as those of the 
painters of great pictures, and a sword 
made by Nicholas or Dune or Don Isio 
or Correnties in the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries {s worth several times 
its weight in gold. 

Each armorer of Toledo In ancient 
times, as in Japan, bad his cipher, 
which {s to be found on his blades, and 
there was as much rivalry among them 
as there is today among the opera sing- 
ers, Julian del Rel, the most famous 
of the Moorish swordmakers, always 
cut the figure of a dog on the blades 
of his swords near the hilt, and Mor- 
rillo, who was also famous, used & 
wolf for his coat of arms, The sword- 
makers of Toledo bad a guild for mu- 
tual protection, but they .worked sepa- 
rately. Each had his own secrets for 
refining and tempering steel, which he 
concealed from his rivals, but trans- 
witted to his children, who inherited 
the business.

THE GREAT CONDOR, 


Rt Is the Most Dificalt Bird Im the 
World to Trap. 

Probably the great condor is the most 
ficult bird in the world to trap. One 
of the great vultures, it inhabits lofty 
peaks of the Andes, hardly accessible 
to man. It bullds its nest among the 
topmost crags, often on a ledge of some 
precipice with an almost perpendicular 
Grop of many hundred feet. 

Ap extremely wary bird, it shares 

witb its congeners the proverbial ‘‘ea- 
gle eye” and is thus able to see im- 
mense distances while yet unseen by 
man, Its wings have a spread of 
twelve feet, and, though its fight is 
beavy, it can sustain itself for long pe- 
rods in the alr. 
, To trap it men ascend to its haunts 
and shoot some animal of considerable 
bize. This is skinned, and a man lies 
flown by the body under the skin and 
waits, perhaps for hours. Boon con- 
@ors come flocking round until one set- 
tes on the skin, when the man below 
trips its legs, flings the gkin over it 
and stabs it te death. 

The strepgth of these birds is enor- 
fmous, and the condor hunters often 
have their arms broken by strokes 
from their powerful wings.

Shade For vergreens In Winter. 
A consideration of the effect of win- 
ter sunshine on trees and shrubs has 


led a Country Gentleman writer to re- 


mark how much better evergreens get 
through a winter If sheltered from the 
sun. He says: I have seen gardeners 
erect board fences on the north side of 
rhododendron beds to keep off the blus- 
tering winds. This js all right, but it 
would be better to put them up on the 
southern side. I am sure they would 
do more good there, Rhododendro: 
leaves have the power’of curling u 
cold weather, lessening their surfa’ 
of follage, a wise provislon of naturo 
to prevent the loss of moisture. Bright 
sunlight causes them to unfold, which 
is against their well doing. 1 strongly 
advise the shading of shrubs and trees 
which have been injured Jn former win- 
ters or which are suspected of being 
tender. 

The evergreen magnolia, « rhododcn- 
drons, kalmias and evergreens of a 
coniferous character, even if usually 
hardy, will bave much brighter looking 
foliage when winter Is over if they can 
be kept shaded, partially at least. When 
in beds, as many of these subjects of- 
ten are, it is not hard to shade them by 
placing evergreen boughs over them, 
and even single specimens on a lawn 
can often be bevefited in the same way, 


Care of House Pinnts, 

Colder weather means Increased fire 
heat, the latter also meaning an in- 
creased aridity or dryness of the atmos- 
phere, The latter condition will prob- 
ably induce a visit from Insect pests 
on house plants unicss precautions are 
taken to prevent their appearance, 
Green fly and red spider are most to 
be feared, especially the latter, as thelr 
appearance {Is not as easily detected as 
that of the aphis, or green fly. Copious 
sprinkling and syringing with cold wa- 
ter is the best preventive for the at- 
tacks of the so cajled red spider, Salvi- 
ax, fuchsias, roses and carnations are 
first favorites with this little pest. 
When first attacked the leaves of these 
plants present. a whitish, dusty look- 
ing appearance, especially on the un- 
derside, and tbe leaves will soon 
commence dropping. Tobacco water Is 
the best remedy for green fly, although 
tobacco leaf or stems or even a cigar 
thoroughly dried and rubbed Into a 
fine powder and sprinkled on the plants 
Infested with green fly will generally 
rid the plant of them. The latter ap- 
Plication fs best made after the plants 
have been recently sprinkled or syring- 
ed, ns the tobacco dust adheres better 
when the follage of the plant is moist. 
—Cor. American Cultivator, 





Oregon Evergreen Blackberry, 

The Oregon evergreen binckberry is 
an excellent one for the Pacific coast, 
especially {n Oregon and Wasbingten, 
where it grows and bears most success- 
fully, but in the central and eastern 
States it is a failure. I have secn the 
vines in dhe two former states and In 
California so large that one plant cov- 
ered a fence or trellis almost fifty feet 
Jong, and I was told by relinble people 
that such plants would yield a bushel 
or two of berries, says H. E. V. D, in 
Rural New Yorker. ‘ 





Rearranging the Hardy Beda, 

It rarely happens that the first plant- 
ing of beds of hardy flowers Is exactly 
right. The first year of growth a close 
watch should bé kept gnd notes made 
of undesirable features that can be 
corrected at the proper season, The 
colors may not harmonize {n some parts 
of the beds, or the distribution of flow- 
ers to keep a good general display at 
all times all over the beds may not be 
good.

LTresident Smith also 
doatificd that Retd Smoot had to 
get the consent of his associated 
apostles in the church before he 
could become a candidate for Sen- 
ator. 

The confession of President Smith 
was the sensation of the procecd- 
ings yesterday before the Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions. Mr. Smith ‘said that the 
manifesto of 1890 had left him and 
others with plural familics in tho 
unfortunate situation of being com- 
pelled = to defy the law or desert 
their famailics. “For himself he had 
preferred to ‘‘take chances with the 
law,"* rather than to disgraco him- 
self! and degrade his family by 
abandoning his wives and the child- 
ren they had borne him. He admit- 
ted that he had had children by all 
of his five wives since the cnanifesto, 
and said he had acknowledged them 
openly without interference or dis- 
turbance from the people of Utah.

Hon. T. Nosse, the Japanese con- 


sul-general, desoribed yesterday, the 


military system of bis country and 


under what conditions those who go 
to face the Bg Bear will be oblig- 
ed to act. Ths army of Japan has 
its own characteristics and 


is In 
many respects conducted quite dif- 
ferently from the armies of some 


of the European natlons, 


“We havo the conscript system,” 


said the Consul-General, “similar to 


that of Germany. Strictness is one 


of its strong polnts. Army regula- 


tlons and discipline must be obeyed 
and thus far fn our history no dif- 
ficulty has been experienced In se- 
Conacript meth- 
countries, 
deen the cause of dissatisfaction and 
many youths have Jeft thelr native 
lands for foreign shores to cacapo 
military strvioe. Th? Japancet, how, 
ever, have never diecnted from this 
brunch of the law. They look upon 
training in arms as a good means 
of getting an education, while at 
the same time becoming efficlent in 
the practioe of warfare. Practically 


our whole male population, there- 


fore, over the age of twenty years 
are skilled In eld manocuvres and 
In the uss of guns. 
“Eyery young man Is enlisted at 
age of twenty, unless he is ex- 
cepted on account of studies In a 
University, belng needed at home 
to support his parents, or is dis- 
qualified in stature, ‘Those taken 
are trained for three years In army 
service. Tho succeeding three yeara 
they spend In what ls known as 
tho fLrat reserves. After this they 
are placed In the sccond reserves 
and there pass four years, making 
ten years In all. Those whe wish 
to follow a military ie ry, at- 
tend a college or, university and 
prepare for whatover department 
they wish to follow. ring the 
three’ years of connection with the 
army steady drill Is enforced, Sun- 
days being about the only leisure, 
unless, of course, a, leave of ab- 
sence is granted., 

The helgbts necessary for soldiers 
were below those of many armies, 
Hon. Mr. Noses eald. The minimum 
in cach case was 6 fect 2 inches for 
infantry, 5 feet 4 inches for cavalry 
and § feet 6 Inches for artillery. 
Men had to be physically adapted 
otherwise also. The Japs, though 
short and small were hardy, pat- 
fent and capable of marching twen~ 
ty-five miles a day. 

Speaking of the army equipment 
Tion. Mr. Nosse sald: 

“Wo have onc color for the unl- 
forms of all our soldiers, no mat- 
ter whether they belong to Infan- 
try, cavalry, artillery or enzincers. 
Dark bluc Is worn by everyone. 
The distinguishing marke for offl- 
cers and non-commissioned officers 
consist in different colors of braid, 
eboulder straps, etc. Men on foot 
wear red braid and straps, men on 
horso are given green; artil'ersmen 
arc marked dy yellow; and engin- 
cers have blue. The uniforms are 
all made by the Government at a 
comparatively low cost. The ab- 
sence of elaborate and many  col- 
ored uniforms makes the expense 
of maintaining our forces very mo- 
derate.”

25 
the buNness was the resignation ot 
thelr Moderator and the minister, 
after a service of thirty years, 
and now touipletely_ broken down 
in health.

Mr. Gamey said he had  sclected 
this company because the president 
of the company was also the Minis- 
ter in charge of the department hav- 
ing control.of the insurance compan- 
iva. He quoted, some figures from 
the report of the inspector of insur- 
ance, showing¢that in the ycar 1901 
the People's Lite Insurance Company 
sold debenture stock to the amount 
of $105,850, and allowed commis- 
sion of $25,585 on the sale. In the 
Sear 1902 the company sold dehen- 
ture stock to the amount of 81(+4,- 
400, and tho commission was $20,- 
440. He wanted to know who 
bought thia stock and answered the 
question himself by saying that in 
1901 T. P. Coffee bought $50,000, 
and F) M. Holland $50,000, Of the 
debenture stock sold in 1902, Hon.

But the authorities refused to llow it 
to be unvelled for fear of provoking an‘ 
anti-Austrian demonstration, just as in 
these days when public feeling is in a 
state of effervescence. Day after day 
passed until the students made'a sud- 
den dash, and, stripping off the cloth,: 
added another Interest to the City of 
Lilies. The municipality bere also was 
highly offended and informed the citi- 
zens that the tablet docs not exigt. 

All this irresistibly raises the ques- 
tion, “When fs a monument not a mon- 
ument?” When it is in Italy!—Pall 
Mall Gazette. 





THE USE OF IRON. 


2 
Its Effect Im the Industrial World as 
a Barometer of Trade. © 

There {a an old industrial tradition 
thatthe fron market is the “barometer 
of trade.” This saying has been as- 
eribed to many modern authorities, 
ranging from Jay Gould to Andrew 
Carnegie. As a matter of fact, it is 
much older than any oracle of this cen- 
tury or the last. It bad {ts origin in 
tbe earllest days of the period when 
fron manufacture and the use of credit 
were simultaneously rising to impor- 
tance. The basis for the tradition is 
that the use of fron and of its products 
is essential for the prosecution of vir- 
tually all other industries. Before the 
output of miscellancous manufactures 
in a community can be much enlarged 
the industries concerned must be equip- 
ped with new tools and new machinery, 
Before a railroad system can be pre- 
pared to transport a greatly increased 
trafic it must have new ralls, new 
bridges, new stations, new cars and 
new locomotives. In these days of the 
steel and fron office building a “boom” 
in the bullding trade cannot go far 
without Increasing enormously the de- 
mand for structural iron. Even in the 
agricultural industry it may be said 
that expansion and prosperity involve 
necessarily largely increased demand 
for farm machinery. Since the use of 
such additional equipment must pre- 
eede any increase in the business of 
these other trades it naturally follows, 
first, that demand in the fron market 
will be felt aggressively even before the 
other industries have shown full meas- 
ure of activity, awl, second, that if 
such other industri¢s foresee a period 
of slack demand an idle mills the frst 
thing they will ds will be to reduce 
their orders from he fron and steel 
mills.—Alexander D. Noyes in Forum.

Piling Curd. 

My experience ia not to pile bigh un- 
less the curd is gassy; then we cannot 
pile too high. The first hour in turn- 
tug keep them one high only. By pil- 
{ng up too soon after whey Is off it 
makes a .weak, short bodied cheese. 
Never pile over four blocks high. Turn 
In all thick ends after it has becomo 
well spread out. By so doing we de- 
velop the same meaty texture and acid 
through the curd, always taking the 
center block of the pile for the top 
block, thereby getting an even temper- 
ature and maturity of the curl.

Mr. James Smith, ex-embassador of 
the United States to the court of Lich- 
tenstein, sighed as be put down his 
glass of whisky and soda.

‘The cream that is received by a fac- 
tory is already partly ripened, as ind!- 
cated by the immense number of bac 
terla it contains. All the changes 
which occur in the cream under the in- 
fluence of the miscellaneous bacteria 
have already occurred, and the ripen- 
ing that takes place in the factory is 
wholly due, or almost wholly, to the 
growth of the acid bacteria. 

A ripened cream is almost a pure 
culture of acid bacteria, but this does 
not mean that the ripening has been 
produced by this bacteria alone. That 
the lactic bacteria play an important 
part In the ripening is perfectly evi- 
dent; that they are the sole cause of 
the changes occurring in the ripening 
is not so evident. 

The pecullar flavor of spring butter, 
which is so much desired by the butter 
maker, is not due to the development 
of the common lactic bacterla. Butter 
ripened during the winter months de- 
velops the two species of lactic bac 
teria as abundantly and as quickly as 
does that-ripened in the spring, but the 
flavor does not make its appearance. 

In the last three experiments re 
corded ‘the spring flavor "was very Do- 
ticeable in the cream, but the develop- 
ment of the acid bacteria, or the two 
species referred to, was practically the 
same as in all the previous experi- 
ments, The spring flavor, therefore, 
cannot be due to these common lactic 
bacteria. 

To what this spring favor is owing 
we are not yet satisfied. Whether it 
will prove to be due to the large 
growth of miscellaneous bacteria dur- 
ing the first few hours of ripening or 
whether it is due to a difference in the 
chemical nature of the cream remains 
for further experiments to decide— 
Professor H. W. Conn. 

Renovated Batter Laws. 

A case has just been ‘concluded in 
which it has been found that that por- 
tion of the oleomargarine law relating 
to renovated butter is defective in an 
important particular, 

The law provides that renovated but- 
ter. shall be branded and stamped in 
much the same manner as oleomarga- 
tine. 
st winter a firm in Buffalo was 
found to be taking renovated butter 
from the original packages and making 
it over into rolls and prints without 
properly marking it to disclose Its real 
nature. The case came before the 
Unit tates grand jury and no in- 
dlctm: ‘fs found, much to the sur-. 
prise of those interested in the prosecu- 
tion. It has just transpired that this 
was due to the fact that the law docs 
not make !t an offense to take reno- 
rated butter out of an original pack- 
age, make it over into prints or rolls 
and sell it for pure butter provided it 
is not shipped to any other state or 
territory or the District of Columbia 
or any other country after having done 
this. For this reason the United States 
attorney decided that it would be use- 
less to undertake to convict the firm of 
irregular practices and recommended 
no Dill. 

* This proceeding has shown that it Is 
possible to sell renovated butter for 
pure butter in any state where the 
state law does not cover cases like the 
one related above. 

Dairying In France. 

French butter may be said to be of 
three grades. The first grade, usually 
made up in little pats or rolls, is en- 
tirely without salt and when freshly 
made {s of good flavor. It is of a 
greasy or pasty consistency. 

The second grade is made of butter 
milk and skimmed milk, and the third 
is made by heating the residue of the 
milk and churning It with a small 
quantity of milk and cream. The last 
grade ia used for cooking butter. 

There is a popular belief that “mar- 
garine” is frecly used in the prepara- 
tion of French butter, but as the chicf 
establishments guarantee the purity of 
thelr products and invite analysis it is 
probable that the only adulteration to 
be found fn their products is a more or 
Jess liberal use of lactcal fats obtained 
by reheating the milk as described.“ 

France exports annually butter rep- 
resenting a value of $11,580,000. But- 
ter usually appears on the French table 
with the radishes aa @ first course at 
the midday neal and is not seen again 
in recognizable form untill the next 
noon.—Bordeaux.

The Japanese Shell Viadivostock 
: and Retire. 








Uncertain Whether Russian fquadron 
Was im the Marber er Not—tittle 
Damage Dese Bat Fire Mussians 
Killed—the Fleet Steed Out Over 
Vive Miles—Russians Fertifying a New 
Base. 


_ Viadivostock, March 7.—A fleot of 
five Japancso batticships and two 
cruisers appcared off this place at 
1.25 o’clock Sunday afternoon and 
bombarded the town and shore bat- 
terics for 5 yiinutes, The ficct ap- 
proached from the direction of As- 
kold Island, at the ¢ast entrance of 
Ussur! Bay and about 32 miles 
southcagt of Viadivostock, 

Entering Ussuri Bay the enemy 
formed in Hine of battle, but did not 
®Ppproach to a closer range than fivo 
and once-third miles. They directed 
their fire against the shore battcrics, 
but no damage resulted, as most of 
their 200 lydditer shells failed to 
burst. : 

The Russians batteries,commanded 
by Generals Veronetz and Artamon- 
off, did not reply, awaiting a closer, 
Spproach of the enemy. The Japan- 
ese fire ceased at 2.20 p.m., and the 
enemy retired in the direction of 
Askold Island. Simultancously two 
torpedo bout destroyers appeared 
near Askold Island and two more 
near Cape Maidol. 

The Japanese ships were covered 
with ice, The attack resulted in no 
loss to the Russians, but cost the 
enemy 200,000 roubles (100,000) 
in ammunition. Most of the pro- 
Jectiles were six and 12-inch shells. 
The population of Viadivostock was 
warned this morning of the presence 
on the horizon of a hostile feet and 
of the prospect of an attack during 
the day, but it remained tranquil.

There are 
20 of Gen. Yuanshaikdi’s men at 
each station, with a large body at 
Sinmintun, With the exception of the 
railwey guards thefe are no Chinese 
foreign-drilled troops outside the 
wall in Manchuria’Province. “Russia 
forbids any increase in their num- 
ber. It is believed when the river 
opens the Russians will destroy the 
gunboat Sivoutch at Newchwang to 
prevent her capture. 

“All accounts agree that the Rus- 
siana have commandeered an im- 
mense number of Chines: carts. and 
are concentrating on the Yalu River, 
where the first battle is expected.”*

So far. as 
Port Salfd itself is concerned, the im- 
ports, which amounted during the 
past year to £E917,000, show a 
decline of £LE9G,000, the largest pro- 
portion of ‘the loss falling on the 
United Kingdom, whose exports to 
| Port Said were reduced by nearly 
£E69,000—the result of smaller ship- 
ments of coal: On the other hand, 
the purchases from Germany increas- 
‘ed from £E19,500' in 1901 to £E30,- 
600, and those from France. from 
£E125.000 to £E128,000, the im- 
provement in the former case being 
due to the recent establishment of a 
German coal company’s workshop 
and store, and in tho latter case to 
stores supplied for the Sucz Canal 
Company, But while imports at 
Port Said have declined, the exports 
have made a dcciged spurt, the value 
last year being £ES2;700, as against 
£E23,200 in 1901. This consider- 
able jump is caused by a new and 
very promising trade 
which began last winter with 
the eastern provinces of the Delta.

Lawrence River. ‘The general surface

Mr. A. OW. Wright, Conservative 
organizer, Who Was a Tesident of 
Dutferin in 1854, half a century axe,

Death of Abbe Caszrain. 


Rev. Abbe H. Ruymond Casgrain, 
the well known author of valuablo 
literary and historical works, and 
formerly president of the Koyal So- 
ciety of Canada, dird at Quebec re- 
cgntly, aged 75. He was, according 
to Morgan, a son of the lute Hon, 
Charles E. Casgrain, and brother of 
Senator Hon. Charics E, Casgraing 
Lorn at River Quelle, December 16, 
1831, he was cducated at Ste. 
Anne's College, Quebec, and at the 
Quebec Seminary. Hle was for a 
time priest at the Basilica, Quebec, 
visited Europe in 1858, 1867 and 
1873 in quest of historical material, 
and found many valuable mand- 
scripta relating to early Canadian 
history, among them the Journals 
and papers of Marechal de - Levis, 
and some personal papers of Mont- 
calm. In 1874 he was compelled, ow- 
ing to a serious affection of his 
eyes, to give up ministerial work. 
In“1877 he received the degree of 
LL.D. from Laval, and in 1889 was 
President of the Royal Socicty of

The other. | Mr: Christopher Kob- 
inzon, K,C.,~ delivered to the Lib- 
Trariam a inanuscript of the first scs- 
sion of the first Parliament in Upper 
Canada in 1792, in the handwriting 
of Angus McDonell, Clerk of the 
House. The manuscript was accom 
panied by a letter from Hon. Alex. 
McDonell, ex-Speaker of the ae 
lature, to Chict Justicg Powell, dat- 
ed in 1821, committin, document 
to the care of the Chief Justice and 
showing by ita terms that even at 
the earlp date the absence of print- 
ed records was already beginning to 
be felt. Hon. A. McDonell was 
Speaker from 1805 to 1812, and O. 
J. Powell held his office from 1816 
to 1825. This manuscript seems to 
have passed with his papers to his 
successor, Mr. Campbell, and frem 
the latter to the next incumbent of 
this office, Hon, John Beverley Rob- 
inson, afterwards Sir J. B. Robim- 
son, Dart, father of Christopher Rob- 
inson, K.C4 the donor. 

The document is a most interesting 
and Valuable onc. Mr, Pardce says 
that from a rapid inspection he is 
convinced that the ML.S.S, is fully en- 
titled to be called the original jour- 
nal, so far as there was (pr is) any- 
thing that can be called the original 
journal. Except this MSS, there is 
no other record of the proceedings of 
the House save the copy which had 
to be sent to the Colonial Office in 
London, and has heretofore been 
supposed to be the only record ex- 
tant. A hasty comparison of’ the 
two gives reseonable grounds for be- 
lieving that the’ Colonial Office copy 





was copied from Mr. McDonoll’s 
MSS., os the former is somewhat 


condensed here and there. 

It. is known from some entries in 
the accounts that a Short time after 
1792 the House began printing its 
journals from day to day, much in 
the same way as is done at present 
and a few of the daily numbers have 
come down; but previous to 1825-2 
there was no yearly Volume, aad even 
the Colonial Office copy of the MSS.- 
for some years has disappeared, It 
is supposed that the vessels carry- 
ing them were captured by French or 
American cruisers.

The City Fathérs put in most of 
thelr time iast night discussing the 
now celebrated question, who shall 
act as Pollec Court Clerk? Somo of 
them ‘took the ground that, the Chief 
of Polleo having formerly p2rform- 
ed the duties (witbout remuneration, 
ho should ccntinue to do so, Inas- 
much as tha City Clerk~had rot time 
to act; cthars thought that. Inas- 
much as the by-law appo‘ating the 
City Clerk expressly sfated that be 
was to perform tho duties of Police 
Court Qicrk, the Council - had. no 
right to try to shunt thes> duties 
oa two anothor-man without giving 
that man extra remuncrat‘on. After 
arguing tho matter for an hour or 
£0, the Counc resolved ta rofer It 
back to the Exccutlve Committee and 
argue it further, The by-law te the 
purchaso of the Hosp-tal lot as a

At Stivichall, near Coventry, may 
he seen a church Yiat—among Eng- 
lish Churches at all cVents—possesses 
the uniquo distinction of having been 
buiit by the unnided efforts of ong 
man alone, The name of this persis- 
tent and assidvous workman’ was 
John Green, a stopsmason of Coven- 
try, who laid the first stone in 1810, 
and finismd his self-imposed — task 
seven years later, 

When the Ker, C. H. Sellwood 
Goodwin came into the living of St. 
Aidan’s, near Middlesbrough, he 
found his flock without a. place of 
worship. For a time he was at his 
wits’ cnd’ and knew not what to do, 
for the cost (of even a temporary 
wooden structure Was far beyond tho 
Yery limited means of the poor neigi- 
borhood. But, tenacious to his pur- 
pose and a man of resource, hoe did 
not remain long idle, and having 
been fortunate enough to sccure ao 
suitable site, sect to work himself to 
dig the foundations. 

Such energy and enthusiasm proved 
Contagious, and every Saturday af- 
ternoon, and often, too, on other 
evenings after working hours, a 
crowd of willing assistants might be 
seen aiding their pastor in his laud- 
ablo design. Gifts of timber, bricks, 
glass, slates, etc., were not wanting, 
and after several weeks of hard but 
pleasant toil these zealous workers 
were rewarded by the possession of a 
church of which any parish would 
have been proud, 

A-worthy missionary, the Rev. E. 
J. Peck, rose to the occasion when, 
“having no church for his Eskimo 
comgregation,-he constructca one out 
of snow-vlocks—a_ rude but cilicient 
structure, that served its purpose of 
protecting its occupants from the 
biting winds that often raga! arouna. 
Tho seats, the altar, and all else 
within were likewise made of snow, 

On Blacklead Island, Cumberland 
Sound, this: same missionary dis- 
played his further ingenuity by wtul- 
zing in the erection of a place of 
worship some forty sealskins, which 
Were sewn together and stretched 
over a fratework of whale’s ribs, 
For seats ol¢ fon Loxes — and 
boards did «du The pastor, hows 
ever, reckoned without his parishior. 
ers’ dogs, which, pressed by hunger, 
partiaily devoured the church, and 
were only driven off with great ditli- 
culty. The rents that their vorocity 
had made in the sealskins were sub- 
soquently mended with pieces of can- 
vas and old sacks. 

The Chapel of Transfiguration, 
which belongs to Conanicut Island, 
Nafragansett Bay, ig built on wheels 
So that it can be transferred from 
place to place us need requires. Dur- 
ing the summer it is stationed at 
Conanicut Park, near Jamestown. 
but when approaching winter drives 
people from the hotel and adjoining 
houses, the church moves likewise, 
and follows its congregation into 
winter quarters. Its removal neces- 
sitatcs the employment of a team of 
twenty oxen. 

Along the nine miles of navigable 
Canal that lie within the boundaries 
of the parish of Holme, Hunts. is 
towed q structure somewhat similar 
in appearance to a housc-boat. ‘This 
is the floating church of St. With- 
burga, to which flock such of the in- 
habitants of the neighboring fens 
whom distance, or other reason, pre- 
cludes from attending the parish 
church. 

This unique place of worship, which 
is built upon a flat-bottomed lighter, 
is 3O feet in length by 7 feet in 
height, and cost $350 to erect. It 
contains, in addition to benches for 
the choir, thirty-six chatts for the 
use of the congregation, a small or- 
gan, and «reading desk. On the 
whole it answers most satisfactorily, 
though certain of the worshipers 
have, through the gentle rocking of 
the boat, experienced at times the 
qualms of sea sickness.

In 
the beginning ‘of August he circulnt- 
ed among his colleagues his notes on 
the position of insular free trade, 
and up to tho date of the Inst Cabi- 
net meeting for’ August he hoped to 
keep all his colleagucs. 

Why Me Abagdened, Mope. 

But no compromise being suggest- 
ed on the al question by the 
members of dhe Government who af- 
torwards retired he began to * aban- 
don*hope. His view at the time was 
that it was,contrary to his public 
duty to. leave his position as head 
of the Government, so long as he 
retained the confidence of the King 
and the House. In September — he 
came to the conclusion that some 
break up in the Cabinct was inevit- 
able, and) Mr, Chamberlain arrived 
at the same view.

Ititchie had wholly abandoned hope 
of remaining members of a Govern- 
ment pledged to fiscal reforzn. | He 
heard even speculation as to what 
would occur when in consequence of 
the break up in the Goverament he 
would resign his place as Premicr. 
He then altered the views — he d 
previously held and came to the con- 
clusion that it was not within th» 
range of practical politics tojmpos 
a food tax. ‘ 

No human being denied that a 
conceivable concession on the part 
of Canadian protectionists, combin- 
ed with a conceivable minimum duty 
on food, would enormously subserve 
the interests of free trade. . 

Ist Net Jockey Them, 

He sympathized with Mr. Ritchie 
and Lord George -Hamilton and 
strongly denied jockeying them out 
of the Cabinet.

Weald Appear Quite Likely, 

London, March 9.—Far Eastorn de- 
spatches make no further mention vf 
the rumor that the Russian Viadivo- 
stock squadron has been engaged 
and the Tokio correspondent (Ben- 
net Burleigh) of ‘The Daily Telegraph 
cabling on the nieht of Tucsiav, 
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CAPTAIN REITZENSTEIN, 


Commander of the VWiadivostoeck 
Squadron, 


March 8, says: ‘‘No details have yet | 


seen reecived of the fight at Viadivo- } 
stock."* 


The whereabouts of the Viadive- 
stock squadron fs still unknown, and 
it would appear quite likely that au 
naval battle has occurred, es cvery 
ono places great faith in. The Daily 
Telegraph's correspondent, Bennet 
Burleigh. : 

Tho sending of Marquis Ith on a 
mission to Corea fs regarded here 
as the most significant news of the 
day, and it is belloved to indicato a 
virtual protectorate ‘over Corea, 
which will become ‘tho Japancse mill- 
tary Base. and source of supplics. 
Marquis Ito enjoys a great prestige 
in Corea. ‘ 

It is reported from Shanghal that 
Viceroy Alexicfl is preparing to re- 
move his headquarters to Harbin, 
after having in vain ordered tho 
Tartar gencral to dismiss the Chi- 
nese garrison at Mukden, 

a Te Selie Newehwang. 

London, March 9.—In Shanghai it 
is believed that the Japancse will 
attempt the scizure of Newchwang 
as soon as the ice clears. A corres- 
pondent of The Daily Express at 
Shanghai asserts that tho Russians 
are throwing up a continuous lino of 
earthworks at Kaiping to Linoyany. 

The Cho Foo correspondent of The 
Daily.Express reports that a large 
Japanese ficet has been scen  pro- 
eceding towards Nowchwang. 

Among other unconfirmed reports, 
it Is said at Yinkow that the Jap- 
ancse have advanced to Fenghoang- 
cheng (about forty miles northwest 
of Wiju).. It is also reported that 
news has reached Osaka, Japan, of 
an engagement between Japanese 
and Russians at a point 100 miles 
from Vlndivostock, in which the Rus- 
sians fed, 

A correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
gtaph at Tokio saya, that accordime 
to reports from Port Arthur, the 
Tussion battleship Retvizan and the 
crulser Askold have been refloated. 

Ite to Go te seeul, 


Tokio, March 9.—The forthcoming 
visit of Marquis Ito, us o special 
ambassador from the Emperor — of 
Japan to the Emperor of Corca 
claims general attention. It was 
originally planned to send a pro- 
tminent Japanese to Seoul as a per- 
manent resident adviser*to the Cor- 
ean Government and various names 
were suggested. The announcement 
that Marquis Ito is going is a sur- 
prise. In oflicial circles it is insisted 
that the object of Marquis Ito's 
visit to Corea is not politically im- 
portant.

Chariton was devoted to tho Idea 
of bring about reciprocity be- 
tweon the Republic and the Domin- 
jon. It was not only that ho saw. 
profit for both In the scheme, but 
that bo dreamed = a a 
manent peace, and all t. ess- 
ants without the difficulties, of 
polltical union. He thought of Can- 
ada as a man well might who was 
an Englishman by blood, an Amer- 
joan by nativity, and a Canadian 
by adoption. Tp draw together his 
three countries was his vislen of 
duty: He concolved that the Do- 
minion's political and geographical 
situation indicated it to be provi- 
dentlally appointed to serve largxe- 
ly. in tho great work of raced mnlon. 
Belng an carnest Christian, he was 
inclined to perceive the hand pt 
God where some see only accidents 
and happenings.

Plain unsweetened chocolate is used, a 
half pound cake for ten cups. The 
chocolate is broken into pieces, put in 
an earthenware vessel and slowly dis- 
solved in warm water whose heat is 
gradually increased till the boiling 
point is reached, and it is allowed te 
boll for fifteen minutes. The porcelain 
or earthenware vessel in which it is 
cooked is then closely covered and left 
to stand on some warm but not hot 
part of the raage for several hours. 
Just before it ts to be served boiling 
milk is added and the mixture Brought 
to a quick boll. By this process the 
chocolate is thoroughly blended, and 
that smooth, rich flavor from which all 
raw taste is taken is produced —Har- 
per’s Bazar.

He was sur- 
prised thet any members of his 
party: should think tho declarations 
of the Government were not suffi- 
ciently explicit.

| ARCHBISHOP MACHKAY 


‘Primate of All Canada Died in 








Winnipeg on Wednesday. 





Sketch of His Life—Was a Prececious 
Youth and Steod Bighin His Classes 
—Mis Clerieal Appelatments—Honers 
That Came to Him Were of tha High- 
est Nature—Pessessed eof Charming 
Manner. 


Winnipeg, March 10.—Archbishop 
Machray, Primate of all Canada, 
who has been scriously ill for sever- 
al days, diced last cvening from pneu- 
monia. Deceased was in his 73rd 
year, and one of the best known 
theologians and collegians in ‘the 
Anglican church in Anwrica.

The Most Rev. Robert Machray, 
Archbishop of Ruperts Land and 
Primate of all Canada, was the son 
of an advocate of thy same name 
living in Aberdeen, Scotland, where 
be was born on May 17, 1831. He 
entered King's College, University of 
Aberdeen, in early boyhood, for the 
purpose of receiving a clerical edu- 
cation, and graduated from Cam- 
bridge with high honors in mathe 
matics in 1855, being advanced in 
the same year to deacon‘s orders, In 
1856 he was admitted to the priest- 
hood, and two years later received 
the degree of M.A. and was elected 
dean of his college. He officiated 
for a number of ycars as vicar of 
Madigley, a village situated about 
five miles west of Cambridge, prior 
to his appointment as second Bishop 
of Rupert’s Land, which comprehend- 
ed the entire district known now as 
Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
tories, and included a portion of 
Ontario. He assumed this office in 
1865, the same year in’ which he re 
ceived the degree of doctor of divin- 
ity. On the sulrdivision of the dio- 
cese in 1874, Bishop Machray was 
chosen metropolitan under the pri- 
macy of the Archbishop of (Canter- 
bury. On the union of the Canadian 
Anglican churches, in 1893 he was 
elected Primate of Canada and ap- 
pointed by Her Majesty, prelate of 
the Most Distinguished Order of St. 
Michael and. St. George. He was for 
many years Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba and chairman 
of the Provincial Board of Educa- 
tion and of the Advisory Board of 
the Department of Education. He 
favored separate schools, but did not 
consider them practicable for such a 
country as Manitoba,on account of 
its scattered population. He con- 
sidercd that what was necessary 
Was some definite religious teaching 
of a non-sectarian nature. In 1865 
he received the degree of LL.D. from 
Aberdeen and D. Db from Manitoba;

in IS8S8, D.D. from Durham and D, 
C. L. from ‘Trinity University, ‘To- 
ronto, in 1843, and from Oxford in 


1807. : 

Hie was possessed of a most charm- 
ing manner, which rendered him = ex- 
tremely popular among the clergy 
and laity, and his sermons were 
marked by practical good sense. 
While he made no pretence of orator- 
ical ability, his ardent devotion very 
frequently carried him to a high de 
gree of eloquence and spiritual fer- 
vor, He was eminently a missionary 
bishop, being full of practical ener- 
gy and fervent piety. 

The deceased Trimate visited Eng- 
land Inst year, and while there met 
with an accident. from the effects of 
which he suffered for a long period, 
and it is thought that this may have 
caused a weakening of hia physical 
condition, which rendered him pe 
culiarly liable to the disease which 
earricd him off. 

Death of Vicar General, 

Hamilton, March 10.—Rev. Father 
John Keough, vicar-general of the 
Hamilton diocese, died yesterday 
morning after a long iliness. He 
was formerly ao rector_of St. Pat- 
ricks’ Church here,“and\was also 
stationed at Dundes and Raris, He 
Was one of the oldest pricsté in the 
diocese.

Another strange style of Moro top is = . 
represented in Fig. 3. It is an egg 
sbaped affair, cut out of boxwood ma- 
terial, with a furrow in the middle. 
The top is spun upon the pointed end 
of a metal shaft which runs vertically 
through it. This is called the fighting 
top, as the boys use it with great force 
upon otber tops, throwing it so hard 
as to split them witb the point. 

The snake top is represented in Fig. 
4 It fs made from roots which grow 
in this form. Much skill is needed to 
obtain the proper balance. Usually 
the native lad bas the top with him 
for weeks, working it down, playing 
with it and adjusting the balance be- 
fore be can spin it. 

The top spins only a little while be 
fore it topples over, but I noticed that 
the youngsters had more fun with 
these awkward long necked tops than 
with any others.—Ex-Soldier in Youth's

ROSS’ DESPERATE” 


5 JOURNAL 
GIVES THE TOTTERING CABIN- 
ET SOME CANDID ADVICE. 


A. J. Magurn, formerly of this city, 
a promincnt Literal, in his weekly 
Ottawa journal, Evonts, commenting 
oa the “Proposed Ontario Liquor 
Law,” says* 

Tht Ko's Governmcat fin Ontario is 
reported to be preparing a ‘measure 
govern‘ng tho irafftc in lquor dlong 
tho Ilnes o? the North Carolina law. 
That ts to say, the abolition of all 
‘bars and the withdrawal of all lic- 
onses throughout the whole province 
and tho substitutlon of Government- 
soutrollcd shops. It-ls understood 
that in celtics and towns the number 
o? such shops would o one for cach 
ward. This would maks, in Ottawa, 
for example, eight shops where Iiq- 
uor would be depensxd and the con- 
sumpt'oa of It on tho premises. probs 
ably prohibited. That is to say, ev- 
cry o2¢ would be at liberty to pur- 
chase I'quor by the pint or quart at 
such shops, but would have to tuke 
\% home and consume it there. This, 

we have always coatended, is a bad 
feature of such a system. 

an quest’on has priscn in the minds 

* some members of the Legislature 
as to whether the proposed lezisia- 
t'oa abolishing barrooms wowld inecan 
the banishing of the liquor from the 
hotels. 1 ts obylous that if the bar- 
room ks to be!’ abolished, ths license 
must be withdrawn and without a 
Neense the hotel will not be able to 
keep or cll Uquor, or even to fur- 
nish it to their guests with meals. 

. ° . . . 

There can bo. no cbject in denying 
that the ery of abolition of tho bar- 
room would be a popular one in On- 
tar'o, taking the population as a 
whole. It would be a popular one 
with a great many persons even in 
the cities, The men with well-bal- 
anced minds, avith responsibilit‘es, 
with practicaily the care of the whole 
people on their ‘hands, are not in a 
majority at the polls. They never are 
and never will be. If 2 responsible 
Government is misguided enough to 
bring in a measure for Ontario of 
the kind de<cribed, a political reason 
must be lovked for, and not a reason 
in the Interests of the province, its 
business, its prosperity, Its sobriety 
ard its welfare. If the Rass Govern 
ment Introluces a measure of this 
kind, it is a bid for votes. It is not 
the measure of a united Cabinet. It 
is Uke all last resourcts, 1 desperate 
one, and it would, {n our cpinion, be 
very mug better for the Ross Gor- 
ernment to fall with some dicnity 
than to fall in an effort to grasp at 
votes which will not be delivered. 

The nearest approich to defeat that 
ths Ontar’o Government ever came 
was after the Introduction and paas- 
age of a mensure of total prohthi- 
tloa, yarscd two years sro. We ar- 
sued then that total prohibition in 
Canad1 could only be achieved 
throuzh federal legislation. and we 
Stil believe that the provinces are 
perfectly helpless io do anythiner 
more than enforee a good license law, 
Hetter results would be obtained in 
Ontario if the present license law 
was enforced. The Lesistature should 
enact that any man who sells liquor 
on Sunday should thereby forfeit his 
liconse—not that he should be fined 
and given another chance to break 
the Aw, but that it should be thor- 
outhly understced that the first and 
single breach of such a law. should 
te punished hy the deprivation of 
Jiocnse. This would ensure an abso, 
lutely sober Sabbath, and we further 
believe that the loense Lolders them- 
selves would be willing to agree to 
such an enToreement, As to experl- 
montinz In liquor legislation, “t has 
a very disturbin: effect on business, 
and experience shows thit, as a 
ruls, it dons ‘not accomplish the ob- 
jeet almed at. 

Much better to prohibit the sale of 
Nquor to young men under the age 
of 22 and require tho teense holder 

also to live up to this or forfeit his 
license. No Sunday s1les, no sales 
to young mon under 22 and no sales 
to men drunk—thes strictly enfore- 
ed would effect a great improve- 
ment.

An You Need Is Just a Common Fren- 
nel and Some Water,

There {s nothing more interesting for 
an Ingenious boy or girl, Given a lot of 
spools and a ball of florists’ wire, 50 
much can be done that it 1s Impossible 
to give a detailed description. To col- 
Icct spools is a much easier job than 
the ol fashioned practice of collecting 
buttons, Old buttons are sometimes 
valuable in piecing out a set, but empty 
spools are usually thrown away, A 
person of enterprise can always collect 
them, and the “smallest and most insig- 
nificant is not to be despised. A coming 
architect can plan a house, and the 
builder of a suspension bridge can 
string his spools securely on wire and 
produce a complete and steady struc 
ture, Strong little taborets may be 
made of them, If there 1s solid wood for 
tho table part; the spools may be used 
for the legs and supports. A trash bas- 
ket may be made of them, strung one 
on top of the other, with a wooden bot- 
tom, and lined with gay cretonne. The 
smaller spools make pretty picture 
frames, especially if painted white or 
green, They may be used in a hundred 
ornamental ways, they may be collect- 
ed from a dozen different sources, and 
they are sure to provide amusement for 
innumerable rainy days.

“Toronto, March 10.—A discussion 
On the export of natural gas irom 
Ontario took place in the Legisla- 
_ ture yesterday afternoon. It was 
precipitated by Dr. Jecssop’s (Lin- 
coln) motion: - ie: 

“That in the opinion of this 
House the Government of Ontario 
should at once memorialize the Gov- 
ernment of Canada to prohibit the 
exportation of natural gas from On- 
tario into the United States of Am- 
erica, or failing that, to place an 
equitable export’ duty upon all na- 
tural gas expiorted.’” 

Tho discussion was _ quite lively, 
and was participated in by Dr. Jes- 
sop, Hon. R. ‘Harcourt, Messrs. 
Downey, Whitney, Reaume, Auld, 
Carscallen, Hon. J. M: Gibson, and 
Hanna, who did not think the mo- 
tion went far enough, and moved in 
amendment that the words be added: 

‘And that failing action by the 
Dominion Government, in the course 
of six months, the Government of 
the province cancel any license relat- 
ing to the export of natural gas."’ 

After Mr. Gross had spoken, Mr.

Japanese Are in Ferce 70 Miles East of 
Newehwang, After Having Driven the 
Bussiaus Out ef Fusgwavgehang—The 
Little Fellews Are Well West ef the 


Yalu—No Ideaof Mediation—Significant | 


Silence Negardivg Viadivesteck Fleet. 


London, March 10.—A despatch to 
The Times from Wei-Hai-Wel, dated 
March Y, says: “It is reported on 
good authority that a collision - be- 
tween Japancse and Russian troops 
has occurred near Haiju, Corea (54 
miles northwest of ,Chemulpo), which 
resulted in the defeat of tho Rus- 
sians.’" 

Siguificant Silence. 

London, March 10.—Up to a late 
hour last night the Japanese Lega- 
tion had heard nothing of fighting 
at Port Arthur or of the Russian 
Viadivostock squadron. It is consid- 
cred significant that nonce of the Itus- 
sian ollicials despatches make any 
mention of the Viadivostock cruisers, 
The news from Washington of the 
appearance of the Japanese forces 
at Fungwangchang is regarded as 
important, 

According to the Ticnstin  corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, the 
Japancse advanced from the Yalu 
River, captured Fungwangchang and 
drove out the Hussians«in the vici- 
nity of the Takuling Eastern Pass, 
and are in force 70 miles cast © of 
Newchwang. The Hussians with 75,- 
000 men are entrenched strongly at 
Liaoyang and Maichong, where tight- 
ing is imminent. Some small en- 
gagements already have becn fought, 
the Russians retiring with losses. 
This correspondent says further that 
the Japancse are using the same 
tactics and advancing along the same 
route they followed during the Chin- 
ese war, 

Japs Well West of the Yala. 

The Yinkow correspondent of The 
Paris edition of ‘The New York Her- 
ald also vaguely reports the Japan- 
ese to be SO miles northwest of 
Antung and well to the castward of 
the Yalu River, To some of tre 
military critics it is  inconceivabiy 
that Japan can really have executed 
such an unexpected and successful 
turning of the Russian position on 
the Yalu River, which is thought 
would have necexsitated the employ- 
ment of a much larger force than it 
is believed that Japan can possibly 
have at this point. 

The Daily Telegraph says that if 
the news of this strange and marvel- 
ous collapse of Russian power on 
land is true, there is nothing to pro- 
vent the Japanese from seizing Muk- 
den and the railroad. There has 
been nothing to compare with this 
move since Napoleon — staggered 
Europe by appearing in the plains of 
Italy, from the Alps. Its effect 
throughout the cast will be stupen- 
dous. 

Rumors of mediation in the Far 
East continue to circulate, but evi- 
dently the British Government has 
no idea that mediation is poxsible. 
Foreign Seerctary Lansdowne, reply- 
ing to a letter on this subject, which 
suggested mediation under The Hague 
convention, said Hix Majesty's Gov- 
ernment feared thatesuch an offer 
could not usefully be made .to the 
belligerents at the present time,

says the Russian advance south 
Possict Bay continues, 

Japs om Kussinn Flank. 

Washington, March 10.—The Gov- 
ernment has received advices by 
cables froin Che Foo, opposite Port 
Arthur, to the effect that Japancse 
land forces have appeared at Fung- 
wangchang and at Tashau. No de 
tails are furnished, “Phe first named 
place is about 45 milés north of 
Antung in Manchuria, and the latter 
is a few miles inland from the mouth 
of the Yalu River, according to the 
calculation of the naval oflicers here, 
They believe that this inovement has 
placed the Japanese on the Russian 
flank and perhaps in the rear and 
on their line of communications. It 
is believed that ‘Tuesday's attack on 
Port Arthur and Talicnwan was 4 
division perbaps to cover this move- 
ment of Jypanese forces, who 
were probably landed from trans- 
ports at some int west of the 
Yalu River. 

Fight Kast ef Newchwang. 

Yinkow, March 105—Fhe British 
consul Atrongly and officially urges 
the fofcign women and children to 
leave Newchwang before the — river 
opens. The British station gunboat 
Hepiagle will leave as soon as pos- 
sible and will not be replaced, ‘The 
family of the United States Consul, 
Mr. Miller, leaves to-morrow. 

The tension among Russians also 
continues. ‘There are circumstantial 
native reports of fighting cast of the 
railroad, and there is strong evi- 
dence of a Japanese advance, 

Reasiau Torpedo Lost. 

Tokio, March 10.—It is reliably 
asserted that when the Japanese at- 
tempted to block Port Arthur, Feb. 
24, a Russian torpedo .boat de 
&troyer, while trying to revnter the 
harbor, struck a mine and sank. Of 
the 13 Russian warships inside the 
harbor of Port Arthur, it is added, 
all are disabled except five. Finally, 
it is asserted, that Whoangkishan 
fort, at Port Arthur, was half de- 
stroyed by the Japanese shells, and 
that only three batterios are avail- 
able. About 800 Chinose and Russian 
workmen have been rushing the re- 
pairs on the warships. 

OF Viadivesteck.

With 
somewhat less claborate bows, ner 
vous English and halting French, he 
made hia little speech and retired.

The Commoners followed him to 
the Senate, whcre Sir Elzear Tas- 
chereau briefly related the circum- 
stances under which the two Houses 
has agsenibled.

SO SAYS A RETIRED VETERAN 
OF THE LATE WAR.— BOERS 
‘ARE ONLY-HALE-HEARTED | IN 


ATTEMPT TO RERUILD HOMES. 
C ee Telegram.) 
; “Thousands _ ob. men who!went ‘to 
South Africa”after the Gloss of the 
war expecting 1o find good. times 
and opportunities for making wealth 
castly are iow. walking ‘the streets 
of Johannesbarg and, other cities 
penniless and Idle,” sald) W. J. Bar- 
ker, of Mossomin, who reached Win- 
nipeg yesterday on his “retarn ‘from

Mr. Barker served In the’ South 
African’ campaign with the Strath- 
cona Horse and the second CMR. 
and after peace was restored he 
ecttled In Jobnnnesburg where he 
found remunerative employment. 

“For all the openings that were 
to be found,” sald he, “there were 
more than enough men, who, like 
myself, had fought in the war and 
wanted to stay In the country, but 
they came in thousands from’ Aus- 
tralla and the United States and 
many of them did not have the 
Price, when they found no. etcour- 
agement to stay, to pay their way 
back sgalno. The result of this great. 
over supply of labor was less re- 
muncration for work in nearly all 
Nnes, and I got thred of it.” Ep 

Speaking about South “Africa In 
general Mr. Barker said he  consi- 
dered ft at present at undesirable 
living. place for anyone who had 
known the pleasures of Ife In 
Western Canada.

Bill Net Oppesed By ‘Conservatives— 
Northern Terminus O.T.F. Line. 


‘Toronto, March 11.—The hill of 
Hon. F. R. Latchford, making pro- 
vision for the extension of the Te- 
miskaming Railway to a point at or 
near Lake Abitibbi in‘ order to form 
a junction; with the proposed Grand 
‘Trunk Pacific Railway, was given 
ite second reading in tho Legislature 
"yesterday. This is one of the two 
measures that was alleged as a rea- 
Bon for the carly calling of the Leg- 
‘Ialature, although two months have 
elapsed since the legislators got 
together. The Commissioner of Pub- 
‘lic Works, who has been {ll for the 
past week and is still suffering from 
hoarseness, explained the features of 
the bill and outlined the " necessity 
for the extension. Briefly, the bill 
gives the Government power to loan 
the Railway Commission $2,000,000 
and the Commission power to take 
over_certain lands where stations 
will be built and scll,them for town 
lots, the proceeds going towards 
construction. It also gives power to 

increase the bond issuc {rém $25,000 

to $30,000 per mile. 

Mr. Whitney did not oppose the 
extension of tho railway, but grasp- 
cd the opportunity to make a few 
observations concerning the Govern- 

ment’s‘claim of the existence of the 
clay belt comprising 16,000,000 of 
arable land, which had been discov- 
ered in the’ region’ the proposed ex- 
tension is supposed to traverse. 
Some comment was made on the 
somewhat illusory scheme known as 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, and doubt 
expressed whether the transconti- 
nental railway, which the Temiska- 
ming Railway is expected to mect, 
will bo built. 
Premier Continues Debate. 

Premier Ross continued the de- 
bate after recess, accounting for the 
delay in bringing down the _ bill. 
The Premier enumerated some of the 
advantages of the railway, one of 
which was that there would prob- 
ably be a two-cent passenger rate on 
the railway. 

Mr. Pewell Oppesed. 

Berkeley Powell followed. He had 
failed to see any good reason why 
the railway should be extended in 
such a hurry. He also said the ex- 
penditures so far exceeded the esti- 
mates by about 3,000,000, 

Mr. Conmee contended? that it 
would be impossible to form an ex- 
act cstimate; such a thing had not 
been done in the history of railway 
construction in this country. The 
railway should te extended to 
James Ray. 

The adjournment of the debate was 
moved by Mr, Murphy of Ottawa. 

Agricultare and Arts. 

Hon. Mr. Dryden’ moved the s~ 

cond reading of his bill to amend 
the agricultural and art act. The 
bill adds a number of townships in 
the newly settled portions of the 
Province, which shall be organized 
into districts for agricultural shows. 
It also provides~ that peace officers 
may seize gathbling instruments on 
fair grounds without warrant and 
take the owner before the nearest 
magistrate, 
- Hon. Mr. Gibson’s bill respecting 
weather insurance was explained by 
the promoter. He said there was no 
provision for insurance against wind 
and tornado, and as a company 
known as the Tornado Mutual In- 
surance Co. had applied for a char- 
ter it was necessary to pass an 
act.’* 

















First Meadings, 

Mr. Gross introduced a bill to 
amend the high school act; Mr, 
‘Taylor, a bill to amend the game 
protection act, Mr. Taylor's bill 
provides that game hunters must 
wear some distinctive clothing, such 
as scarlet bands on their caps.”

Yesterday 
the Opposition captured Maskinonge 
and Portncuf, cach by over 200 ma- 
jority, George Lafontaine being 
elected in tho first-named constitu- 
ency and Louis Rand in Portneuf, 
which goes Conservative for. the 
first time in 20 years. In Derthier 
Joseph Lafontaine (Liberal) {8 clect- 
ed by 110 and Dr, Mathieu (Liberal) 
in Shefford by 400.

St.. Petersburg, March 12.—Tho 
Emperor has received a message 
from Viceroy Alcxiefl which says: 

‘Admiral Makaroff, commanding 
the ficet, reports. from Port Arthur 
under date of March 10, that six 
torpedo boats which went out to sea 
the night of March 10, four:‘of them 
being under the general command of 
Captain Matleussevitch, encountered 
the encmy’s torepdo boats followed 
by cruisers. 

““A hot action ensucd in which the 
torepdo boat destroyer Vlastini. dis- 
charged a whitehead torpedo and 
sunk one of the cnemy’s torpedo 
boats. On the way back the torpedo 
boat destroyer Stcreguschtchi, com- 
manded by Lieut. Sergucireff, sus- 
tained damages; her engine was dis- 
abled, and she began to founder. By 
8 o'clock in the morning five of our 
torpedo boats destroyers had return- 


“When the critical position of the 
Stereguschtchi became evident I 
hoisted my flag on the cruiser Novik 
and went with thé Novik and the 
cruiser Boyarin.to the rescue, But 
as five of the enemy's cruisers sur- 
rounded our destroyer, and as their 
battleship squadron was approach- 
ing, I did not succeed in saving the 
Stereguschtchi, which foundered.

{and the’ revolutlonary tendencies of 
j the people making it necessary for 

the Government to do this. Last 
year 11,000 people were arrested for 
politica! offences against the Gov. 
ernment. Five years ago the an- 
nual numocr'of arrests for this 
cause was adout 6,000. The Increase 
is strikingly Indicative of the gain 
In popular {celing against the Gov- 
croment. 

“It is true that we are hearing 
from St. Petersburg daily “stories 
of patriotl: gatherings of the peo- 
ple, but that ts characteristic of

PARLIAMENT CONVENED 








Speseh Frem the Threne—Goevernment 
Fails to Recommend Any Legislation 
of Unusual Interest—The Grand Yrunk 
Pacifia Modified Agreement the Chief 
Item—The Intreduction of New Mem- 
bers—Sir Wilfrid Amused. 


Ottawa, March 12.—Parliament 
was formally opened by Lord Minto 
yesterday afternoon. As this will 
probably ‘be tho last opening at 
which the present Governor-Gencral 
will officiate before his terin of office 
expires an. unusually large ¢rowd 
Was present to witness the ceremon- 
ics. 


The Speech Fram the Throne, 


The specch from the throne was as 
follows: 

Ilon. gentlemen of the Senate: 

Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: f 

In again meeting you | in Parlia- 
ment it is our first duty to express 
our heartfelt thanks to a beneficent 
Providence for the abundant harvest 
with which the country has been fav- 
ored during tho past year, and for 
the gencral prosperity that — prevails 
in all parts of the Dominion. 

Trade and Immigration. 


It is very gratifying to note that 
the yearly increasing trade of Cana- 
da, which has been so marked a fea- 
ture of the past six years, gives no 
indication of any abatement, while 
the number of settlers secking homes 
in Manitoba and the Territories is 
without a parallel in the history of 
the country. These two very jinport- 
ant facts lead irresistibly to the 
conclusion that long’ before the 
trans-continental railway authorized 
by Parliament at its last 
can possibly be completed its urgent 
necessity as a medium for carrying 
the products of the West to our own 
Atlantic ports will have become ap- 
Parent independent of the many bene- 
fits that will follow from the open- 
ing up for colonization and for vari- 
ous enterprises of the northern parts 
of Quebec and Ontario. 

G. T. Pacific Agreement. 


The agreement made with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Com- 
pany regarding a new trans-conti- 
nental railway contained certain 
stipulations which, in effect, required 
the G.T,R. Company of Canada to 
become a party to that agreement 
and to assume heavy obligations in 
reapect thereof. 

Further consideration of the agree 
ment by the representatives of the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company and 
my Government has resulted in 
showing the desirability of certain 
amendments to the contract which, 
having been approved by my Gov- 
ernment, and subsequently py the 
Board of Directors and thé ‘share- 
holders of the Grand. Trunk Com- 
pany, will be submitted to you for 
ratification. 

The sum of $5,000,000 in cash has 
heen deposited in the Bank of Mon- 
treal in accordance with the provi- 
sions contained in the original and 
supplemented agreements with the 
company. 

New Militin mitt, 


A Militia Bill will be introduced 
containing several important amend- 
ments to the present law, rendered 
necessary by the growth of the force 
and calculated to promote its ellic- 
iency. . 

A copy of the award defining the 
boundary betwoerthe Dominion and 
Alaska and other papers connected 
With the controversy will bo laid 
before you, 

In view of tho widely extended set- 
tlements now forming in the ‘Terri- 
tories, it will becomé necessary to 
increase the strength of the North- 
west Mounted Police force, and au- 
thority will be asked for that pur- 
Pose. 

Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: 

The accounts of the past year will 
be Inid before you. T am glad to fay 
that tho revenue will exceed the ex- 
penditure, leaving a balance to be 
applied in reduction of the public 
debt. 

The ocatimates for the coming year 
will be Iaid before you at an early 
date. 

A Shert Session,

Toronto, March 12.—The Legisla- 
ture sat for an hour and a half yes- 
terday, when a number of questions 
and orders for return of correspon- 
dence were wiped pff the order paper, 

Dr. Pyno asked for information 
about tho size of tics used on the 
Tomiskaming Railway, and was tokl 
that this would be found in the re- 
port of the Commission. 

Mr, Gamey moVed for a return of 
correspondency regarding tho issue 
of pond net fishing licenses in 1902 
and 1903 in the waters between 
Killarney and Little Current, known 
as the north channel, rd 

Hon, Mr. Latehford said when the 
Province took over the fisheries in 
1898 there were cleven pond net 
licenses, ‘There was some opposition 
to the granting of these licenses, 

HMoad Expenditures. 

Mr, Gamey also got an order for 
a return regarding the appointinent 
of any person to oversce the expen- 
diture of the sum of §400 granted 
in 1902 for repairs between Kend- 
rick’s and Long Bday on Manitoulin 
Island. He said it was extraordi- 
nary that the Government could not 
get an oversees; if it had applied to 
him he could have got one. The 
grant was made just previous to the 
election of May, 1002, and the job 
was offered to six or teven difefent 
persons, The grant ought to have 
been restored this year, and he 
would undertake to get an ovVergeer 
and not criticise the expenditure. 

Mr. Latchford could not find any 
papers. He did not know why this 
was 80, because it was the only case 
of a road grant being wnade and no 
correspondence being on file. It was 
Father strange that the hon. gentle- 
tnan, when he said he stood so high 
with the Governinent, did not cail 
attention to the matter.

Standing an Egg on End,

had held, Out of this company, with 
ita crude and imperfect methods, life 
insurance as {it exists today has grown.

Los Angeles, Cal., March 13.—This 
sermon is a good natured rebuku to: 
the prevalent lack of decorum among 


the orshipers’ in our American 
churches*and a plea for the  obsery- 
ance of a certain reasonable etiquette, 
equal at least to that which we ob- 
serve in our worldly relations. The 
text'is 1. Timothy iii., 15. ‘That 
thou mayest know: how thou ought- 
est to behave thyself in the house of 
God.” 

Are you a parent? Have you ever 
dressed up your little children and 
sent them forth alone to visit when 
they were about ten or twelve years 
of age? Then you have known | the 
anxictics of a mother ‘or father as to 
their social behavior. Beiore they go 
you say: ‘Now, son, be ‘careful 
about your manners. When you enter 
Mrs, So-and-so’s home take off your 
hat and place it upon the hall rack. 
Be careful and don't handle the 
vases in the parlor, and = don’t 
squirm on your chair, When you aro 
at dinner be sure and keep your 
hands off the table, and don’t spill 
the food upon the tablecloth, and 
ask for a second helping of any- 
thing or talk with your mouth full. 
When Mrs, So-and-so passes you a 
plate say "Thank you." Remember, 
my boy, that your mother’s home is 
to be judged by your table man- 
ners."" When the child leaves tho 
house your mind follows him and 
Stays with him all day long. And, 
oh, the pride that sweeps into the 
Parental heart when, next day. you 
tneet your friend, at whose  bome 
your little children dined, and she 
congratulates you in these words: 
“We had such a lovely chiliren’s 
Party yesterday. And, Mrse. So-and- 
80, I want to tell you how well your 
children behaved. Your boy was a 
perfect little gentleman, and your 
daughter a little lady." Ah, such 
congratulation as that is as a sweet 
Bavor to the maternal heart. 

If refined social manners are essen- 
tial in the home, they are equally 
important in the house of God. So 
essential are they to a consecrated 
Christian life that Paul wrote a long 
epistle to his young lieutenant, Tim- 
otby, concerning them. In this let- 
ter, wherein are found the words of 
the text. the great apostic tells how 
bishops and their wives should act, 
and also how deaconsk and deacons’ 
Wives. But to-day, instead of my 
showing how our ministers and 
church officers should behave in) the 
house of God, I would) preach a 
Sermon on church munners directly 
to the pew. I would try to inculeate 
the reverential spirit: with which our 
congregations should assemble for 
worship. I would try to teach this 
reverence because more and wore in 
this irreverent age there is a tend- 
ency to look upon church buildings 
as places fitted for secular enjoy- 
ments rather than as sanctuarics 
consecrated to the presence of Jesus 
Christ. “The Lord loveth the gates 
of Zion more than all the dwellings 
of Jacoh."" No man ought to place 
foot in God's sanctuary unless he 
can do it with the sulemn feeling 
of Habakkuk, who declured, ‘*’The 
Lord is in his holy temple; let all 
the carth keep silence before him.” 

First the church building is the 
trysting place where God promiacs 
to mevt his children at certain times, 
That means it is a place of rendez- 
vous, where you have an appoint- 
ment to commune with Christ at 
least twice every Sunday and per- 
haps once or twice during the week, 
One inference from that fact is that 
when a congregation assembles on 
the Sabbath day the worshipers 
should always be on timo and be 
ready to lift thoir voices in praise 
at the first word of the first linc of 
the doxology, as well as with bend- 
ing head to listen to tho last word 
of the last line of the benediction. 

There is not one tardy: church 
Member in a thousand who Would 
not 
keeping an appointment with an 
earthly ruler which thoy frequently 
show to their Heavenly King. Sup- 
Pose we should take a trip cast and 
stop in the Capitol at Washington. 
Suppose while sojourning there one 
of tho California Senaturs or Con- 
gressmen or a incmber of the Capi- 
net madc an appointment for us 
with the President of the United 
States, Suppose that a polite. note 
Was sent us by tho President's pri- 
vate secretary informing us that 
we might be received to-morrow 
morning at. the Whito House at 11 
o'clock. What would we do? Would 
We sit up to-night, until very late, 
as some of us are accustomed to do 
every Saturday night?. Would we 
arise very late to-morrow morning, 
about half-past 9, and have break- 
fast about 10 o'clock, as some of 
us are accustomed to do every Sun- 
day morning?

One of the surest signs of a spirit- 
ually dead‘ church is the tardincss of 
the church members, who always 
expect their seats to be saved, until 
at least the second hymn has been 
sung, and often until the collection 
plate has been passed. The pews 
should be filled on time, just as the 
organist at the hour sharp should 
be in her place at the ivory keys 
and the minister in his piace behind 
the sacred pulpit. - 

Behaving yourself ‘aright in church 
implies a second act, which is just 
as important os promptness at 
church service. A church “member 
should be in his place when the rcr- 
vice starts as surely as he should be 
at his seat when the train starts. 
But he should do more than - sit 
down when the minister takes his 
Place. He should, first of all, kneel 
and render obcisance and homage to 
the Heavenly Father, whose tryst 
he, the worshiper, has come to keep. 
The very first act ‘of a guest in a 
home is to go and pay his respects 
to the host or hostess, The very 
first act a worshiper should perform 
when in church is to pay his re- 
spects to the Christ, who, in a spir- 
itual sense, is the head of the temple 
in which the church member “has 
come to worship. 

‘The Episcopalian rector begins his 
service in this wise; ‘Lord, I have 
Joved tho habitation of thy house 
and the place where thine honor 
dwelleth,"’ When we enter the house 
of God, do we one and all {cel that 
we are coming into the presence of 
the Lord?

If woe do, would there be’ so 
much turning around to watch oth- 
ers who happen to come in late, and 
a disposition to laugh when any- 
thing gocs wrong? People who have 
visited European courts write that 
there the king is first and last in 
the thoughts of all the Waiting 
courtiers, As soon as the king enters 
the room, all tho waiting nobles 
rise and bow, When the king speaks, 
the waiting nobles listen. When @ 
thessengen enters, he not only kneels, 
but when he leaves the throne room 












































he never turns his back upon the 
seated king. When we center the 
sanctuary of God, which is filled 


with the presence of God, do we bow 
as before a king? Do we try to keep 
our face always toward the divine 
face? Do we carnestly try to make 
the prayers “of the psalmist our 
prayer? “Let the words of my mouth 
and the meditation of my heart be 
always acceptable in thy sight, O 
my Lord, my strength and my re 
deemer.”” ‘The church of God ought 
to be something more sacred than a 
concert hall or a theatre. It ought 
to be a place where a Joke and a 
cachinnation and a chitchat should 
be just as much out of place ax a 
minstrel show would be at a funeral 
by the casket of the dead. 

O man and woman, ever keep the 
face of Jesus Christ before you when 
you are in the house of God! Every 
church building dedicated to the 
worship of God ia in very truth his 
house, in which his presence is manf- 
fested as surely, though not so Visi- 
bly, as in the Shoekinah of the Tal- 
ernacle. Always enter the house of 
God in the same spirit that the lit- 
tle child of Rev, Charles T. Brady, 
an American missionary, showed 
when he entered a great European 
cathedral, The father was compell- 
ed to return to_his,boarding place 
for something Ke had\forgotten. Ho 
left his Httle /boy in the nave of tho 
church to await his return. When 
the father. came back he found his 
child standing in the middle of the 
great church in awe, looking around 
as though ho was oxpecting somo 
one. The/mellow sunlight stream- 
ing through: the staincd glass win- 
dows fell upon his curly head and 
mado him look. like a Httlo angel. 
When the child heard his fathor's re- 
turning footsteps he turned his in- 
quiring eyes upon his parent § and 
said: ‘‘Papa, where is Jesus? Where 
is Josus?’* , Childlike, he felt that 
the house of God implicd the pro- 
sence of Christ. So, with childlike 
faith, when we assemble to worship 
Christ, we must come with this holy 
question upon our Hips: ‘Where is 
Jesus? Where is Jesus?’ lf we 
come in such a spirit a great deal 
of tho irreverence exhibited by some 
of our modern congregations would 
forever cease, 

Behaving oneself aright in church 
implies not only tue respect to the 
four walls of the edifice or to the 
habitation of the divine presence, 
but also due respect to God’s min- 
isters who preach in tho sacred pul- 
pit and due'respect to God's musi- 
clans who sing in the church choirs. 
When the members of a church choir 
arise to sing the praises of God they 
become partiof that mighty host 
who in.every'Christian land on carth 
and in the heavenly mansions are oc- 
cupicd with the same theme. When 
the minister rises to preach ho comes 
as a messenger from God to utter 
the words that tho:Holy Spirit has 
commissioned him to speak. The 
truly consocrated Christian minister 
is a represoiitative of the Most High 
and is ontitled to the deference that 
was paid to the representatives of 
the European kings when they en- 
tered the United States Senato and

A supplementary report from Vice-

eff Port Arthur on the 10th instant 
to rescue the crows. of the disabled 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers, 
reached here to-day. Captain Shoji- 
ro Assi, commanding the flotilla of 
torpedo boat destroyers, states that 
the Japanese would have been ablu 
to rescue many mony of the enemy, 
but for the deadly fire of the shore 
batteries and the close approach of 
the Russian cruiser Novik. The re- 
port also explains that four men re- 
seued were not part of the crew of 
the Stereguschtohi, as originally re- 
ported. . 

When the Japanese rescuers reach- 
ed the Stereguschtohi only the dead 
remained on bourd, and it is Le 


lieved the Mving members of the 
crew jumped overboard and perish- 
ed. Three of the Russians rescued 
are engincers and the fourth is “a 
torpedo operator.

UBackboue ef Agriculture iu Canada Says 
the Misister of Agriculture. , 


, Toronto, March 15.—At the Cana- 
dian Club Juncheon yesterday after- 
noon the Hon.*Sydoey Fisher, Min- 
ister of Agriculture, for the Domin- 
ion, was the guest and spoke on the 
Position and prospects of the agri- 
cultural interest in Canada. In his 
introductory remarks he referred to 
the advantages Canada enjoyed in 
that respect. Canadians, he said, 
lived in the northern part: of the 
temperate zone under conditions 
which produced the highest type and 
character of men and women, It wox 
the same in Europe, where the north- 
ern nations were the strongest and 
most vigorous, What wax true of 
the human race was also true of the 
animal. The climate, soil and local 
environment of Canada enabled the 
highest quality of domestic animals 
to be raised. This had been helped 
by careful breeding from pure stock 
and now Canada’ was exporting 
largely to South America, Mexico 
and the West Indies, 
Foundation of Prosperity. 
Canadian animals wére ete to 





all others in the way of live, stock, 
and that industry/was the founda- 
tion of her agricultural prosperity. 
He felt assured what was true of 
Ontario to-day would also become 
true of the great yest, and he be- 
lieved. the Northwest would in the 
future be seen maintaining vast 
quantities of live stock, It would 
not affect the production of wheat, 
but rather increase it. He believed 
the fundamental principle for the 
progress of agriculture in Canada 
was to prosecute the live stock in- 
dustry to its highest possible deve 
lopment.

Some of the World’s Greatest Char~ 
acters Have Deen as Sparing of 
Language as They Have Been Prod- |> 
igal of Deeds of Renown. 


“Its a curidus ‘and’ Interesting fact 
+that many of the world’s greatest men 
Wave-been as sparing of words as they 
hare been prodigal of deeds. 
S It's doubtful i¢ there ever lvedin 
more taciturn man than Wallenstein, 
the famous commander of the Adstrian 
army during the thirty years’ war. It 
is said of Wallenstein that he,“lived in 
an afmosphere of silence” and never ut- 
tered a word.that was not absolptely 
necessary, nor would he permit others 
to speak in his presence more than was 
essential, One of his chamberlains was 
hanged for waking Wallenstein’ with 
needless noise. His servants were: 60 
many mutes, not daring to open thelr 
Ups in his presence, and he was sur- 
rounded by patrols, and the approaches 
to his house were barricaded by chains 
to preserve him from the least disturb- 
ance, In comparison with Wallenstein, 
it has been recorded, Diogenes would 
havo been n chatterbox and William 
the Silent a brawler. ; 

But silenco ts a characteristic of many 
of the world’s most famous soldiers. 
Napoleon boasted that in his dealings 
with men he never wasted a word and 
made monosyllables answer most pur- 
poses. But nothing escaped his eyes,” 
and he could compress more within a 
sentence than most men could convey 
in a quarter of an hotr. 

The great Duke of Marlborough when 
Tecelving reports from his generals 
would produce his watch and say, “I 
will give you a minute.” And it was 
likely to go hard with the officer who 
did not observe the Imitation. To his 
staff the Duke of Wellington was al- 
ways more or less._n sphinx. A nod or 
a shake of the head was often the only 
response they could get from him, and 
when once he was asked what he con- 
sidered the best equipment of a com- 
mander he answered, “A long head and 
a silent tongue.” 

Yon Moltke almost rivaled Wallen- 
stein In taciturnity. He never opened 
his mouth if a gesture would suffice, 
and when the news was broughDto 
him that-the French had declared War 
he simply sald to the ald-ie-camp, “ 
ond pigeonbole on the right, first tler,” 
and turaed round to sleep again. But 
he had said all that was necessary, for 
in the pigeonhole indicated were com- 
plete plans for the campaign which 
closed in brilliant victory. Von Moltke 
used to say that one verb in the Ger- 
man language was worth all the oth- 
ers put together, and that was “thun” 
—“to do.” 

The worst thing his enemies could 
say of President Grant was, “He won't 
talk because he has so much to con- 
cceal,” and yet it was precisely in this 
silence that Grant's real strength lay. 
His orders and dispatches were the 
briefest ever penned, and when once a 
charming young lady playfully asked 
him why he would not talk to her be 
answered, “My dear, don't you know 
that silence Is one of the greatest arts 
of conversation?’ 

But It has been the same In all ages. 
Charlemagne was a perfect miser of 
words, holding, with Confucius, that 
“silence is a friend that will never be- 
tray;” Hannibal was a “man of mono- 
syllables,” and Julius Cesar was nick- 
named by his soldiers “The Oracle.” 

Even great statesmen and writers 
who cannot suffer from any lack of 
words have often been among the most 
reserved of men. Of Addison, Jobn- 
son says, “Of his external manners 
nothing ia so often mentioned as that 
timorous or sullen taciturnity which 
his friends called modesty by too mild 
a name.” According to Chesterfield, 
be was “the most timorous and awk- 
ward man I ever saw,” and even Ad- 
dison himself, speaking of his own 
deficlency In conversation, used to say, 
“I can draw bills for a thousand 
pounds, though I haven't a guinea in 
my pocket.” 

Dryden was unutterably dreary as a 
companion. “My conversation is slow,” 
he once wrote, “my humor saturnine 
and reserved, and I am none of those 
who endeavor to break jests in com- 
pany and make repartees.” And Shad- 
well tells how he once dined with Dry- 
den, nnd from the beginning to the end 
of the meal the poct “never opened 
his lips except to eat.” 

Thomas Carlyle was a “hoarder of |. 
the gold of silence” and would sit for 
hours, pufting away at his plpe, with- 
out uttering more than a grunt or @ 
gruff monosyllable. = Leigh Hunt, his 
nelghbor and intimate, once wrote to 
a friend: “Have just spent a pleasant 
hour’ with Carlyle. When 1 went in-ho 
growled, ‘Halloa; bere again! and at 
parting he snapped out, ‘Good day! 
and that {s the sum ef the conversation 
he honored me with.’ But bow elo 
quent* bis silence is! I just sat and 
looked at Lith and came away sthength- 
ened for fresh struggle.” billets

If 
ont employee ts pressed for time 
at a certain moment, why cannot 
another employee, who happens to 
be Idic just then, give him’ a help-. 
ing hand! Some officials seem to 
forget that thelr time belongs to 
the city and not to themselves, and 
therein, I think, lies the crux of 
this matter. While two officials are 
pdisputing as to who should per- 
form a trivial duty the work  re- 
mains undone.

’ Whe letter which we publish. this 
week from Mr, C. E. Carbonneau, in 
connection with the Gold Stun Co,,

They cléthe themselyes in reindeer 
skins. In fine-weather they wear the 
hatr outside, and when it is wet the 
tunic is reversed. This ‘interesting race 
.4s gradually dying out owing partly to 
the scourge of smalipox which makes 
ravages among them and also {o their 
‘fondness for raw spirits, which leads 
to degradation and misery, as the 
Russian merchants take advantage of 
this to cheat: them when bartering for 
valuable skins and -walrus teeth. In 
fact, to such an extent do these traders 
dupe‘them that tho Samoyeds some- 
times are reduced to'a state of famine 
and have recourse to cannibalism. This 
seems to account for the name Samo- 
yed, which was’ given them by the 
Russians, and which signifies in thelr 
langunge self eating. Every year in 
mid-Lent these queer looking people 
travel down in thelr reindeer sledges 
from Archangel to St. Petersburg and 
take up thelr abode temporarily on the 
frozen river Neva, where they build 
thembelves circular huts composed of 
a framework of poles, over which are 
stretched reindeer skins.

queens, or mother bees, from eggs or 
very young brood that.would in the 
ordinary course produce workers, 
which are nevters, or undeveloped fe- 
males, 

If by any chance a queen Is killed or 
lost the whole colony would perish 
were it not fog this wonderful pro- 
yiston of nature. Much perturbed at 
frst at their loss, the bees after some 


hours settle down and deliberately 


build a pear shaped structure known 
as a queen cell, This is much larger 
than an ordinary cell, rough, irregu- 
lar and strong. 

In this the selected eggs, or larrx, 
are lavishly supplied with “royal jol- 
ly." which {s highly stimulative and 
in which the baby queen literally floats 
during ber period of growth. The re- 
sult is that certain organs and pra- 
ties which remain dormant in a work- 
er bee are perfected, and the new 
queen hatches out in about fifteen 
days, or six days sooner than the 
workers.—London Answers,

BRANTFORD'S ELECTRIC LIGHT 
PLANT I5 DEMORALIZED. 


Brantford, Ont., March 15.—Tho city 
is in darkness to-nizhi. The cause 
oF the iroudle bs a collapse of power 
at the clestric plaut, which supplies 
Iyght for the city. The energy is pro- 
duced by the waier of the canal, 
which runs from tbe Grand River to 
Mohawk Lake, a Stretch of throo 
miles, in the course of which zhero Ls 
a tall of 33 feet. The plant of the 
soulpany is situatad near Mohawk 
Lake. Last night it Was -discovered 
that muskrais had berrowed through 
tho embankment skirting the lake, 
and the water of the canal, Instead 
of flowing to the company’s plant, 
was flooding yacant {fllds, und 
Ahreatcnng to submerge the T, H. 
aud B. Railway tracks, which are ad- 
jacent. - < 

At first the break was only four {cet 
wxic and was olght (cot below the sur- 
face of the water. The earth continued 
to give way, and finally the em- 
caved in, tearing a breach 
two feet wide and fifteen feet deep. 
All the surrounding property was 
swamped, : < .

It frequently happens that the doc- 
tor has occasion to probe a wound or a

He 
opens his case of instruments, He 
takes out a Jong, slender silver or hard 
rubber rod which is from six to ten 
inches long, with a smooth, round end. 





Some of them are as small as @ darn- | 


ing needle, Others are as large as a 
pencil. 

Watch the doctor closely when he 
takes this probe and attempts to use it. 
If he does not take the precaution to 
clean it, stop him. Don't allow him to 
touch your sore with it. He hag been 
using it on some one else and may pol- 
son you If you allow him to use It, 

Call his attention to the fact that he 
bolls an instrument when he operates 
on any one, and he should ao boll bis 
Probe before he uses it on you either 
for a sore or wound. Make him do it. 
Tell him you will furnish him with hot 
water, and he can dip it in it and clean 
it carefully before he uses it. 

Otherwise he will use it on you and 
slip it back in bis surgical case and 
use it on the next person. In this way 
be scatters infectious dirt. 





ORIGIN OF ORATORIOS,

They Were First Introduced Im the 
Sixteenth Century, 

St. Philip de Werl, a Florentine 
priest, born 1515, first introduced dra- 
matic services In bis oratory. In order 
to draw the young or careless to 
eburch he and others who followed his 
lead bad bymns, psalms and spiritual 
songs or cantatas sung either in cho- 
Tus or by a single favorite voice es spe- 
cial attractions.

Tobacco Smoke and the Blood, 

Two or three mouthfuls of tobacco 
smoke from a cigarette were shaken up 
with a few drops of blood diluted with 
water in a bottle. Almost immedistely 
the blood assumed the pink color char- 
acteristic of blood containing monoxide 
gas, and further observations with the 
spectroscope confirmed the presence in 
the blood of carbon monoxide, §jmilar- 
ly a few mouthfuls of smoke from a 
pipe and a cigar were tried, and the re- 
sults were even more marked. In this 
experiment we have some explanation 
in particular of the evil effects of ciga- 
rette smoking, for it is chiefly cigarette 
smoke that is inhaled, an indulgence by 
which the polsonous carbon monoxide 
is introduced directly into the blood, 
This effect of tobacco smoke upon the 
blood appears to us to be of consider 
able significance.—London Lancet,

It §8°atetéd’Toat the Russians are 
again negotiating for the purchasy 
of Welsh coal, and it is rvportod 
from Hamburg that Russia is trying 
to place contracts with -German 
shipyards for several new torpedo 
boat destroyers to be delivered this 


According to a despatch from Ant- 
werp to The Daily Telegraph, Rus- 
sin has acquired twenty largo Ant- 
Wworp transport atcamers and has in- 
sured each of them for $250,000. 

A Toklo correspondent of The 
Times says that the Russian ond 
the Japanese scouts are now scpar- 
ated only by the River Chengcheng, 
Just north of Anju. The despatch 
adds that the foreign correspondents 
will keave for the front cither on 
March 20 or 23, but their destina- 
tion is still unknown. 


A Times’ corfesponacit at Wel-Hai- 
Wei, cabling under yesterday's date, 
soys: “I arrived at Pingyang Inict 
March 15, and proceeded to Chin- 
ampo. Navigation was difficult, 
owing to the drift ice. I found an- 
chored there both war vessels. and 
transports. Disembarkation has 
been difficult, but the Japancse 
have. brought all necessary applian- 
tes. Pontoon jetties have been built 
and extend for hundreds of yards, 
and the transports brought their 
own landing barges."* 

The correspondent describes the 
landing movements and the disposal 
of the forcea with some detail, and 
says: ‘Despite the terrible weather 
the infantry marched 25 miles daily, 
each man carrying nearly 100 
pounds. It was a severe test, but 
they did well. Covered by this force, 
a larger force is now disembarking 
within easier distance of the Japan- 
ese objective, while preparations are 
reported to be proceeding at the 
only practicable port on the cust 
coast of Corea.

Tom Hood, and prebably. few wives ‘ 
have better deseryed such homage, says 
the Chicago Chronicle. “You will 
think,” be wrote to ber in one of bis 
letters, “that I am more foolish than 
any boy lover, and I plead ghllty, for 
never was a wooer’so young of heart 
and so steeped in love as I, but it is a 
Jove sanctified and strengthened by 
long years of experience. May God 
ever bless my glarling, the sweetest, 
most helpful, angel who ever stooped’ 
to bless a man!’ Has there ever, we 
wonder, ved a wife to whom a more 
delicate and beautifal tribute was paid 
than those verses of which the burden 
is, “I love thee, I love thee; 'tis all that 
Ican say?’ | 

“I want thee‘much,” Nathaniel Haw- | 
thorne wrote to his wife many years 
after his long patience haa won for 
him the flower “that was lent from 
heaven to show the possibilities of the 
human soul.” “Thou art the only per- 
son in the world that ever was neces- 
sary to me, and now I am only myself 
when thou art within my reach, Thou 
art an upspeakably beloved woman.” 
Sophia Hawthorne was little better 
than a chronic invalid, and it may be 
that this physical weakness woke all 
the deep chivalry and tenderness of the 
man. And he reaped a rich reward for 
an almost unrivaled devotion In the 
“atmosphere of love and happiness and 
inspiration” with which his delicate | 
wife always surrounded him. ! 

The wedded life of Wordsworth with } 
his cousin, “the phantom of delight,” 
Was a poem more exquisitely beautiful 
than any his pen ever wrote. Mrs. 
Wordsworth was never fair to look 
upon, but she had that priceless and 
rarer beauty of soul which made her 
life “a center of sweetness” to all 
around her, “All that she has been to 
me,” the poet once sald in bis latter 
days, “none but God and myself can 
ever know,” and it would be difficult 
to find a more touching and beautiful 
picture in the gallery of great men’s 
lives than that of Wordsworth and his 
wife, both bowed under the burden of 
many years and almost blind, “walking 
hand in band together in the garden, 
with all the blissful absorption and 
tender confidence of youthful lovers. | 

It never needed “the welding touch 
of a great sorrow” to make the lives 
of Archbishop Tait and his devoted 
wife “a perfect whole.” Speaking of 
her many years after she bad been 
taken from him, he sald, “To part from. 
her, if only for a day, was a pain only, 
less Intense than the pleasures with 
which I returned to her, and when I 
took her with me it was one of: the 
purest joys given to a man to watch 
the meeting, between ber and our chil- 
dren.” 

When David Livingstone had passed 
bis thirtieth birthday, with barely a 
thought for such “an indulgence as 
woolng and wedding,” he declared bu- 

orously that when he was-a ilttle 
less busy he would send home an ad- 
vertisement for a wife, “preferably a 
decent sort of widow,” and yet so un- 
consciously near was his fate that only 
a year later he was introducing his 
bride, Mary Moffat, to the home he had 
bullt, largely with bis own hands, at 
Mabotsa. From that “supremely hap- 
py hour’ to the day when, eighteen 
years later, he received her “last faint 
whisperings” at Shupanga, no man ever 
had a more self sacrificing, brnve, de- 
voted wife than the milssionary’s 
daughter. In fact, they were more like 
two happy, light hearted children than 
sedate married folk, and under the 
magic of thelr merriment the hard- 
ships and dangers of life in the heart 
of the dark continent were stripped of 
all thelr terrors. 

Jean Paul Richter confessed that he ' 
never eyen suspected the potentialitics 
of human happiness until he met Caro- | 
Nhe Saye, “that sweetest and most 
gifted of Women,” when he was fast ; 
approaching his fortieth year, aqd that ;

faration that “Richter is the purest, the | 
hollest, the most godlike man that lives; ; 
© © © to be the*wife of such n man 
is tho greatest glory that can fall to a 
woman,” while of bfs wife Richter 
once wrote, “I thought when I married 
her that I had sounded the depths of 
human love, but I have since realized 
how unfathomable is the heart in 
which 2 noble woman has her shrine.”

How shall one’ determine bow much 


| food to eat?” Too much mystery. has 


been thrown ‘about this subject. Let 
your sensations decide. It must be kept 
in mind that the entire function of di- 
gestion and assimilation is carried on 
without conscious supervision’ or con- 
cutrence. It should be entirely unfelt 
unknown, excepting by the feeling 
of bien etre which accompanies and 


-follows its normal accomplishment. 


Satiety is bad. It implies a sensation 
of fullness in’ the region of the stom- 
ach, and that means that too much 
food has been taken. The exact cor- 
respondence jn a healthy animal be- 
tween the appetite and the amount of 
food required is extraordinary. As a 
rule, the meal, unless eaten very slow- 
ly, should cease before the appetite is 
entirely satisfied, because a little time 
is required for the outlying organs and 


‘tissues to feel the effects of the food 


that bas been ingested. If too little bas 


“been taken, it is easy enough to make 


{t up at the next meal, and the appe- 
tite will be only the better and the food 
more grateful, S 

No one was ever sorry for having 
voltintarily eaten too little, while mil- 
lions every day repent having eaten too 
much, It has been said that the great 
lesson homeopathy taught the world 
was this—that whereas physicians had 
been in the habit of giving the patient 
the largest dose he could stand, they 
have been led to see that their purpose 
was better subserved by giving him 
the smallest dose that would produce 
the desired effect. And so itis with 
food. Instead of eating, as most Peo-, 
ple unfortunately do, as much as they 
can, they should eat the smallest 
amount that will keep them in good 
health.—Roger 8.

Claimed, Of course, everyone knows 
how Russia yearns to establish a 
foothold in India; how she longs to 
destroy British prestige in Persia, 
and how she pants to spread her in- 
fluence seuth, through China and 
Thibet, to Afghanistan. But we -do 
not know any of theso things be- 
cause Russia told us of them. 

The British have always differenti- 
ated between Russia and the Rus 
sian people, and it is Russia that 
they mistrust. For the Russians, 
the common peoplo, who are little 
better than slaves, according to 
Anglo-Saxon ideas of liberty, Eng- 
lUshmen have always had sympathy, 
But the Russia 
that has made Siberia notorious, 
that conquered Finland and Poland, 
that spreads her police spies over all 
the world, and that menaces India, 
ts auite abother Russia, {hdeed, 
This is tho Mussia that ts at 
with Japan, the Russia that Britai 
is always watching. One reason why 
this fceling should exist more in 
England than jn any other European 


*! country {s to be found in the fact 
i that London has always been a city 
of 


refuge for the persecuted. All 
sorts ef agitators, Finns, Poles, and 
Jews, congregate there; escaped 
Nihilista make it ‘their headquarters. 
In such numbers do they come that 
their influence is. beund to be felt in 
London. These agitatora or patriots 
(whichever they are) aro always ¢ry- 
ing out against Russia. Many of 
them are ablo men, cultured incn, 
and Englishmen who come in con- 
tact with them are prone to accept 
their interpretation, of the word 
Russia. For fifty years or more this 
anti-Russian movemont has been 
gathering strength. In itself it might 
never be serious, but added to real 
grievances it has had a powerful cf- 
fect on the mind of the average Bri- 
ton. 

Had it not been for this senti- 
ment, Great Britain could nover 
havo been dragged into her first and 
last open clash with Russia in the 
Crimea, This war, which did not 
really concern Greut Brituin in the 
first place, was chiefly of France's 
making. But the British Minister at 
Conatantinople, Lord Stratford, had 
@ personal gricvance against tho 
Czar (who had refused to receivo 
him at St. Petersburg), and his 
private animosity prompted him to 
take an anti-Russian attitude. Tho 
war grew out of a petty religious 
Squabble between Franco and Russia 
regarding the custody of some holy 
places in Jcrusalom. It resulted in 
Russia demanding that the Sultan 
of Turkey recognize Russia ag the 
Protector ef the Greek Church in 
Turkey. All tho powers agreed to 
this, but Turkey, encouraged by 
Lord Stratford, refused. Suddenly 
the Porte ordered all Russians out 
of his dominion, and followed this 
edict up by attacking some Russian 


troops. Russia retaliated by de- 
BStroying the Turkish fect at 
Sinope. This engagement, which had 


somo of the feuturea of a massacre, 
so aroused British public opinion 
that the Ministry was forced into 
tho arena, and Britain became the 
ally of France. 

In 1856, tho very year when peace 
was restored, the Shah of Persia, 
thinking Britain was sufficiently on- 
gaged in the Crimea, seized the City 
of Herat, on Itussia’s advice, thus 
committiag an overt act of war. The 
expedition of Sir James Outram- 
quickly cured Persia of her love of 
fighting. Then for a few’ycars no 
oftcnsive move was made by Russia, 
Bue in 1870 instigated by Bismarck, 
She abrogated the treaty by which 
the Crimean War had been settled, 
and began fortifyiag the Black Sea, 
Britain protested, but was not will- 
ing to go to war, especially as Ger- 
many supported Jlussia, and France- 
lay prostrated at the fect of her 
conquerors, So nothing came of tha 
protest, and Itussia carricd her 
point. 7 

Not long after this, Russian’, in- 
trigue at Cabul brought on the war 
with Afghanistan, in whith Lord 
Roberts so distinguished himself. 
The Czar’s policy was to establish 
himself in this ‘buffer State,” and 
use it as a base by which he might 
penctrate India, and gain an outlet 
to the sea. In the years which have 
elapsed this policy has not changed. 
Russia, the great land country, 
needs, above everything, southern 
ports, and south-eastern ports. Bri- 
taif'’s policy has beon to keep Rus 
sin isolated, to seal up the Bear in 
his cavern. This, too, is’ the prin- 
ciple for which her stout little ally 
Japan has gone to war, E

In addition, of 
course, the full postage and register- 
ed charges must be paid,- Coins, ar- 
ticles of gold and silver, precious 
stones, jewelry and other articles of 
value must be put in strong boxes in 
accordance with directions furnished 
by Vostmasters. Envelopes with 
black or colored borders may not be 
used for registered “or insured Ict-

London, March 18,—Tho Duke of 
Cambridge died peacefully at Glou- 
cester House at 10.35 _yesterday 
morning. ‘The aged Duke has been 
confined to his house for some wecks, 
but until compelled to take to his 
bed he was about with his accustom- 
ed activity, being, as was his cus- 
tom, a constant attendant at func- 
tiong of a national or charitable 
character. 

King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
were constant visitors to the sick 
room, and yesterday afternoon visit- 
ed Gloucester House and tendered 
personn! condolences.” 

The title of Duko of Cambridge 
died with the late Duke, his sons 
being born of a morganatic mdr- 
riage, and his death also places at 
the disposal of the King a field 
inarshal’s baton, as well as an Order 
of the Garter. 

It is expected that the remains of 
the Duke will bo buried at Kew. A 
imposing mllitary display will be 
made at the funeral. 

Mis Career. 

UU. R. H. George William Frederick 
Charles, accond Duke of Cambridge, 
Earl of Tipperary and Baron of 
Culloden, a Prince of the United 
Kingdom, Duke of Brunewick-Lane- 
burg, K.G., K.T., K.P., otc., was 
born at Hanover on March 26, 1819. 
He was tho son of H. KR. H. Adol- 
phus Frederic, tenth child and 
seventh son of King George HI., and 
sixth brother of the Duke of Kent, 
the father of the late Qucen Vic 
toria. Her late Majesty and the first 
deceased Duke of Cambridge were 
thus first cousins. 

In 1837 the Duko became a colonel 
in the British Army, and succeeded 


! his father, the first Duke of Cem- 


bridge, in 1850. Before bis suce-s- 
sion he married morganatically, M.s6 
Louisa Fairbrother, a burlesque ac- 
tress, who died in 1890, by whom 
he had two sons, Rear-Admiral Advoi- 
phus Frederick Fitzgvorge, born _ in 
1836, and Col. Augustus Charles 
Fitzgeorge, born in 1847. A mor- 
ganatic marriage is a German in- 
stitution, not specifically recognized 
in Great Britain, and is expressly 
entered into as such on account of 
the lower rank of tho wife; it is 
Jawful wedlock and renders tho child- 
ren legitimate, but excludes both 
them and their mother from any 
claim to the father’s rank or in- 
heritable property. In the case of 
the late Duke his marriage was a 
happy one, and his wife stood on 
terns of.intimacy with and wis 
highly respected by, tho late Queen. 
im the Crimes. 

In 1854 the Duke was raised to 
the rank of major-general on his op- 
pointment to command the two bri- 
gades of Highlanders and Guards, 
united to form the first division of 
the army despatched to tho Crimea, 
and served at the battles of Alum, 
Balaklava and Inkerman, and at the 
siege of Sebastopol, for which he re- 
eclved the medal with four clasps 
and the Turkish medal. Made a gun- 
eral in 1856, he virtually acted as 
commander-in-chief of the Britixh 
Army, an appointment — formally 
sanctioned at n later date and sub- 
sequently perpetuated by letters pat- 
ent in 1887. ‘That position he held 
till 1895, when it came to an end 
with the schome of army reform put 
in force in that year. 

During his tenure of office he was 
mado Coloncl-in-Chief of the Royal 
Artillery and Royal Engineers 
(1861), and in the following year 
was raised to the rank of Field 
Marshal. He was also a Ficld Mar- 
shal in the Prussian Army, president 
of the Royal Military College at 
Sandhurst and of the Royal Mili- 
tary Academy at Woolwich, and 
ranger of the London Parks,

NUTS. 
at Sys. ig 
Am Ingustry, That Closes California 
no . , Country Schools, ¥ 
_ The first English walnut orchard in 
California was planted with seed from 
the Los Angeles mission gardens; where 
the padres had started a few trees with 
nuts brought with them from Spain. 
The undertaking. was a success from 
the first, and the ficreage of walnuts 
has: steadily increased. The walnut 
tree’s early age of bearing, its long life 
and the steady demand for its product 
tend to make the enterprise desery 
popular, , ; Se 
The walnut tree begins to bear when 





six or seven years old, and nothing is} 
known definitely of its age limit of 


bearing. Fabvious atories are told of 
trees in Spain one or two centuries old 
bearing, ormous crops, The oldest 
trees in California are still bearing, but 
deductions from the short history al- 
ready made show that the tree is in its 
prime from its twenty-fifth to its thir- 
tleth year. Fifteen hundred pounds of 
nuts to the acre is a good average yield, 
making seventy-five pounds the average 
weight from one tree. ; 

The harvest time begins about the 
middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks, The nuts begin to fall with 
the leaves, and the perfect cultivation 
under the trees leaves no chance for 
them to lose themselves among clods 
or weeds. The brown dead leaves 
alone hide the nuts. Under.normal con- 
ditions they drop free from the outer 
husk, or hull, through {ts irregular 
bursting, and getting the nuts picked 
up is a simple matter. Sometimes the 
trees are well irrigated just before bar- 
Vest time to insure the clean dropping 
of the nuts. 

Boys and girlg men and women, Jap- 
anese and Chinese, are all pressed into 
service, and om hands and knees the 
gteat orchards are gone ever, not once, 
but several times, on account ef the ir- 
regular ripening of the nuts, The trees 
are occasionally shaken during the sea. 
son to loosen the auts, and before the 
last gleaning they are “poled” to start 
the very tardy ones, This is done by 
long, coarse bamboo poles, whose light 
weight makes them easily handled. 

In certain rural districts the public 
schools close regularly fer a “walnut 
vacation.” The help of the childron fs 
needed, and the children are nothing 
loath to replenish their diminish 
Purses. Pails, cans and gunnysacks a: 
scattered among the pickers, and when 
the bags are full they are carried to 
the drying grounds, where they are 
spread out on slat trays to dry.—Re- 
view of Reviews.

FISHING IN FORMOSA. 


Whelr Reds Seperd, but Their Hooks 
Are Without Barbs, 

Three of us, two Americans and one 
Japanese, started out in jinrikishas 
from Taipeh, the modern capital of 
Formosa, or Taiwan, to go to the house 
of a wealthy gentleman about eight 
miles up the river which runs through 
the valley of Taipeh. The way led 
through a beautiful and fertile country, 
the valley covered with the second crop 
of rice and the hills with the famous 
Formosa tea shrub. After luncheon 
and after photograpbing some head 
hunting savages wo found there we 
Proposed to fish for salmon trout at an 
altitude less than 250 feet abore sea 
level and in latitude about 24 degrees 
40 minutes north, practically in the 
tropics. The temperature of the stream 
was about 70 degrees or higher, and the 
water was well acrated, This stream, 
from 60 to 100 yards wide, Js clear and 
full of rapids and riffies. 

We used Japanese tackle—horschair 
Mne and horsehair leader, the latter 
consisting of one strand only; a bamboo 
tod and a most delicate palmer tied on 
a smal] barbless hook. The rod is de- 
cidedJy good and, weight for weight, 
fs stronger and a better caster than 
our jointed rod. It rarely weighs over 
four ounces (mine welghed about two), 
but the line is practically worthless for 
casting as we understand the term. 
The ny Is perfect, but the hook lacks 
strength, and the fish when hooked 
may easily detach himself in a current 
or an eddy or by fouling the linc. We 
all know how it is done from our expe- 
rience with pin hook and thread in 
the brooks at Lome, % 

The Japanese, however, have another 
method of fishing which may be as new 
to some of our readers as it was to me. 
It is quite successful. They catch one 
fish in any way they can and then 
fasten the line securely through its 
upper jaw, passing it through the roof 
of the mouth and out at the top of the 
upper’ jaw well in front of the eyes 
and then attach through the body of 
the fish not far in front of the tall a 
horsehair to which is tled a three 
pronged barbless hook, which trails in 
line with the fish and a few inches be 
hind, while it is slowly worked up the 
stream by the Aisherman, The theory 
is that other fishes, seelng the captive 
moving along as though feeding or per- 
haps spawning, will pursue it and be- 
come impaled on the hooks. In point 
of fact that does happen, as I saw a 
Chinaman take two fine trout in this 
manner, 

Our success with the files was poor. 
We got thirteen or fourteen fingerlings, 





-but we Baw the fish we wished to iden- 


tify caught in fairly good numbers by 
the Chinese fishing with decoys. .

italian Fired Revolver Ghot With 
Deadly Effect. 








J. Meechan, C.F. HB. Biremaz, Lost His Life 
White Attacking Store of the Fraiter- 
_ @F at Pert Arthur—Attacking Party 
_ Was Intexicated and Used Bad aad 
Jesulting Lasgesge—ltalian Was Bad- 

ly Beaten. * 


~ Port Arthur, © March 19.—An 
Italian named Donato is in jail here 
on a charge of murdering J. Mcechan, 
C.P.R. fireman, of Fort William, 
According to John Beyers, carpent- 
cr, who was employed in the shop, 
a number of young’ men went to ‘Do- 
nato’s fruit and confectionery store 
on Water stroet. They were intoxi-. 
cated, acted disorderly and attempt- 
ed to get at the money till. Mrs. 
Donato, who was in charge.of the 
store at the time, ordered the men 
out. They left, but two of them, 
Meechan, who was killed, and H. 
Lancy, went back a few minutes 
Jater. ‘They became noisy, and, it 
is said, used some ~ filthy language 
to Mrs. Donato, who screamed, and 
Donato, who was at the rear of the 
building, rushed in. He requested 
the men td get out, and told them 
that he would not have such lan- 
guage used in his house. 
Streck the Italia. 

Mcechan then struck Donato in tho, 
face with his fist, and Lancy ran 
over to assist his companion, and 
kicked Donato a number of times in 
the stomach. The Italian was get- 
ting badly beaten, when three other 
Italians who were in the store rush- 
ed to his assistance. They foreed 
the men out of the store and braced 
themselves against the door. Meech- 
aun and Laney made desperate ef- 
forts to get in, breaking one of the 
windows. Donato then, acting un- 
der excitement, ran and got a re- 
volver and fired, one shot going wide 
and the second striking Meechan in 
the breast. It is supposed that 
Meechan had his arm up, endcavor- 
ing to protect himself os the bullet 
went through the fleshy part of the 
forearm, After being shot, Mecchan 
walked to Busquet’s corner, about 
fifty yards distant, when he toppled 
over into a ditch and dicd in a fow 
seconds,

Donato, when he.perceived the en- 
ormity of the crime he had commit- 
ted, ran up to the police station and 
met Chief of Police Nichols just as 
he was coming out of the station, | 


and said: “‘l am the man you are 
after; I did the shooting.”” He was 
taken into the’ station, where he 


produced the revolver and handed it 
over to Nichols. It was a .32_cali- 


bre, and two shots had been fired 
from it. Laney, sometime during 
the fracas, received a stab in tho 


abdomen, inflicted, it is thought, by 
one of the Italians with a knife. He 
was taken to Dr. McCrady’‘s office, 
where his wound was attended to. 
He is not injured seriously. 
Mob Was furieus, 
Shortly after the shooting, hun- 
dreds of infuriated people crowded 
around the store, and for some time 
it looked bad for the prisoner, and 
it was thought the mob would cn- 
deavor to raid the ‘police station 
and lynch Donato, As soon as pos- 
sible he was conveyed to jail. 
Meechan'’s body was taken to the 
morguc. 
George Did the Killing. 


St. John, N. B., March 19.—The 
inquiry into the death of Millie Gee 
Was concluded yesterday afternoon, 
The jury brought in the following 
verdict: *‘That the death of Millie 
Gee was caused by a rifle shot Wound 
inflicted by George Gee."" It is likely 
that the preliminary examination of 
Gee will take place at Woodstock to- 
day.

dim city of the mist must wind 
round and round the longest spiral 
Staircase in the world. At the low 
iron door which brings you to its 
foot the staircase appears te be one 
unending iron thread, up in- 
to darkness, and it is not until the 
visitor has gazed at it awhile that 
there breaks at the top, 350 feet 
abeve him, a bluo light no bigger 
than a man’s hand. 

If the distant ray of light, losing 
itself in utter darkness a little way 
down the tower, does not unnerve 
him, the climber winds round the 
spiral staircase a dozen times, and 
finds himself, almost: tired, on the 
frst foor. He is in a room over 50 
feet square, an in this grand 
apartment he will pause to reflect 
upon the splendours of the Victoria 
Tower. 

The tower has a weight of 30,000 
tons, and it helps us to realize its 
grandeur and strength if we refcct 
that its building was in progress for 
all but twenty years. The Londoner 
who went abroad for a year in the 
forties or the filtics came home to 
find that the new tower had rison 
not quita eight yards in his absence, 
and so, at the rate of 23 {cet a 
year, the Victoria Tower grew, from 
1842 until it was completed. 

It has within it over 140 separate 
rooms, each one fireproof, each 
containing the precious Stata papers 
which tell the story of England and 
ita Kings. Divided into eleven 
floors, all save two with sixteen 
rooms, the tower is a miracle of 
construction, How Uttle the Lon- 
doners, who gazes at this splendid 
pile, imagines that at the top of it, 
on the 11th door, works @ powerful 
steam engine, It is its work te haul 
up through the well of the spiral 
Staircase, the bundles of State pap- 
ers, delivering them on the floor 
where they may be required, and it 
is a wonderful sight to seo this huge 
narrow passage throb, as it were, 
with busy life. It is a wonderful 
sight, indeed, when thé engine is not 
at work, The spiral staircase, 
stretching from the ground to the 
top, apparently without a single 
support, and looking like one long 
thin line of iron-work which the least 
over-balancing would bring clatter- 
ing down, is one of the engineering 
marvels of our day. In reality it is 
held in its place by wrought-iron 
rods hanging from each floor through 
which it passes, but the rods are 
not readily visible to the cye, and it 
needs a more than ordinary nerve 
to scale this fragile staircase to the 
greatest height in London. 

Yet this suspended Jacob’s ladder 
has its own magnificent reward for 
those who climb it to the top. If 
ono has enthusiasm to spare for ar- 
chitecture, the Victoria Tower has 
enough of the architect’s genius to 
engage him for much longer than he 
will be able to stay. But it is the 
viow of London from the top which 
will appeal to him who is neither 
architect, artist nor antiquarian, 
The great city-tfeg doep below like 
& toy world—"‘like\a diminished and 
smoky model ef sel,’’ wrote a 
climber néarly half‘a hundred years 
ago. 

Even half-way up the tower Lon- 
don seems/a dwarf city as you walk 
around fhe arcade above the first 
ticr of windows, an arcade with mas- 
sive pillars and enormous: arches, 
and as wide as some of the strects 
you dimly see below. But the roof 
is the treasure of the tower. Built 
as lightly as could be, consistent 
with its safety from the wind, it 
weighs, nevertheless, 400 tons, The 
little parapet, looking like a speck 
of stone from Parliament Square, is 
16 feet high, Tho lions and crowns 
are taller than a man, and the gilt 
tops to tho four turrets are iron 
crowns, & fect across and a ton each 
dn weight. The gilt railing at the 
top is G feet high; the four lions 
which guard the cornerg are 20 {ect 
high./ From these corners rise four 
arched  butteresses of cast iron, 
forming the centre into a crown 39

ire Club Juncheon on ‘The Fatuous 
{Fesolense of the Young Canadian.’ 
‘The -World reported it as {pllows: 









(the glories of the Empire Club thet 
it als fitted by ite organization for 
ithe beginning and ending of those 
family which make ‘home 
life dear, He would not scorn thd 
Kangaroo, nor contemn the Afri- 
‘eander, nor dilate upon the imbecil- 
ity of the British, but wished to call 
their attention to ‘‘the fatuous inso- 
Tence of the Canadian.’’ . 

There were two elements in tho 
Bational question. The fixed one was 
Canada; the variable, the Canadian. 
They had many books on the mak- 
era and bullders of Canada, some of 



















somo almost paid for, but while the 
older part of Canada had been made 
and ro-made, conquered and recon- 

quered, there had never been made a 
conquest of Canada. They had only 
hacked and whittled at it. It was a 
proof of the singular things which 
men took pride in to hear people 
glorying in the boast that the 
Northwest could support fifty mil- 
Mons, - when the scanty popufation 
there looked like tacks on a map 
which hold it to the wall. The 
wealth and resources of Canada, the 
locked storehouss of nature,. were 
the ultimate prize of the ultimate 
masters of the world. They were 
famillar with a native wine sort of 
ecstacy over the hyphenated This- 
Caneda-of-Ours, its forests of im- 
memorial age, and its business meq 
of stmilar antiquity, but the day of 
the young country, which was to be 
mothered and nurtured, had gone! 
and there was not a man in Canada 
who would not back his opinion 
against that of any Englishman. 

Cavada Had Assumed Insclence, 

Inspired by tho heroism of a fow 
of us at Paardeberg, Canadians had 
taken on tho first requisite of a 
great nation—insolence. ‘There werd 
two kinds of insolence—the benign 
and the malignant; the sustained 
and the fatuous. When Napoleon 
moved with 200,000 men at Jena 
he exhibited the sustained variety. 
In popular language. he had tho gro« 
cerles. When another Napoleon in 
1870 tried to movo with 850,000 
men he presented an example of the 
fatuous kind. The French had not 
Batoche and Paardebere to anjmatd

tle fights 

Great Need ef Carefulsecss. 

It was unnecessary to point out 
the reasons for carefulness in face of 
this growing insolence, When a man 
thinks he can fight you need not go 
to Woodbridge Fair to arrive at the 
result. The same warriors that had 
been filling us with post-prandial 
valor have also been spreading 
abroad the glory of our possessions, 
There are our glorious forests, which 
we are too stingy to cut; our un- 
wrought mines, which we make a 
protext for selling each other worth- 
less stocks; our boundicss granaries, 
which somebody else will make 
haste to get us a tenant for if we 
cannot fill them ourselves. We have 
{immense resources and nothing to 
defend them with. Since 1812 we 
have had complcte peace and have 
forgotten the source of it, which 
was that nobody knew we had any- 
thing worth stealing, Manchuria 
had drawn the attention of brass- 
knuckled peace, the emperor of the 
double-headed vulture. In an um 
guarded time Christian nations had 
Icarned of the timber and coal and 
arable land {n Manchuria, and we 
know the result. Russia had more 
regiments {n Manchuria than Cana- 
@a had companies in the Dominion. 
We have been foolish enough to 
“show our wad,” and now we must 
Protect ft. 

Mow England Might Loce. 

We relied on England, but in a sea 
Bight of five or six hours England 
might lose the command of the sca 
for six months. No nation would in- 
vade Canada with less than Afty or 
a@ hundred thousand men, and they 
would not give us time to prepare 
as tho British did the Boers. In 
1895 the Boera were in the samo 
state of fatuous insolence which we 
now displayed. Every Boor was a 
heaven-born rife shot. Instead of the 
two million dollars Sir Fredorick 
Borden gpoke of spending they had 
spent two million pounds. They had 
a riflo for every man.’ We had 40,- 
000 for two millions. 

Greece, to whose military prepara- 
tions in 1897 our own bear a singu- 
lar resemblance, had a navy and.a 
toy-army. But they had nothing 
ready, as Canada has nothing ready. 
If wo had a war we should be brenk- 
ing into the stores for sporting rifles 
as the Grecks did. He supposed La- 
rissa was Helenic for Ridgeway. 
They might say the Greeks wero du 
generate; but give Lord Kitchener 
the Grecks and tho money and ho 
would take Constantinople with tho 
Greeks as he took Khartoum with 
the Egyptians. 

Hind a Cafe Politician. 

Tho Greeks had a sort of cafo poli- 
tician | who was omniscient, who 
tulked of the indomitable cotrage of 
their ancestors and bragged of Mara- 
thon, which was a freo translation 
of Paardeberg. Our climato did not 
permit of cafe politicians ‘like the 
Greeks, but we had dining clubs {nu 
which tho national glory was vaunt- 
ed amid thunderous applause of our 
own making. That sort of great- 
noss. fecds upon itself. Something 
practical was needed. If Sir Fredere 
ick Borden had made {t ton mil- 
lions and got the job done some 
time ago, we should now have more 
land and less Alverstonian patron- 
are.

It is safe 
to say that he never took enough 
interest’ {n public affaira to run for 
any office m tho gift of a munici- 
pality. Had he dono so he would 
have been defeated. Ho lived his 
long lifo in the past, in the com- 
pany of that famous host of Eng 
lish authors whoin he loved so well. 

Brother eof Yamoud Judge. 

His tasto for literature was in 
herited fairly enough from a long 
Hino of ancestors, who handled tho 
goosequill with somo facility. His 
father, Sir James Stephen, was the 
author of @ serics of essaya on ec- 
Clesiastical biography, and his 
grandfather had also published mat- 
ter of a more or less fugitive char- 
acter, His brother, James Fitz- 
james Stephen, inherited the literary 
sense too, and was a prolific writer, 
though more famous as a lawyer. 
Later he was made a judge and 
knighted, and was considered one of 
the most notable figures on the Bri- 
tish bench. He was the judgo who 
Sentenced Mrs, Maybrick, and was 
the centre of one of tho fiercest con- 
troversies in the past quarter of a 
century. After his death Leslie pre- 
pared his blography, and in it de- 
fended his. brother with skill and 
eloquence from the attacks made on 
his conduct of that famous case. 

Mditer of Ce:nks31. . 

Leslie Stephen was born fn Ken- 
sington, on Nov. 28, 1832, and re- 
ceived his education at Eton, King’s 
College, London, and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He took his B.A. 
in 1854, and his M.A. three years 
later. For several years he was a 
fellow and tutor of Trinity, but in 
1864 went to London and embarked 
on tho sca of Iiteraturo. In 1871 he 
becamo editor of the celebrated 
Cornhill Magazine, which had prob- 
ably as many famous contributors as 
Qny magazine before or since. Step- 
hen hold this position fer 11 years, 
and in that time had come in con- 
tact with the greatest English writ- 
ers of the period. Ainong his friends 
ho could number Hardy, Stevenson, 
Norris, James Payne, Henry James, 
Russell Lowell, and a host of others. 
As @ youth he had been on intimate 
terms with the Mnacaulays, James 
Spedding, Sir Henry Taylor, and 
Nassau Senior, while Tennyson, 
Dickens, and ‘fhackeray wero illus- 
trious members of various little cir- 
cles in which he was made welcomo. 
At the home of the editor of the Pall 
Mall Gazotte he met Harrict Marion 
Thackeray, younger daughter of the 
novolist, and her he marricd. Sho 
died in 1878, and Jater he wedded 
Julia Prinsep Duckworth, whose 
dcath occurred about nino years ago. 

Mie Great Werk, 

In 1883, Leslie Stephen, then 50 
years old, began the work on which 
his fame must rest. Tho desiro pos- 
sessed him to prepare a biographical. 
dictionary § of his famous country: 
mon, *‘to carry a causeway through 
the vast morass of antiquarian ac- 
cumulation,” and to this task ho ad- 
dressed himself. He did not pretend 
to write all these biographies him- 
self. Ho was to bo merely tho cdi- 
‘tor, but, as a matter of fact, tho 
great share of the burden fell on 
his own shoulders. Ho {issued twen- 
ty volumes of tho Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography, and then, his 
health failing, he called “to assist 
him Mr, Sidney Lee. In collabor- 
ation they got out five more vol- 
umes, and thon Mr, Stephon resigned 
the monumental task to tho capable 
yhands of Mr. Lee, who has continued 
at the helm-eyer since Anyono who

Wilt Not Be Ezact, 


There will be no inclination here to 
weigh the gain and loss to tho con- 
tracting particn in any very exact 
balance. If France gains positively 
hr territory, Britain gains negatively 
in the removal of French treaty and 
other rights which fettered her free- 
dom of action and caused many anx- 
ious diplomatic moments. Britain 
secures a great direct . advantage 
for Canada which will facilitate also 
the rounding off of the Dominion by 
the inclusion of Newfgundland. Both 
countries reap a vast benefit in the 
consolidation of friendly feeling al- 
ready so auspiciously initiated and 
in the creation of joint interests and 
mutual reciprocatibn, which must 
tend in the ‘future to a closer co-op- 
eration and support in the forcign 
policy of the nations. Incidentally, 
too, it puta an effectual spoke in the 
German diplomatic wheel by secur 
ing the preacrvation of absolute neu- 
trality in the pending castern strug- 
gle. Any hopes Germany cherished

Southampton, March  21.— The 

American Line steamship New York, 
Capt. Young, from.New York, March 
12, for Plymouth, Cherbourg © and 
Southamptos, met with two mis- 
hapa yesterday, grounding off Cape 
Ia-Hague, France, in the carly 
T™orning, and later coming into col- 
lsion in the English Channel with 
the Peninsular and ‘Oriental steam- 
ship Assaye; under contract to tho 
British Government, and used as a 
troopship. The Agssaye was bound 
for Bombay with 500 troops. 
The New York grounded; while ap- 
Proaching Cherbourg at 2.30 o'clock 
yosterday morning during a fog. The 
sca was smocth and the tide rising, 
and an hour and a half after sho 
grounded the vessel was floated with- 
out assistance. Her bottom was 
damaged and there waa water In the 
hold, but she was able to procecd. 

During the voyage up the channel a 
dense fog descended. When off Hurst 
Castle, England, the Assaye suddcn- 
denly appeared, and it was {ound 
imporsible to avoid a collision. The 
New York’s bow crashed into the 
Assayo’s starboard bow, tcaring a 
great gap in that vessel. Tho New 
York’s bowsprit and figurehead were 
Carried away and the latter was 
smashed into fragments. There was 
great excitement, but no panic on 
elther veesel. The boats of the As- 
Saye were lowered and the troops 
Were mustered, but the bulkhead of 
the troopship saved her. 

Both veascls were able to enter 
Southampton, and the New York 
Was docked at ¢.30 o'clock for tem- 

y ropairs. Nobody was injured. 

t will be impossible to estimate the 
damage to the New York until she 
has been put into dry dock. It is 
believed that both vessels have been 
father seriously {[njured. Another 
tr6opship will replace the Assaye. 

When the New York grounded at 
Cape La Hague, the passengers who 
were asleep hardly felt the shock. 

James Sellers, a passenger, says 
that 1.30 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, while he was at luncheon, 
there was a gtating noise followed 
by a tremendous shock. Everyonc, 
he says, ran to tho deck, and it was 
found that the New York's bow was 
firmly fixed in the" side of the As- 
gaye. Mr. Sollern was close cnough 
to observe the marvelous discipline 
aboard the troopship. Not a second 
was lost, and there was no sign of 
hurry, and, while the boats were 
befhg* prepared for launching the 
Soldiers were mustered with the pre- 
cision of an ordinary drill. 

“‘As the vessels parted,”’ concluded

Commissiened to kill one another. 
War is a grave trench dug with 
bayonets. _ War! It is the most 
brutal, the most fiendish, the most 
terrific, tho most blasting curse of 
the agos. We have the right to hate 
it with am intense hatred and to 
Pray that the Prince of Peace may 


give us more antipathy to it and a 


more intense horror of ths awful 
suffering and death that it entails. 
t though war ts an awful inter- 
Rational curse there have been occa- 
sions when men have entered the 
army and have gone to tho battle- 
Geld from conscientious motives. 


There have been cascs, as every stu- | 


dent of history knows, when it- has 


become a sacred duty for the redress - 


of wrong or for the defence of the 
home for the patriotic citizen to 
take up arms. Christ himself recog- 
nized the fact when ho said, ‘I came 
Rot to send peace on the carth, but 
® sword.”’ So it has come to pass 
that his followers have at times, 
with sore reluctance, but under 
stern senso of duty, engaged in war. 
Unhappily, too,-they have been found 
in hostile camps, as in our own Civ- 
{l war, when good Christian me 
conscientiously followed the Confed- 
erate flag, as others equally conscien- 
tious followed the Union flag. 

It is proper and right at certain 
timos and sedsons for good men to 
go to war, if they go with the right 
motive. Tho qualities which go to 
make up a good and a brave soldier 
are those which should characterize 
@ good Christian. The couragé and 
self-sacrifice and devotion to a right- 
eous cause which have been display- 
ed in the field are needed [nthe 
Christian's daily life. Therefore, 
Paul aptly and Powerfully uses the 
figure of my text for a gospel com- 
parison. He is practically saying to 
young Timothy: ‘‘Look upon your 
Christ as a great leader and gener- 
al. Enlist in his service. Implicitly 
obey his orders. Charge in Christ's 
name if the order is given you to 
charge. Do sentinel duty and trudge 
weary marches if that is your order. 
Be ready to fight on battlefield, or 
starve in trench, or suffer In hospi- 
tal, as duty may command.”" All 
young people are delighted with a 
military parade. Let me 
sermon recount for you how a gos- 
alia need should obey Christ's bugle 
call. 

What does it mean to be a gospel 
soldicr? First and foremost, to take 
tho oath of enlistment. The difference 
between an army and a mob, the 
difference between a collection of men 
governed by one brain, ruled by one 
voice, directed by onc order, and a 
lot of men running hither and thith- 
er like a flock of sheep, or frighten- 
ed, stampeding cattle, doing as they 
will, ia the difference between the 
oath of enlistment and no oath. Be 
fore a man takes the oath of enlist- 
ment he fs a free man. After he 
takes the oath of enlistment he is 
no longer an independent individual- 
ity. Ho is a soldier, subject to the 
soldier's orders, and is liable to be 
shot if he deserts or disobeys his su- 
perior officers. The oath of enlist- 
ment practically says: ‘I will, if ne 
cessary, lect others do my thinking. 
I will go where I'am told to go, 
and do what I am told to do.”* 
Oath. of enlistmént is more binding 
than bands of stcel. 

What ‘is true in reference to the 
English soldier or the French  sol- 
dier or the American soldier is truco 
of the gospel soldier. You cannot 
do effective servico as a soldicr of 
Jesus Christ unless you_ publicly 
give to him your oath of enlistment. 
And when you once do give that 
oath then you are no longer your 
own “master. When you become a 
Christian soldier or a Christain 
sailor you must first tako your 
oath of enlistment and then always 
be “waiting orders."" In the pub- 
lic church aisle and by the table of 


thé holy communion you give epens ahead and do your work. 


testimony of your purpoBe to sur- 
render your will to the Divine will. 
You must say, ‘I am ready O 
Christ, to do what thou wilt have 
me to do, and go where thou éom- 
mandest me to go."* 

What docs it mean to be a gospel 
soldivr? To be assigned to some 
distinet part of some distinet com- 
mand in the great Christian army, 
following the standards, of Jesus 
Christ. To have an individual place 
reserved for you in the gospel ranks, 
where you are to fight for the 
church militant, as cach private 
American soldier during the Civil 
war had a place rescrved for him 
in the ranks, whether he belonged to 
the cavalry or the artillery, the jn- 
fantry or the engincering corps. As 
a militafy organization of a great 
aggregation of individuals, so the 
success of the army depends upon

Each American soldier always had

trooper of the Tenth Cavalry fight- 
ing by the side of his white men. 
When the lieutenant asked the black 
man why he was there he replied, ‘‘I 
have lost my command, and so, sir, 
if you will, I would like to fight in 
your company.” The permission was 
given, That night, when the colored 
soldier was about to hunt up his 
command, he asked the lieutenant to 
give him a note te his captain to 
Prove that he had been im battle and 
hot skulking in the rear. The next 
day, when going over the field hunt- 
ing for his dead and wounded, this 
Same licutenant found -upon the 
bloody Geld the same colored troop- 
er, mortally wounded. The colored 
Soldicr beckoned to the lieutenant to 
Jean over hinr. Then the dying man 
whispered: ‘“fake that note and give

But the 
gospel soldier must be a regularly 
enlisted man, dotailed for work to 
some one Bible. class. to some one 
Sunday achool, to some one prayer 
meeting, to some one church. A gos- 


| pel soldier is a Christian who obeys " 


‘ orders. How can you obey Christ's 
| orders unless you have taken your 
individual place in the gospel ranks 
of Christ's great army, called the 
church? 
The true gospel soldier always 
* considers the posts of danger the 
Posts of honor. He waats to hear 
the singing of the shells, even though 
that martial song may have to be 
accompanied by hia owm death rat- 
le. 
Posts of danger and difficulty are 
always posts of honor in the army. 
And yet te hear some Christian sel. 
| diera talk you would suppose that 
the posts in Christ's army whero 
there are difficulties are the posts to 
be avoided or deserted. Even some 
of the ordained ministers of Jesus 
Christ feel that way. ‘‘Oh," says a 
visiting clergyman, ‘‘I am so dis- 
couraged, Why, there has been aoth- 
ing but friction and treuble in my 
church ever since I came to it. The 
people have fought aad misrepre- 
sented «wry minister who ever oc- 
cupied this pulpit, and they have 
{ been finding fault with and misrepre- 
senting me. I am so discouraged. , I 
wish God would find me another 
, Place.’ Well, my brother, I confess 
you are having a hard time of it, 
I cunfess that some churches have a 
bad record. I know of one church 
that for ferty years has mado its 
chief fame on breaking down its dif- 
ferq@pt ministers.

And why should we all endure 
hardness as good soldiers of Jesu 
Christ? For two reasons. First, be 
cause it is possible for every privat 
as well as Christian. oficor to re 
ceive the Highest of all soldier’s re 
wards. What is the highest? Yes, 
the very h 2. We have read hos 
the Duke of Marlborough was honor 
ed. Not only was he created a duke, 
byt on a it ef the Blenheim vic 
tory Parlfament voted him the mag 
nificent manor of Woodsteck and hii 
royal mistress gave him $1,000,000, 
We have read how Arthur Wellesley 
was raised to be Duke of Waterloo 
Lord Roberts, recently the command 
er of the British forces,~ and Vis 
count Kitchener wore raised to thi 
peerage for their services rendered 
to the British Crown. But all these 
offeringa and honors, these dignities 
and fame, given by a grateful cour 
try to faithful sons, will be as noth 
ing compared to the test gift 
which is given to a Christian sol- 
dier, The gift which is the smile ol 
approbation frem a loving Divine 
Commander. The ‘‘Well done!” 
which goes to the Christian hero o! 
the name of Adoniram Judson. The 
“Well dane!’’ which is given to the 
humble servant girl aad to the 
humble clerk and te the humble 
nurse and to the humble missionary, 

But why, again, should we all cn- 
dure hardness as good soldiers ol 
Jesus Christ? Bécause in so doing 
we are fellowing his blessed example. 
He whe spared not himself, but suf- 
fered freely for us, has the right te 
expect fortitude from us, From none 
of us does he ask such service as he 
himself rendered to us. When the 
army ef Alexander the Great was 
pealing a noted mountain pasa the 
strength ef the soldiers became ex: 
hausted. Many threw themselves 
upon the greund to die, The great 
commander saw the condition. He 
did not curse or upbrald. He quict: 
ly dismounted from his war charger. 
He threw aside his heavy cloak. He 
lifted a private soldier’s pickaxe, 
then vigorously went to work dig- 
ging away at the ice. His soldiers 
saw him. They knew he was as tired 
as they. Then they jumped to thcir 
fect. By the power of a brave ex- 
ample they arose and went again to 
‘work, and again won a now victory. 
Christian soldiers, wherever we go, 
we can ‘find our Divine Leader 
ahead. Our backs may ache, but he 
is carrying our burden of sin. Our 
feet may grow tired, but from his 
feet and hands and head and heart 
are flowing streams of blood. In 
olden times a soldier was said to 
hava gathered an armful of pointing 
spears and pressed them into ~ his 
own breast, that over his. prostrate 
body his comardes might find a 
breach in tho encemy’s ranks and 
charge to victory. So over Christ’s 
body we may win eternal life. And 
here and now upon the foundation 
stones of a Christ’s mausoleum may 
we build the great ‘‘white temple’ of 
a Christian soldier’s sacrifice.”’

NEW FISHING REGULATIONS. 





Cleese Season Fer Biack Mass and Mas- 
kinonge Extended. 


Toronto, March 22.—As uw result of 
& conference between S. T. Lastedo, 
Deputy Minister of Fisheries, and 
the Dotninion Government, a number 
of new regulations governing fishing 
in Ontario and border waters will 
bo formulated. A new regulation 
will immediately be put in force 
preventing any speckled trout caught 
in Ontario bwing taken outside the 
Provinces, Tho salo of spuckled trout 
will also be prohibited. The number 
of black bass that may be taken by 
one person has been reduced from 
twelve to eight, and the size in- 
creased from 10 inches to 12 inches. 
Whitefish and take trout of less 
than 2) pounds cannot be taken, 
Yellow perch of 9 inches may be 
taken in the Great Lakes, and 7 
inches elsewhere. 

‘The legal length of maskinonge has 
been made 380 inches, and nothing 
can bo taken under this. No yellow 
pickerel under 15 inches, no bluo 
pickerel under 10 inches, and no 
sturgeon under 36 inches. 

The closed season for black bass’ 
and maskinonge will be from Jan, 
1 to June 30, The close season for 
pickere) will be from Jan, 1 to May 
18. Fishing in Lake Erie from Nov, 
15 to March 15 will be stopped, 
providing the State of Ohio adopts 
a similar regulation, *

Protection Vor Investers.

It 
disassociates the borrower from 
Partnership in these companics, and 
Protects the investors who are led 
into enterprises which promise homes 
on impossible terms. 

Mr. Downey commended the At- 
torncy-Gencral’s cffort to remove tho 
gtiovances existing. Since the in- 
spector of insurance had formulated 
bylaws for the government of these 
companies, a number of them had 
gone out of business.

While the bill was good, it might go 
further by providing that the bor- 
rower may bo permitted to pay off 
his obligations as soon as he wants 
to.

Selemn Milltsry  Dieplay—Reyalty, 
Nebdility ned Famous Soldiers resent, 


London,- March 23.—The Duke of 
Cambridge was buried yesterday uf- 
ter a funeral such as has been ac- 
corded to no English soldier since 
the death of the Duke of Wellington. 
King Edward, Queen Alexandra aud 
nearly all the members of the royal 
family, representatives of forcigu 
monarchs, a majority of the nobil- 
ity, the diplomatic corps and repre 
sentative British subjects of all 
walks in life, attended the impres- 
sive national service at Westrninster 
Abbey. Thereafter the body was tak- 
en to Kensal Green Cemetery and 
buried. Thousands of troops imarch- 
ed through and lined the strocts. 

Among tho principal mourners were 
Admiral and Colonel Fitzgeorge, tae 
late Duke’s sons. Beside the coffin 
stood five ficld marshals, Welselcy, 
Ifaines, Roberts, Norman nud Wood, 
who, with a score of other famous 
British goncrals, acted as pallicar- 
ers.

The Termites, or White Ants, Are 
the Greatest Egk Ynrers. 

There is infinite variety In the num- 
ber of eggs laid by different animals, 
the general rule being that those high- 
est in the scale of life are least prolific. 

Among vertebrates fish are the most 
prolific. ‘Trout and salmon average 
1,000 eggs to every pound of weight 
Buckland reckoned the roe of a half 
pound herring at 19,840, of an elght 
pound turbot at 385,000 and of a thirty 
pound cod at 5,000,000, while the stur- 
geon has more than a-third of Its | 
weight ready for the toothsome caviare. 

Mollusks vary in their powers of re- 
production from thirty to fifty at a 
time in snails, to the thousands of the 
whelk, while the spat of some reaches 
2,000,000. It is among Insects that atu- 
pendous numbers appear, reaching a 
climax in the termites, or white ants. - 
The queens of these are egg laying 
machines of the most astonishing fe- 
cundity. They become huge cylindrical 
packages, 2,000 times their usual size, 
chained to one spot, The laying at 
the rate of sixty egos a minute, or 80,- 
000 a day, reaches probably in two 
Years the enormous total of 50,000,000!

For his service the 
bulldog now wears the Quecn’s

The History ef Hospitals Begins 
With the First Century, 

The temple at Epidaurus was found- 
ed by Antoninus Pius at the end of the 
first century A. D. in honor of Zstn- 
lapius, Homer’s biamcless physician, 
Beyond the sacred inclosure was a 
bullding for the reception of the sick 
and dying, which Strabo describes as 
& place renowned for the cure of all 
diseases, always full of invalids and 
containing votive tablets descriptive of 
cures, 

About 390 A. D. a hospital was found- 
ed by Valens and richly endowed by 
him at Ceesarea, and another at Rome 
by Fabiola, a wealthy Roman widow, 
for the reception of the sick poor, 

Baall 1s said by Gregory, the pres- 
byter, to have bullt a large hospital 
for lepers with money collected for the 
Purpose, The Hotel Dieu in Paris, 
founded in the seventh century, and 
two founded in 1080 by Lanfranc, 
archbishop of Canterbury, were both 
connected with monastic establish- 
ments. Bartholomew's, 1547, and St.

Steambeat Inspection Act. 

Ieighton McCarthy Introduced a 
bill to amond the steamboat inspec- 
tion act. The object of the amend- 
ment is to increaso the standard of 
engines, so that American engincers 
on American tug boats which como 
over here will have to qualify beforo 
filling positions, to the exclusion of 
duly certified Canadian engincers.

The Alleged Cigarette Evil. 

A score of members of the .Wo- 
menjs Christian Temperance Union 
sat in the Speaker’s Gallery and 
listened to the debate on a motion 
proposed by Mr, Maclaren of Hunt- 
ingdon, favoring a ‘bill to. prohibit 
the importation and sale of cigaret- 
tes." E, B, Osler, combating the 
charge that cigarette smoking is a 
fruitful cause of indigestion, politely 
intimated to the Indies that moro 
indigestion is caused by bad cooking 
than by tho cigarette. He advised 
then to devote their energy to tho 
bome._and to the schoo}, through 
which more good could be accom- 
plished) than by efforts to obtain! 
legislation, and somewhat similar 
views were expressed by the Prime 
Minister, who did not forget to re- 
mind the fair of the land that cook- 
ing is a highly important requisite 
in feminine accomplishments. 

Sir Wilfrid Lauricr stated: that 
the resolution went altogether too 
far. It had yet to be shown that 
cigarette smoking is injurious to 
grown-up people, and to pass legis- 
lation that would reach where thery 
is no evil would not be advisable. 
He unceremoniously threw the ques- 
fon of tho cigarette cvil on the leg- 
islators, to whose sphere he said the 
question belonged. 

R. L. Borden, while not at all 
unsympathetic with the movement 
for the suppecasion of the cigarctto 
evil, did not think that the Icgisla- 
tion proposed would strike at tho 
root of the evil. 

By a remarkable coincklence, the 
hour of the 6 o'clock intermission ar- 
rived just as the House exhausted 
its supply of eloquence, Members 
were therefore spared the great Joy 
of recording their vote in a division, 
and Mr. Maclaren’a resolution gocs 
to the foot of the list of public bills 


and orders. It may be resurrected 
this session, but the chances are 
against it.

PASSED TO THE BEYOND 


Sir Edwin Arnold, Author of the 


Light of Asia, Dead. 





Continued Mis Literary Labers Until Al- 
most the Day of His Death—Suffered 
¥rem Partial Paralysis During Resend 
Years—Fer Thirty Years Member of 
Leaden Dally Telegraph Staf—Henors 
Conferred Upea Him, 


London, March 25.—Sir Edwin Ar- 
nold, K.C.LE., C.S.L, poet, orients 
alist and journalist, dicd here yes- 
terday morning in his 72nd’ year. 
Although suffering of lato years frown 
Partial paralysis, his condition did 
not become critical until last weck, 
when he gradually lost strength. He 
had a serious felapse early yesterday 
morning, from which he did not ral- 
ly, and passed peacecfu'y away at 
10.30 o'clock. 

Sir Edwin Arnold was born at 
Gravesend on Junc 10, 1832, and 
was the second son of Hobert Coles 
Arnold, J.P., of Whartons, Fram- 
field, Sussex. Educated first at 
King's school, Rochester, and King's 
College, London, he passed to Uni- 
versity College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated with honors in 1854. [n 
the previous ycar he won the Newdi- 
gate prize for the best English poem 
on ‘The Feast of Delshazzar,"’ thus 
following in the footsteps of another 
and greater poct of the Victorian 
age—Alfred, Lord Tennyson. Upon 
his graduation he became master of 
King Edward's school, Birmingham, 
but in 1856 proceeded to Indian as 
principal of the Government Deccan 
College at Poona, Bombay, where 
he remained till 1861. It was this 
appointment which turned his at- 
tention to oriental literature and 
philosophy, and purticularly to tho 
life and teaching of the great Indian 
prophet, Buddha, The results of 
these studies bore frult in his trans- 
Jations from the Sanscrit and in his 
Indian = pocms—parttcularly = ‘*The 
Light of Asia’“—an cpig of the 
Buddha, which has enjoyed a large 
tneasure of popular favor, and of 
which over one hundred editions 
have appeared, 

In 1861 Arnold returned to Eng- 
land and became a member of the 
Staff of The London Daily ‘Tele 
staph, with which he remained as- 
Rociated for upwa of thirty 
years, his editorial “Contributions 
alone totalling 8,000 columns. It 
was his orientally flowery and pic- 
turesque style of writing that pro- 
voked so much mild fun and apt 
parody at the hands of his contem- 
porary brethren and became widely 
known as *“Telegraphese.”” But his 
articles inet the public taste and 
were quite a feature of the great 
daily whose pride it was to boust 
of “the largest ¢girculation in the 
City of London,” till younger and 
more lively sheets pushed it from its 
throne. 

It was in 1879 he issued ‘*The 
Light of Asia,’* perhaps hia best, 
certainly his most widely-read book. 
Among the rewards it brought him 
was one from the King of Siam, one 
of the heads of the Buddhist falth, 
who appointed Sir Edwin an officer 
of tho Order of the Whito Elephant 
and grand commander of the Crown 
of Siam, Otber of his works doaling 
with his Sanscrit studies are ‘The 
Indian Song of Songs,”’ ‘‘Sadi in 
the Garden,’* ‘“Tho Song Celestial’’ 
and “‘Tho Light of tho World,”* 

In later life he visited Japan and 
became an enthusiastic admircr of 
the land of the Chrysanthemum, and 
his earnest advocacy no doubt tend- 
ed to create the sympathetic at- 
titude adopted by the British peo- 
ple towards the Britons of tha East. 
In due course he was made~s mem- 
ber of the Order of thé Rising Sun 
of Japan, and furthor cemente}i the 
bond by marrying.{ in 1897, en 
troisieme noces, Miss\Tama Kuroka- 
wa of Sendia, Japan. Sir Edwin 
was married first in /1854 to Kath- 
arine Elizabeth, daughter of the 
Rev, Theo. Biddulph. Sho diced in 
1864 and his second wife, Fannie, 
daughter of the Rev. W. H. Chan- 
ning of Boston, Mass., died in 1889. 
Sir Edwin was a many-sided man, 


even in his recreations, describing 
himself as sportsman, yachtsman, 
traveler and ‘cyclist. Tho inate 


Queen Victoria, on the occasion of 
her proclamation as Emprese of In- 
dia, named him a companion of the 
Order of tho Star of India, and in 
1888 created him a Knight Com- 
mander of the Indian Empire. * 

Sir Edwin continucd his literary 
labors until almost the day of his 
death, his last article being one con- 
nected with the Russo-Japanese war. 
Carrying his oriental ideas with him 
to the last, his-body will be cre- 
mated In accordance with his own 
wishes,

LUNAR SCENERY. — =. 


Its Appearance Proves the Moons 
Lack ef Air and Water. 

It is by indirect methods of observa 
tion that scientists learn of the ab-. 
sence of atmosphere in the moon, 
There are various arguments that can’ 
be adduced, but the most conclusive is: 
that obtained on the occurrence of ~~” 
what Is called the occultation of = % 
star. It sometimes happens that the 
moon comes directly between the earth 
and a star, and the temporary extinc- 
tion of the Jatter is an occultation. We 
can observe the movement when it 
takes place, and the suddenness of the’ 
extinction of the star is extremely re- 
markable. If the moon had a copious 
atmosphere, the gradual interposition 
of this would produce a gradual ex- 
tinction of the star and not the sudden 
phenomenon usually obserred. 

This absence of alr and water frons 
the moon explains the peculiar ang 
welrd ruggedness of the lunar scenery. 
We know that on the earth the'actiom 
of the wind and of rain, of frost and of 
snow is constantly tending to wear 
down our mountuins.and reduce their 
lard outlines, but no such agents are:

Question By Majer Clark Ealivens Legis- 
lative Session Devoted Almost Whelly 


Delivers An Appreciation ef the

Toronto, March 25.—Major Hugh 
Clark of Centre Bruce enlivened tho 
last moments of a dull session of 
the Logislature last night by ~pro- 
fecting the following query before 
the adjournment: ‘‘As a ‘follower of 
his on this particular question, E 


tends to introduce his 
Bil?" 

Amid great laughter Mr. Ross re- 
plicd: ‘‘I will be delighted to inform 
my followers at tho carlicst possible 
moment,’” 

“It is a source of gratification to 
me,’" spoke up Mr. Whitney, ‘‘to no- 
tice that-ns tho years go on and our 
physical powers grow less, the Pro- 
mier remains ever tho same: My 
honorable friend will go down in 
history as the most unique persop- 
age in tho civilized world, able to 
get up hero year after year and re- 
,peat amid jeers and laughter this 
long-continued, never-ending comedy 
connected with his treatment of a 
gteat moral question.’ 

Taxation Proposals. 

Almost the whole of the afternoon 
Was spent in a consideration of the 
Taxation Dill. When tho clause re- 
ferring to tho rate of interest to be 
charged on arrears of taxes, ' which 
{s fixed at 10 per cent. was reached, 
Mr. Whitney, Mr. St. John and oth- 
era thought it should be 6 per 
eent.; but the Attorney-General back- 
ed up by members on both sides, 
insisted on 10 per cent., and after a 
protracted debate tho clause was Icft 
over. 

A clauso was added that assess- 
ments made under the old law will 
still be binding when the new act 
comes in force Jan. 1, 1905. Tho 
clause Is necessary in cities like 'To- 
ronto, where it will not be possible 
under the now regulations to pre- 
pare this year the assessment for 
1905, In cities like Toronto the act 
will not come into force until 1906. 

Business Tax a snag. 

During the evening session the 
committee went to the end of the 
bill =without encountering any 
trouble, and then turned back to 
some clauses on which there is much 
difference of opinion. The business 
assessment Was the first snag. Dr. 
Lachner did not sey the necessity for 
the clause taxing liquor shops, as 
the Premier had assured the temper- 
ance people that this class of busi- 
ness was going to be wiped out. The 
House indulged in a broad and aud- 
ible smile at the Premier's expense 
at this remark. 

Mr. Rickard moved an amendment 
that coal, wood and lumber be put 
on a 25 per cent. basis. This would 
be a littl: more than these merch- 
ants are paying now. 

Qppesed ton Change. + 

Mr. Hoyle said the committee was 
unanimous on this, for the reason 
that the premises occupied by coal 
merchants are comparatively  inex- 
pensive, 

T. H. Preston said several of the 
Special Committee thought the tax 
should be on 100 per cent. basis. 

The Attorney-General said lumber 
should not be classed with coal and 
wood. » There might be ground for 
complaint so far as coal and wood 
dealers are concerned, 

Mr. Whitney said he had not heard 
any dissatisfaction with tho bill. He 
did not know that it was perfect by 
any means, but if they began to 
make changes, there was no telling 
whero they would stop. nd 

Col, Matheson declared the  busi- 
ness tax Was a makeshift, and he 
read some Icttera showing the hard- 
ships that would have to be borno 
by some classes ,of business under 
the act. ‘ 

Mr. McKay would not vote to 
change the clause until he was con- 
Vincod that the 50 per cent. basis 
would be a hardship on the coal 
dealers of Toronto. It might bo ad- 
visable to make {ft apply to cities 
over 60,000, 

If there was to bo an exception in 
the capo of coal dealers in Toronto, 
why not for printers and publishors?

Ottawa, March 25.—Particulars of 


the two deposits mado by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Company 


were supplicd by the Minister of Fi- 


nance in’the House yesterday. . The 
deposit under the amended — agreo- 
ment was tnade'on March 9 last. It 
receipt 
issued by the Bank of Montreal, cer- 
tifying that there has been deposited 
in the bank by or on behalf of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway Com- 
pany the sum of $5,000,000, which 
sum the bank agrees to account’ for 
without interest, to the Ministcr of 
Finance and  Heceiver-General, six 
calendar months’ notice to be given 
of withdrawal. 

A previous deposit was made for 
the same purpose on Dec. 17, 1903, 
in London by the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way Company. It consisted of a 
certificate for one million «pounds, 
four per cent. guaranteed stock of 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company, 
with an endorsement that the stock 
had been allotted subject to the 
condition that unless such allott- 
ment Was sanctioned and approved, 
by a general meeting of the com- 
pany, the allottment was to be null 
and void. The certificate was not 
approved. and accepted by anybody 
on behalf of the Government. 

The certificate for ono million 
Pounds Grand __ Trunk guarantoed 
stock is still on deposit. It has not 
been released, but will be now that 
a cash deposit has been substituted 
for it. The deposit under tho agree- 
ment was to bear interest at the 
rate of 4 per cent.) Dut as tho com- 
pany’s arrangement with the bank is 
for a deposit without interest, no in- 
terest will be paid by tho Govern- 
ment. 

Pablie Werk Estimates. 

The pubjic works estimates under 
civil Government were considered in 
Committee of Supply last night. An 
effort was made by the Opposition 
to secure from Hon. James Suther- 
land a clear statement as to those 
branches of the Public Works Do-

RIVALS FUK KENT CANAL. 





Port Hepe and Trenton Submit Evidence 
te Transpertation Cunimittes. 


Poterboro, March 26.—Port ~ Hopo 
and Trenton, the rivals for ‘the 
outlet of the Trent Canal, submitted 
evidence before the ‘Transportation 
Commission at its session “yesterday 
morning. Both were agreed upon the 
importance of the canal as a nation- 
al waterway, by which the products 
of the west could find outlet. and 
that it should be completed as carly 
as possible. 

Port Hope claimed that no thor- 
ough independent survey of their 
route had ever been made for en 
cight or ten-foot canal, such as they 
deemed necessary to meet the re 
quirements of trade, and held that 
tho route was cheaper, quicker, safer 
and more direct from Georgian Bay 
than any other. 

Trenton, on the other hand, ar- 
gued that the open lake in which 
the canal would open at Port Hopo 
was dangerous to barge navigation; 
that there would be no power dc- 
velopment: on that route; that the 
loss of water by percolation and 
evaporation would be considerable, 
and that the natural course of tho 
river was the only proper ono to 
take. 

Evidence was taken from repre- 
sentatives of Barric, Orillin and 
Belleville, establishing the fact that 
the canal would be a great regula- 
tor of freight rates. effecting a sav- 
ing of large amounts to cach muni- 
cipality in the item of coal alone, 
and that it would encourage indus- 
trial development.

Gppesition Bpenkers Oppese Appelnt- 
ment ef o Canadian of a General Of 
eer Commanding ef the Militia—Sir 
Feederisk Borden Gives Considerable 
Information Cencersing Amendments 
te the Militia Act. 


Ottawa, March 26.—Sir~ Wilfrid 
Laurier informed the House yester- 
day that on Monday he’ would lay 
on tho table of the House the cor- 
respondence between the Government 
and tho Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way Company. He also stated that 
the resolution ratifying tho Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway contract 
would be made the first order after 
the introduction of bills on Tucsday, 
April 5, and so continued until fin- 
ally disposed of. 

The Militia Act Bilt. 


Col. Sam Hughes took strong 
ground in opposition to the provi- 
sion in the bill to amend the Militin 
Act qualifying a Canadian officer for 
the position of G.O.C. He held, and 
several other members of the Op- 
Position agreed with him, that there 
is no reflection on Canadian officers 
in the present law which makes the 
position of general officer command- 
ing, open only to officers of the 
British army. It was wholly a 
question of experience, they argued 
and Canadian officers could not pos- 
sibly have the experience of British 
army officers. 


Impatation Against Canadiase, 


Sir Frederick insisted that the 
present regulation is a distinct im- 
putation on the ability of the Cana- 
dian officer. It specifically dis- 
qualified Canadian officers for the 
position of G. O. C., und the Minis- 
ter of Militia energetically argued 
that the highest military post in 
Canada should be within reach of 
competent Canadian officers. He ad- 
mitted the correctness of the Op- 
position’s argument that under the 
present law a Canadian officer may 
qualify for the position of G.O.C. by 
taking a course in the British army, 
but this was a roundabout course, 
which should not bo imposed on of- 
ficera in our own militia, 


Question of Salaries. 


In moving the resolution, tho Min- 
ister of Militia said he had decided 
to move the director-general of ord- 
nance from the civil to the military 
side, his salary remaining at $3,200 
Yer year, the sane as that of — the 
adjutant-general and quartertmaster- 

+ general. 

Col, Hughes declared that $6,000, 
the salary of the general officer com- 
manding, was grossly inadequate. It 
was, he said, not more than half the 
amount paid to G.O.C.’s in some of 
the lesser colonies. ~ The adjutant- 
general of England received $12,000 
a year, and a major-gencral $7,000 
and upwards. 

haggests Sir Percy Giroward, 

“I suggested the other day,”" said 
Col. Hughes, ‘‘that Sir Perey Gir- 
ouard, a Canadian, would make a 
good G.O.C, for this country. 1 for- 
got at the time that Sir Percy 
Girouard receives a salary of. $20,- 
000 a_year,” or three and a half 
times what the G.O.C. receives in 
Canada."* 

Col.’ Hughes said surely a military 
expert at the top of his profession 
deserved more than 36,000 a year. 
“Don't be afraid of the men behind 
you who are kicking,’ said the 
colonel, * addressing himself to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. **If you take up this 
question of better pay for the gen- 
eral officer commanding the militia, 
the country will stand by you.’* 

Sir Frederick Borden said it Was 
not fair to compare salarics in - Ca- 
nada with salaries in England, since 
in England a major-general would 
have hundreds of thousands of ncn 
under his command. It was also to 
be remembered that the G.O.C, in 
Canada receives traveling oxpenses, 
including trips to and from Eng- 
land. 





Ne Canadian Ponalon. 

Mr. Clarko asked if there were any 
provisions for pensioning the G.O,C, 
Sir Frederick replicd that there was 
no pension except that provided for 
the G.O.C. as an officer of the Brit- 
ish army. If a Canadian officer were 
appointed to that position, provi- 
sion would be made for him In the 
way of a pension. If he were a young 
active man he might be given a po- 
sitian on the staf of the Imperial 
forces. This could be done by a ‘sy8- 
tom of exchange of officers. At pre 
sent tho commandant and four pro- 
fessors of Kingston Military College 
are officers of the British army. ‘The 
G. O. C., the quartermaster-gencral 
and tho chicf of the Intelligence De- 
partment are also British army offi- 
cers. 

Weuld Be Accepted. 

It had been represented to the 
British authoritics that qualified Ca- 
nadian officers nhould be given an 
equal number of positions in thy 
British army. This offer was likely 
to be accepted.

Mefased to Engage Hussian Yieet—Rus-

St. Petersburg, March 28.—Vicc- 
Admiral Makaroff, commanding the 
Russian naval forces at Port Ar- 
thur, has sent the following  telo- 
gtam, dated yesterday, to the Em- 
peror: 

“I beg most humbly to report 
that at 2 o’clock this morning the 
enemy made a second attempt to 
block the entrance to the inner road- 
stead. For this purpose they des- 
Patched four large merchant stcam- 
ers, convoyed by six torpedo boats, 
to tho entrance. 

“The enemy's ships were promptly 
discovered by the scarchlights, and 
wero bombarded by the batteries 
vajays Fearing’ the, snsmy’s.-ahiga 
Vajny. ing ¢! enemy's ipa 
might break through, Lieut. Kriniz- 
ki, commanding the guard torpedo 
boat Stilni, attacked the enemy and 
destroyed the bow of the foremost 
Japances steamer with a torpedo. 

“This steamer. turned to the right 
and was followed by two others, 
with the result that the three wore 
stranded to the right of the en- 
trance. A fourth steamer went to 
the right of the enomy’s ships, and 
likewise sank to tho side of the 
Fairway.

GENERAL LYTTELTON, 


First Military Member of Great Fritain's 
New Army Council. 


The first military member of the 
new Army Council is General the 
Hon, Nevillo Gerald Lytteiton, who 
is the uncle of the Colonial Secre 
tary. He is no stranger to the War 
Of_ice and its ways, since for two 
years he was private secretary to 
Mr. Childers there, Ie served with 
distinction in the Egyptian war, 
held various home commands, but 
tmade his reputation in South Afri- 
ca, where so many others lost theirs, 
General Lyttelton was in all the 
hard fighting at the Tugela, and suc 
ceeded to the command of the Scc- 
ond Division of the Natal Army in 
February,’ 1900, during the illness of 
Gencral Clery. He was in command 
of the troops chasing Dewet in Cape 
Colony and the Orange River Colo- 
ny in the carly months of 1901) and 
wos then in command in Natal. In 
June, 1902, when Lord Kitchencr 
returned home, Gencral Lyttelton 
took over the command of all the 
troops in South Africa. Like all his 
family, he is a good cricketer.

Basket ball as a recreative game ts 
unique in its origin for two reasons: 
First, it fs our one positively sure, 
home American production; secondly, 
the name, date and place of its aw 
thorahip are exactly known, Baskst 
ball was born in the year 1391 at 
Springfleld, Mass., and Its author was 
James Naismith. The story is short 
enough to be interesting. In that town 
1s a training school connected with 
the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tlon and of course professors, among 
them a professor of psychology, who 
fs pald to teach the young ideas how 
to think effectively. In one of his lec- 
tures he called attention to certain con- 
ditions upon which the brain could 
with advantage be exercised and chal- 
lenged his class to supply the require- 
ineats to meet them. The conditions 
were the invention of a new game 
which could be played indoors in a 
Umited area by a defined and unaltera- 
ble number of contestants and adapta- 
ble to both sexes. Upon this hypoth- 
esis one of his pupils, James Nat- 
smith, the same night evolved basket 
ball. It was put into practice the next 
day experimentally and found to meet 
the conditions and limitations Jaid 
down by the professor admirably. But 
it had more than an academic value, 
as its spread as one of our most ap- 
Dreciated onstimes attests.

Toronto, March 29.—Dr. Nesbitt 
Was responsible for another scrious 
situation for the Ontario Govern- 
ment. He has the Ross supporters 
talking against time at an all night 
session waiting for the trains to 
bring in enough Liberal members to 
voto down a resolution declaring 
that no subsidy shall hereafter bo 
granted to any. railway, steam or 
electric, except upon the express con- 
dition that the passenger rete sball 
not execed two-cents per mile. Last 
week Premicr Ross  succceded 
carrying a resolution that after 
Monday Government orders. shal! 
have precedence. The effect of this 
is to shut off the business promoted 
by private members until the whole 
Government program is cleared off 
the paper. 

Dr. Nesbitt briefly stated his rea- 
sons for asking tho House to coy- 
mit itself to the two-cent principle, 
and was followed by the Premicr 
and Mr. Whitney. On the arrival of 
6 o'clock Hon, E, J. Davis was on 
the floor and Mr. Whitney called 
“six o’clock’’ being an intimation to 
the Speaker to leave the chair. He 
suggested that it might be ‘advis- 
able to adjourn if the Government 
would consent to have private mem- 
bers’ questions resumed on Wedncs- 
day. The Premier appeared willing 
to concur, but the Attorncy-Gencral 
whispered something in his car and 
he suddenly changed his mind and 
insisted thag the Government would 
stick to its original proposition. 
Mr. Whitney then expressed his pre- 
ference for a resumption of the do 
bate after dinner. 

Talked All Round It. 

At the evening session Hon, Mr. 
Davis resumed and talked all around 
the subject, Mr. Pettypicce, whose 
Tailway taxation bill was scheduled 
for yesterday, also assisted in keop- 
ing up the talk, Mr. Graham fol- 
lowed. While he was talking the 
usual hour of adjournment arrived, 
and the Premier, while not pressing 
for an adjournment, broadly hinted 
that the practico ought to be ad- 
hered to. He was willing to allow 
the debate to go on on Wednesday, 
as well as the Pettypicce Dill, but 
Mr. Whitney = still complained that 
the Jast opportunity of private mem- 
bers had been taken away from them 
by the Government consuming six 
hours, 

‘The reason for all the talk . was 
that the’Opposition had a substan- 
tial majority in favor of Dr. Nes 
bitt’s motion, If the morning trains 
do not bring in the required sup- 
port for the Government the debate 
will continue without interruption 
until this afternoon. 

The Ministers remained out of their 


mats till twenty minutes to nine, 
although the Conservatives were in 
their places calling ‘‘Division’’ and 
*Call in the meinbers,”* ‘ 

At 10 o'clock Mr. Dickenson  ob- 
served that the practice of the 


Ilouse was to adjourn at 10 o’clock. 
Mr. Graham was willing to move 
the adjournment of the debate, but! 
Mr. Whitney said {t was open to tlio 
Government to adjourn the Hone, 
The Accommedating Fremies. 


The Premier said the Govw'rnment 
always surrendered its righ! to yo 
after 10 o'clock for the ¢ snvenience 
of the Opposition, “Were most ac- 
commodating,”” he said, 

“In the meantime,’;*remarked Mr, 
Whitney, ‘‘our last, opportunity to 
secure considcration of questions on 
the paper has becn taken away by 
the Government ‘deliberately taking 
the time of ,th’ House for six hours 
when tho queftion might havo been 
disposed of in an hour.”’ He pointed 
out that alfer Monday Government 
business wduld have precedence over 
all other business. 

“I hop¢ my honorable friend docs 
not put mo in the position of plead- 
4ng for an adjournment,” observed 
the Preniler, meckly. 

**No, no," Mr. Whitney said. 

Afrald of the Pesities, 


Continuing, the Premier said he 
hoped the papers would not put him 
in that position. The question was a 
most important one and ai great 
deal of valuable information had 
been brought out. It was an excecd- 
ingly useful debate, but the Govern- 
ment would be willing, rather than 
have the practices of tho Houso sct 
aside at the caprico of any onc, to 
havo this question, and that of Mr. 
Pettypiece, which was set down for 
consideration to-day, taken up on 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Whitney replied that the Pre- 
miler had not explained why the last 
opportunity of private members had 
been away. If the Opposition 
gave way, thoy would be at the dix 
posal of the Governinent. He thought 
the House should procecd to a divi- 
sion on the question. 

Mr. Graham finished his speech at 
11.15, and Mr. Gross of St. Cathar- 
ines began reading from a book and 
kept it up in spite of the jeers of 
the Opposition. ,

Mr. Whitney opposed the bill.

monds. The case came up for trial 
the other day, and the court acquit- 
ted him on the ground that he had 
permitted himsclf to be made the 
tool of a gang of swindlers, and 
that he was not primarily respons- 
ible for the attempted fraud, which, 
it may be added, did not succred. 

Lord Haldon at the time of his 
arrest was acting as checker and 
conductor on the railway at Pre- 
toria, a position which, though 
humble, he had been excecdingly glad 
to get, as he had been literally 
starving when he received it, having 
been in a state of complete destitu- 
tion at Johannesburg and at Pre- 
toria after being mustered out of 
the Imperial Yeomanry at the close 
of the war. 


This is not the first time that Lerd- 


Haldon has been in trouble, for, as 


I mentioned’ at the time of his _ac-: 


. cession, he placed himself in an un-. 


‘enviable position some years ago by. 
raising money in London on a note 
which he had endorsed with the 
Signature.of his mother, who is 


wealthy in her own right. He wrote- 


to her a letter informing her that, 
compelled by dire necessity, he had 
been obliged to put her name there- 


to. Although the note was for a 
comparatively small atnount, which 
she could easily have paid, yet she

not rest them upon the board until 
they were emptied. 

But even after that was accomplish- 
ed the bardy drinker was expected 
still to have breath to spare, and the 
whistling jugs, 2 comparatively mod- 
ern invention, were intended to indl- 
cate this. Many of them were made 
by German asilversmiths—though they 
are also to be scen in earthenware— 
during the sixtcenth and seventeenth 
centuries, and thelr form was such 
that when the contents of the jug had 
been imbibed a whistle was uncov- 
ergd through which the drinker might 
blow if he were able. : 

The most advanced type of all had 
a little windmill besides the whistle, 
which worked a dial showing the pow- 
er of the blow.

acy is brought out by Tho New York 
‘Tribune in a Ictter which was writ- 
ten many years ago by William 
Ewart Gladstone to Henry Clows of 
New York, which Mr. Clews has now 
made public. It was written on May 
30, 1889, in recognition of the re- 
ceipt of a copy of Sr. Clews’ book 
of memoirs, and runs in part as 
follows:

facetious Cob'claim ancestry » from 
“Herring, the king of fish."’ And, to 
substantiate Ben Jonson's assertion, 
comes that other sixteenth century 
writer, Thomas Nash of Lowvstofi, 
who waxes cloquent, not to say per- 
fervid, on the subject of the her- 
ring’ kingship in a lively and para- 
doxical work ~ called *‘Lenten Stuff; 
or, Tho Praise of Red Herring.’’ 
Written, it is said, in gratitude for 
money lent tho author by the people 
of Yarmouth and by way of payment 
of the same. Here the herring’s 
claim to royal estate is “duly mt 
forth in bombastic language suited 
to the dignity of the theme ‘and, 
truth to tell. the satirical mood of 
the writer. Shorn ef Nash’s rhetori- 
cal oxtravagances, this, briefly, is the 
story of how the herring came by 
the crown: 3 

It ‘appears that once upon a_ time 
all the fish of the sea had occasion 
to choose a king to lead tham to 
battle. To do so, says Nash, ‘‘be- 
shackled mightily their fishy wits,” 
for their claim was hedged round 
with Hmitations. No ravening fish, 
for instance, must they choose, lest, 
having destroyed their foe, he 
should cat them also for change of 
diet. He must, tnorcover, be one 
well known to them all by reason 
of his wido sea wanderings, ono, too. 
whom they could depase when they 
listed should he begin to tyrannizec, 
Now, none met these requirements 
favo the herring; hence was ho pro- 
claimed king of fishes by the unani- 
mous vote of all tho fishy commun- 
ity—all, that is, but the plaico nnd 
butt, who, being jealous, made wry 
mouths at Master, Herring instead of 
shouting *‘God save tho king!"’ with 
the rest and who have hod, og every 
one knows, wry inouths for their 
mocking ever sinco, In such fashion 
was the herring raised to tho kingly 
throne, and hence wears he to this 
day, says Nash, a coronct to mark 
his kingship; hence, too, gocs hy 
forth always with an army ard, 
moreover, in true kingly fashion 
sends forth heralds to announce’ hs 
royal progress through various wa- 
ters. These herring heralds, by the 
way, when the wily fisherman catch-s 
he swings sundry times round — tic 
mainmast of his lugger; * biddinz 
them bring the bost a last of her- 
rings for every swing. Then, their 
ransom paid, he flings them back in- 
to tho water, hostages to fortune, 

Nash's eulogies of King Herring in 
“Lenten Stuf” knew no bounds. feat 
content with proclaiming bin. kings 
in his natural state, he lauds hit 
extravagantly — cured—giving hin 
such titles as “‘Puissant Red  Mer- 
ring, Red Herring of Merriuz ull. 
Golden Hesperides Red Herring’ and 
Various other panegyrics. Ail of this 
is as absurd as Nash meant ji 
be. Yet in spite of his non 
there ia much truth jn his g 
tion of King Herring's puissiner. 
Never truly was there so aut atic 
a monarch, for wherever he pura in 
an appearance he dominates every 
thing and everybody. 

It is a twice. told tale how 
those ancient days a certain Yar- 
mouth — fisherinan havi caught 
more herrings than he “wist what to 
do withal, hung them in the sooty 
roof of his shed a-drying’’ and 
straightway forgot all about them; 
how he built up his fire, the weather 
being cold, and, “what - with his 
smoking | and firing, the herrings, 
which were whito as whalebone when 
he hung them up, became by de- 
grees as red as Jobsters.’"" Tho good 
man and his’ wife did not discover 
this fact for some days, and “when 
at length they spied the beautiful 
red fish they fell down on their knees 
end crosand themselves and | criet 


“A miraclo, @ miracior~ nna ten 
posthaste to Burgh Castle, three 
miles away from Cerdic shore over 
tho marshes, went they, where Sigc- 
bert, King of the East Angles, lived 
in retirement in the monastery of 
good St. Furseus, and presented 
their treasures to His Majesty, who 
also” worshiped them and = granted 
the fisherman and his wife a license 
to hawk them .up and down the 
country as ‘‘strange monsters."* Nor 
did the matter end there, for Sige 
bert, we are told, bestowed many 
privileges on tho place where this 
miraclo was worked, and thus from 
the very first red herrings brought 
prosperity to Yarniouth. 

In olden times herrings were 
thought food for kings. ‘‘A white 
pickle herring,’’ says Nash, ‘‘is meat 
for a prince.’” And so ono English 
monarch ~ scomed to think, for Ed- 
ward I. in 1286 bound Yarmouth by 
charter to” scnd annually to court 
twenty-four herring pics or pastics, 
containing @ hundred herrings, and 
in 
1800 ordered from the same placo 
for the King’s use. In tho same

‘| reign the ‘‘puissant’’ fish served as 


honeymoon fare for a royal couple 
too. When Margarct, daughter of 
Edward 1., married the Duke of 
Brabant 10,652 herrings wore pro- 
vided for the victualing of the ship 
which convoyed the bride and bride 
groom to the contincnt. So much 
for the herring’s ‘association with 
royaity; zo much for hieclaim to be 
royal himsclf; a claim as strong now 
os it was when Nasi wrote so 
gtandiloquently of it, for never was 
there a monarch whoso rule was 
more firmly established, whose pow- 
er-iccreased more steadily.

Tuna, British India, April 2.—Tho 
first clash occurred on the morning 
of Thursday between the force of 
Col. Younghusband and the Thibet- 
ans, whose camp at Guru was cap- 
tured, nd 
At 8 o'clock a fiying column start- 
ed to reconnoitro the Thibetan camp 
et Guru, whereupon a general from 
Lhassa. came to interview Col. 
Younghusband. -The general asked 
the colonel'to retire with his mis- 
sion to Yatung for the purpose of 
carrying.on negotiations, threaten- 
ing an attack af the amission pro- 
ceeded. 

Col. Younghusband replicd that 
negotiations had been proceeding 
fruitlessly for filtoen years, and that 
retirement was now impossible. The 
Thibetan general withdrew and Col, 
Younghusband ordered his troops to 
endeavor to disperso the Thibctans, 
blocking the road without firing 
upon them. 2 

Details show that while the forcea 
were face to fare on the opposite 
sides of a wall, which the Thibvtans 
had built acroas the highway to op- 
pose the advance tho Indian troops 
deployed. thelr flanks and enclosed 
1,500 Thibctans in a circle like herd- 
ing sheep. The members of the mis- 
sion, the press correspondents and 
the general staff rode up to inspect 
tho capture and wero laughing and 
talking. They were unaware of the 
impending tragedy, being evidently 
heedieas of the sullen demeanor of 
the Thibetans. The latter presently 
began to hustlo some Sikhs who tro 
Plicd with the butt «nd of  thoir 
rifes,. Then the Thibétans fired a 
pistol, wounding «a Sikh and this 
was the signal for all the Thibetans 
to draw their swords’ and rush foe 
their captors, who opened fire 
the surging mob. The officers otnpt: 
iced their revolvers. 

The Thibetans’ were unable to 
climb the wall, which they themsel- 
ves had built. Finally about half of 
them were able to break away to 
the rear, where they. ae eae tho 
fire of tho artillery. ji entire 
Thibetan force only”. a half 
escaped death or wounds, 

The Thibotans Jost heavily, owing 
to the inferiority of their weapons, 
which were matchlock ritles, but they 
displayed the greatest courage, 
many of them coming on after they 
had . been wounded several times. 
The scene after the action was like, 
a shambles. The dead were heaped | 
on top of cach other, and a long 
trail of dead and wounded extended 
to the rear, 

Among the Thitictans killed were 
the Lhassa general, the militury 
commandant of Phari and Lata, and 
the representative of the golden 
mongstery, to whose influence and 
violent hostility the existing dith- 
cultics were largely duc. 

The Daily Mail ‘correspondent was 
seriously wounded.
